Section  1 .

Each  Councillor’s  office  shall  receive  two  hundred  six¬

MCCARTHY,  MURPHY  and  LINEHAN  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

WHEREAS,  More  than  1 1 ,000  (20%)  of  Boston  Pub¬ 
lic  School’s  (BPS)  students  have  learning,  developmental, 
physical  disabilities,  or  mental  health  diagnoses  that  re¬ 
quire  federally  mandated  special  education  services  via 
Individualized  Education  Plans,  in  the  state-mandated 
least  restrictive  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  4,500  of  these  students 
are  between  the  ages  of  14  and  22;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  transition  from  high  school  to  post¬ 
secondary  schooling,  employment,  or  living  is  a  critical 
juncture  for  every  student;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  students  with  disabilities,  extra  plan¬ 
ning  may  be  required  to  develop  and  prepare  for  the  opti¬ 
mal  transition  whether  it  be  further  education,  vocational 
skills,  independent  living,  employment,  etc.;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  undocumented  immigrant  students 
with  disabilities,  transition  planning  creates  additional 
challenges  that  require  attention;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  Law  (MGL  Chapter  71B,  Section  2) 
requires  that  “beginning  age  14  or  sooner  if  detennined 
appropriate  by  an  individualized  education  program  team, 
school  age  children  with  disabilities  shall  be  entitled  to 
transition  services  and  measurable  postsecondary  goals, 
as  provided  under  the  federal  Individual  Disabilities  with 
Education  Act,  20  USC  sec.  1400,  et  sec.”;  and 

WHEREAS,  We  need  to  ensure  that  BPS  and  the  State, 
with  the  support  of  community  and  business  partners,  are 
developing  school-based  and  district-wide  programs  to 
support  effective  transitions  including  provision  of  em¬ 
ployment  and  life  skills,  supported  employment,  college 
readiness  and  application  support,  mentoring,  and  accu¬ 
rate  information  and  support  to  undocumented  immigrant 
youth.  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

ORDERED,  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the

WHEREAS,  Many  residents  eontinue  to  face  count- 
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less  barriers  to  full  employment  and  affordable  housing 
despite  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  currently  under¬ 
going  a  development  boom  not  seen  in  over  a  generation; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  city  lacks  a  formal  community  plan¬ 
ning  process  that  ensures  residents  have  a  clear  voice  in 
the  future  of  the  neighborhood  and  protects  communities 
during  periods  of  growth;  and 

WHEREAS,  Much  of  the  development  in  the  City  of 
Boston  is  overseen  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au¬ 
thority  (BRA),  which  formed  in  1957,  merged  with  the 
Economic  Development  Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  in 
1995,  and  has  numerous  other  affiliates;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  practice  in  the  City  of  Boston 
allows  for  community  feedback  on  development  propos¬ 
als  during  required  hearings  but  does  not  include  a  system 
to  ensure  that  community  members  or  groups  and  their 
input  are  incorporated;  and 

WHEREAS,  Community  Benefits  Agreements  help 
generate  public  support  for  economic  development  proj¬ 
ects  while  holding  developers  accountable  for  their  prom¬ 
ises  to  local  governments  and  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  BRA  does  not  use  traditional  Com¬ 
munity  Benefits  Agreements  and  instead  the  documents, 
which  the  BRA  likens  to  Community  Benefits  Agree¬ 
ments,  include  cooperation  agreements,  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  agreements,  and  development  impact  project  agree¬ 
ments;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  tight  legal  language  created  by  third 
party  elauses  in  reeent  mitigation  agreements  prohibits 
any  stakeholders  aside  from  the  developer  and  BRA  from 
enforcing  the  mitigation  agreements  and  makes  adjudiea- 
tion  difficult;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  BRA  is  tasked  with  ensuring  devel¬ 
opers  are  maintaining  their  commitments  to  mitigation 
agreements,  making  payments  to  the  inclusionary  devel¬ 
opment  program,  and  payments  to  the  housing  and  jobs 
linkage  funds;  and 

ORDERED,  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  identify  mecha¬ 
nisms  to  ensure  transparency,  accountability,  and  invest¬ 
ment  in  affordable  housing  and  jobs  funds  through  BRA 
development  agreements  and  to  investigate  ways  to  en¬ 
sure  Boston’s  continued  development  happens  in  a  way 
that  is  sustainable  and  grounded  in  the  needs  of  communi¬ 
ties;  and  that  representatives  from  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority,  Department  of  Neighborhood  Develop¬ 
ment,  and  other  interested  parties  be  invited  to  testify. 

WHEREAS,  A  Boston  Globe  investigation  and  an  au¬ 
dit  conducted  by  KPMG  LLC  outline  the  BRA’s  inability 
to  complete  this  task  efficiently  and  transparently  by  re¬ 
vealing  that  the  BRA  has  negotiated  breaks  on  affordable 
housing  fees,  diverted  affordable  housing  fees  to  other 
uses,  and  has  spent  a  fraction  of  the  money  it  has  collected 
from  developers  that  had  been  earmarked  for  affordable 
housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Residents  of  Boston,  the  City,  and  devel¬ 
opers  would  benefit  from  a  simplified,  citywide  mitiga¬ 
tion  agreement  that  would  set  baseline  standards  for  eom- 
munity  benefits  packages  that  cannot  be  negotiated  away 
and  have  clear  mechanisms  in  place  to  monitor  and  ensure 
follow-through.  NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education.

The  Residency  Policy 
Commission  shall  include  seven  membyrs  all  appointed 
by  the  Mayor.  The  Residency  Policy  Commission  shall  be 
appointed  within  30  days  from  the  effective  date  of  this 
order.  The  Mayor  shall  notify  the  City  Council  of  the  “ap¬ 
pointments  to  the  Residency  Policy  Commission. 

The  Residency  Policy  Commission  shall  hold  its  first 
meeting  within.  30  days  after  the  appointment  of  all  the 
members.

Payment  of  the  excise  is  due 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  issuance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Non-payment  of  the  motor  vehicle  excise 
has  implications  on  an  individual’s  license  and  registra¬ 
tion.  An  individual  may  be  prevented  from  renewing  a 
license  or  registration;  and, 

WHEREAS,-  There  are  requirements  imposed  by  law 
upon  the  board  of  assessors  concerning  notifications  for 
non-payment  of  excise  taxes.  There  are  also  procedures  in 
place  for  notifying  the  Registry  if  an  individual  has  failed 
to  pay  the  excise;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  Council  recognizes  that 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  driver  to  pay  the  excise,  it 
is  important  for  the  city  to  have  mechanisms  in  place  to 
notify  drivers  of  their  obligations  and  potential  penalties;

GAS  VALVE  SHUT-OFF  (DOCKET  NO.  0181) 

Councilors  YANCEY,  FLAHERTY  and  CIOMMO  of¬ 
fered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  On  October  28,  2006  the  Boston  Globe 
reported  that  thousands  of  emergency  gas  shut-off  valves 
are  inaccessible;  and 

WHEREAS:  emergency  gas  shut-offvalves  are  crucial 
safety  features  required  by  the  state  to  stop  the  flow  of 
explosive  gas  to  homes  and  businesses  during  emergen¬ 
cies;  and 

WHEREAS:  many  of  these  valves  may  have  been 
paved  over  or  blocked  by  other  means;  and 
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WHEREAS:  the  Boston  Globe  further  reports  that 
service  valves,  which  control  gas  flowing  to  individual 
buildings,  are  the  ones  most  often  buried  or  blocked;  and 

WHEREAS:  those  valves,  typically  contained  in  boxes 
embedded  in  streets  and  sidewalks,  are  considered  an  im¬ 
portant  stop  gap  during  large  fires  that  could  be  fueled 
further  by  gas;  and 

WHEREAS:  While  most  houses  have  shut-off  valves 
at  the  meter,  those  valves  can  be  difficult  to  get  to  during  a 
fire  and  do  not  prevent  additional  gas  from  the  street  from 
feeding  a  blaze;  and 

WHEREAS;  “It  is  extremely  important  to  expedite  the 
shutting  off  of  gas,  n  state  Fire  Marshal  Stephen  D.  Coan 
said.  “Any  delay  in  securing  a  gas  supply  line  is  a  poten¬ 
tial  hazard  to  firefighters  and  area  residents.”  and 

WHEREAS:  Gas  companies  are  required  by  federal 
and  state  regulations  to  ensure  that  all  shut-off  valves  are 
readily  accessible,  and  the  State  Department  of  Telecom¬ 
munications  and  Energy  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
regulations;  and 

WHEREAS:  Inaccessibility  to  valves  has  been  cited 
for  causing  delayed  gas  shut-off  after  at  least  two  .  trag¬ 
edies  in  recent  years  —  an  explosion  in  Weston  last  year 
that  leveled  a  house  and  another  in  Hopkinton  in  2002  in 
which  two  children  were  killed.  Fire  specialists  stated  that 
blocked  valves  are  putting  lives  at  risk;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Department  of  Telecommunications 
and  Energy  says  it  has  focused  its  past  enforcement  ef¬ 
forts  on  “critical  valves,”  which  control  gas  flow  to  large 
numbers  of  buildings  on  a  street  or  streets.  Those  valves 
are  inspected  once  a  year;  and 

WHEREAS;  Gas  providers  also  say  that  municipalities 
should  share  part  of  the  blame  for  the  service  valves  being 
paved  over  and  should  keep  gas  companies  abreast  about 
paving  projects;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  has  experienced  gas 
explosions  which  has  caused  serious  damage,  injury  and 
even  death;  therefore  be  it 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  convene  an  hearing  to  determine 
what  steps  have  been  taken  to  correct  this  problem  before 
a  tragedy  caused  by  the  inaccessibility  of  emergency  gas 
shut  off  valves  occurs  in  Boston,  and  be  it  furthered 

OREDERED;  That  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
Boston  Public  Works  Department,  Boston  Inspectional 
Services  Department,  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Telecommunications  and  Energy,  the  Massachusetts 
Fire  Marshall,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works,  National  Grid  Street  Repair  Contractors,  and  the 
general  public  are  invited  to  testify. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  City,  Neighborhood 
Services  and  Veterans  Affairs. 


ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CITY  OF  BOSTON  CODE 
CHAPTER  IV  (MINORITY  AND  WOMEN  BUSI¬ 
NESS  ENTERPRISE)  (DOCKET  NO.  0182) 

Councilors  YANCEY,  PRESSLEY,  JACKSON  and 
WU  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
encourage,  assist,  and  provide  equal  opportunity  for  busi¬ 
ness  enterprises  owned  by  women  and  people  of  color  to 
participate  in  the  receipt  of  city  contracts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  should  maximize 
economic  opportunity  for  its  residents  including  every 
segment  of  the  business  community.  The  City  of  Boston 
should  seek  to  promote  the  full  and  equitable  economic 
participation  of  all  segments  of  the  community.  With 
these  objectives  in  mind  the  city  should  use  its  best  ef¬ 
forts  to  ensure  that  business  enterprises  owned  by  women 
and  people  of  color  have  an  equitable  opportunity  to  pal- 
ticipate  in  the  procurement  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  en¬ 
sure  that  business  enterprises  owned  by  women  and  peo¬ 
ple  of  color  are  utilized  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  a  more 
substantial  and  equitable  extent. 


NOW,  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Section  1. 

Chapter  IV  of  the  City  of  Boston  Municipal  Code  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  section  4-4.3 
the  following:

(AED)  is  a  portable  electronic  device  that  analyses  heart 
rhythms  and  provides  a  shock  to  restore  the  heart  beat  of 
a  person  suffering  from  cardiac  arrest;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  American  Heart  Association  recom¬ 
mends  that  all  emergency  rescue  services  have  an  AED  at 
their  disposal;  and 

WHEREAS:  Defibrillation  is  most  successful  when 
administered  within  four  minutes  of  the  onset  of  cardiac 
arrest;  and 

WHEREAS:  AEDs  are  increasingly  available  in  such 
public  places  as  airports,  libraries,  shopping  malls,  movie 
theatres,  and  community  centers;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston,  in  conjunction  with 
the  American  Red  Cross,  can  provide  the  Boston  Police 
with  defibrillator  training  courses  regarding  CPR  proto¬ 
cols  and  the  use  of  AEDs;  and 

WHEREAS:  National  statistics  show  300,000  Ameri¬ 
cans  die  of  sudden  cardiac  arrest  every  year,  but  that 
50,000  of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented  if  an  AED  is 
available;  and 

WHEREAS:  Boston  Police  Officers  often  arrive  on¬ 
scene  before  the  Boston  Fire  Department  and  Boston 
Emergency  Medical  Services;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDAINED:  The  City  of  Boston  shall  mandate  that 
the  Boston  Police  Department  utilize  functioning  auto¬ 
mated  external  defibrillators  on  police  vehicles  respond¬ 
ing  to  911  calls  in  the  City  of  Boston.

1  Employment  of  Automated  External  Defibril¬ 
lators  in  Boston  Police  Vehicles:  The  City  of  Boston  shall 
mandate  the  Boston  Police  Department  utilize  function¬ 
ing  automated  external  defibrillators  on  police  vehicles 
responding  to  9 1 1  calls  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

1 1-##.2  Severability  Clause  for  sections  1 1-10.1  to  11- 
1 0.2:  If  any  provision  of  this  measure  is  held  invalid  or  the 
application  thereofto  any  person  or  circumstance  is  held 
invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  other  provisions 
or  applications  of  the  chapter,  which  can  be  given  effect 
without  the  invalid  provisions  or  applications,  and  to  this 
and  the  provisions  of  this  measure  are  declared  severable.

Parent  shall  have  the  same  definition  contained 
in  CBC  12-13.1  but  these  sections  shall  apply  only  to  a 
Parent  who  is  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  entitled 
to  the  employment  benefits  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Parents  of 
the  school-aged  pupil(s)  in  kindergarten  and  grades  one 
(1)  to  twelve  (12),  inclusive  may  take  the  opportunity  to 
spend  up  to  twenty-one  hours  (21)  per  school  calendar 
year  for  school  visits  if  the  Parent,  prior  to  taking  time 
off  pursuant  to  these  sections,  gives  clear  and  reasonable 
notice  to  the  Parent’s  appropriate  supervisor  of  the  Par¬ 
ent’s  planned  absence. 

12-13A.3  Operation  of  Section. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  not  discharge  nor  in  any  way 
discriminate  against  a  Parent  of  a  Pupil  in  kindergarten 
or  grades  one  (1)  to  twelve  (12),  inclusive,  for  taking  off 
up  to  twenty-one  (2 1 )  hours  pursuant  to  these  sections  in 
each  school  calendar  year  for  school  visits  regarding  the 
Pupil,  if  the  Parent,  prior  to  taking  time  off  pursuant  to 
these  sections,  gives  clear  and  reasonable  notice  to  the 
Parent’s  appropriate  supervisor  of  the  Parent’s  planned 
absence.  A  Parent  that  is  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  shall  not  be  required  to  use  existing  vacation  time, 
personal  leave  time,  or  compensatory  time  for  purposes 
of  this  planned  absence  but  shall  be  paid  the  parent’s  nor¬ 
mal  rate  of  pay  from  the  City  of  Boston  for  each  qualified 
hour  of  absence.  The.  Parent,  if  requested  by  the  Parent’s 
appropriate  supervisor  within  the  City  of  Boston,  shall 
provide  documentation  from  the  Pupil’s  school  as  proof 
that  the  Parent  visited  the  Pupil’s  school  on  a  specific  date 
and  at  a  particular  time.  For  purposes  of  this  subsection, 
“documentation”  shall  mean  whatever  written  verification 
of  a  parental  visit  the  Pupil’s  school  deems  appropriate 
and  reasonable.

A  parent  who  is  discharged,  demoted.  Threatened,  sus¬ 
pended,  or  in  any  other  manner  discriminated  against  in 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment  by  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  because  the  parent  has  taken  qualified  time  off  pur¬ 
suant  to  these  sections  shall  be  immediately  entitled  to 
reinstatement  and  reimbursement  of  lost  wages  and  work 
benefits  resulting  from  such  discharge,  demotion,  threat, 
suspension,  or  other  related  discrimination.  If  the  City  of 
Boston  willfully  refuses  to  rehire,  reinstate,  or  otherwise 
restore  a  Parent  who  has  been  determined  to  be  eligible 
for  rehiring,  reinstatement,  or  other  restoration  by  a  griev¬ 
ance  procedure,  arbitration,  or  hearing  authorized  by  law, 
may  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to 
five  (5)  times  the  amount  of  the  Parent’s  lost  wages  and 
work  benefits  derived  from  the  Parent’s  employment  by 
the  City  of  Boston.

WHEREAS:  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS)  tech¬ 
nology  is  used  by  many  police,  fire  and  emergency  medi¬ 
cal  services  throughout  the  world  to  determine  which 
emergency  vehicles  are  nearest  to  emergencies  and  to 
identify  the  shortest  routes  to  destinations;  and 

WHEREAS;  Early  response  time  for  the  delivery  of 
cardio  pulmonary  resuscitation  (CPR)  and  defibrillation 
(external  electric  shock)  is  imperative  for  survival  of  a 
cardiac  arrest  victim  whose  brain  cells  and  heart  muscles 
will  begin  to  die  after  four  to  six  minutes  without  a  pulse 
or  respiration;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  likelihood  of  successful  resuscitation 
decreases  by  approximately  ten  percent  with  each  minute 
following  the  onset  of  sudden  cardiac  arrest;  thus,  the  sur¬ 
vival  rate  of  a  cardiac  arrest  victim  drops  to  virtually  zero 


if  defibrillation  is  delayed  for  more  than  ten  minutes;  and 

WHEREAS;  The  London  Ambulance  Service  reduced 
its  response  time  by  a  critical  two  minutes  after  imple¬ 
menting  GPS  technology;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  American  Heart  Association  esti¬ 
mates  that  as  many  as  1 00,000  deaths  could  be  prevented 
each  year  through  early  response  time;  and 

WHEREAS:  Minnesota;  Southeast  Michigan;  Denver, 
Colorado;  and  Palm  Beach  County,  Florida  have  imple¬ 
mented  GPS  technology;  and 

WHEREAS;  Boston  EMS  has  GPS  Technology  avail¬ 
able  but  only  uses  it  during  certain  events;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  use  of  GPS  technology  by  Emergen¬

WHEREAS:  Poverty  and  unemployment  are  often 
viewed  as  being  a  cause  of  crime,  educational  under¬ 
achievement,  and  poor  health;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  federal  government  classifies  an  in¬ 
dividual  with  an  annual  income  of  $1 0,830  or  less  as  im¬ 
poverished,  or  a  family  of  three  with  an  annual  income  of 
$18,310  or  less  as  impoverished;  and 

WHEREAS:  Based  on  federal  standards,  19.6  percent 
of  Boston  individuals  are  living  in  poverty,  and  15.4  per¬ 
cent  of  Boston  families  are  living  in  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS:  Half  of  Boston’s  white  households  in 
2009  had  incomes  of  $63,980  or  less;  half  of  Boston’s 
Asian  households  had  incomes  of  $36,670  or  less;  half 
of  Boston’s  black  households  had  incomes  of  $33,420  or 
less;  and  half  of  Boston’s  Latino  households  had  incomes 
of  $28,793  or  less;  and 

WHEREAS:  Unemployment  and  underemployment 
are  major  causes  of  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  American  Community  Survey  of  the 
US  Census  Department  in  2008  cited  unemployment  in 
Boston  among  all  races  for  those  16  and  older  at  7.S  per¬ 
cent;  among  whites  at  4.9  percent  ( 1 4,824);  among  Asians 
at  8  percent  (3,424);  among  Latinos  at  1 0  percent  (7, 1 69); 
and  among  blacks  at  13.2  percent  (14,363);  and 

WHEREAS:  Boston  is  rated  as  one  of  the  ten  most  ex¬ 
pensive  cities  in  the  United  States:  The  median  price  of 
a  condominium  in  downtown  Boston  or  in  surrounding 
communities  is  $537,000  (7.4%  higher  than  in  the  first 
quarter  of2012);  one  bedroom  micro  apartments  (350  to 
450  square  feet)  are  being  rented  to  young  professionals 
for  two  thousand  ($2000)  a  month  in  the  Seaport  District; 
and  one  bedroom  apartments  are  renting  for  a  minimum 
of  one  thousand  ($1000)  a  month  in  Boston’s  poorest 
neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  continuous  rise  of  real  estate  prices 
in  Boston  is  drastically  diminishing  economic  diversity 
among  Boston’s  households;  and 

WHEREAS:  Mayor  Menino’s  proposal  for  building 
30,000  new  units  in  Boston  by  2020  includes  only  5,000 
units  viewed  as  affordable  by  those  Boston  households 
with  an  income  of  the  city’s  2013  median  income  of 
$75,000  or  less  a  year;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  city,  state,  and  business  communities 
should  have  policies  designed  to  promote  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  people  of  the  cities  and  states  in  which  they 
are  located;  Therefore  Be  It 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  be  requested  to  invite  representatives 
of  the  Mayor’s  office,  ABCD,  the  Economic  Development 
Industrial  Corporations,  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  state  Office  of  Workforce  Development, 
and  the  Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts  to  discuss 
development  of  strategies  to  bring  full  employment  to 
Boston;  and  Be  further  ordered 

ORDERED:  That  representatives  of  the  Boston  Po¬ 
lice  Department,  Boston  Public  Schools,  Boston  Public 
Health  Commission,  as  well  as  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts’  Executive  Offices  of  Public  Safety,  Edu¬ 
cation,  and  Health  and  Human  Services  be  invited  to 


discuss  the  relationship  of  poverty  and  unemployment  to 
crime,  educational  underachievement,  and  poor  health  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  it  further  ordered 

ORDERED:  That  representatives  of  the  Boston  Rede¬ 
velopment  Authority  and  the  Department  of  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Development  be  invited  to  discuss  development  of 
strategies  to  maintain  stable  economic  diversity  among 
households  of  Boston  despite  rising  cost  of  housing;  and 
Be  it  further  ordered 

ORDERED:  That  representatives  of  Boston’s  major 
employers,  such  as  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
Stop  &  Shop,  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Steward 
Health  Care  System,  Harvard  University,  and  Brigham 
and  Women’s  Hospital  be  invited  to  discuss  the  extent  to 
which  their  hiring  and  promotion  policies  address  the  is¬ 
sues  of  poverty  and  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Boston.

WHEREAS:  The  US.  Department  of  Veterans’  Af¬ 
fairs  (USDVA)  says  on  any  given  day,  as  many  as  250,000 
veterans  (male  and  female)  are  living  on  the  streets  or  in 
shelters  and  that  roughly  57  percent  of  all  homeless  veter¬ 
ans  are  African  American  or  Hispanic;  and 

WHEREAS:  One  recent  study.  Health  Care  for  Home¬ 
less  Veterans  Programs,  indicates  that  African  Americans 
are  over  four  times  more  likely  that  other  veteransto  be 
homeless;  and 

WHEREAS:  Afincan  Americans  have  been  more  like¬ 
ly  than  whites  to  be  over  diagnosed  with  psychosis  and 
under  diagnosed  with  affective,  or  anxiety  disorders;  to 
receive  inpatient  or  emergency  care  rather  than  sched¬ 
uled  outpatient  care;  to  be  involuntarily  committed;  to 
receive  excessive  medication,  especially  anti-psychotic 
medications;  to  be  place  in  seclusion  and  restraints;  to 
leave  treatment  against  medical  advice;  to  be  referred  to 
the  least  desirable  dispositions;  not  to  receive  substance 
abuse  treatment  when  treatment  is  needed;  and  to  be  in¬ 
carcerated  with  substance  abuse  problems;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Veterans  Administration  has  es¬ 
tablished  a  new  Secretariat-level,  15-member  Advisory 
Committee  on  Homeless  Veterans  and  Ralph  Cooper,  a 
long-time,  local  advocate  in  aiding  homeless  veterans,  is 
a  committee  membeJ;  and 

WHEREAS:  Black  Veterans  for  Social  Justice,  Inc.,  a 
non-profit,  community-based  organization  in  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  has  served  men  and  women  veterans,  their 
families  and  members  of  the  community  for  the  past  23 
years,  in  the  areas  of  social  readjustment,  housing,  em¬ 
ployment,  compensation,  disability,  substance  abuse, 
medical  treatment.  Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorder,  family 
intervention,  prison  counseling,  relocation  into  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  legal  advocacy;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Veterans  Benefit  Clearinghouse 
Inc.,  in  Boston  specifically  targets  the  homeless  veteran 
population  whose  demographics  are:  85  percent  African 
American,  10  percent  Caucasian,  and  5  percent  Hispanic. 
Services  available  to  program  participants  include  case 
management  and  counseling,  employment  training  and 
placement,  pre-vocational  training,  emergency  services 
-  food  pantry,  rental  assistance,  utilities  assistance,  hous¬ 
ing  (SRO)  and  housing  placement  (section  8)-  and  health 
education;  and 

WHEREAS:  Boston  City  Councillor  Charles  C.  Yanc¬ 
ey  sponsored  a  resolution  urging  the  National  Black  Cau¬ 
cus  of  Local  Elected  Officials  to  support  a  national  study 
to  determine  the  cause  of  homelessness  among  African 
American  veterms;  and 

WHEREAS:  THOUSANDS  and  thousands  of  soldiers 
who  risked  their  lives  for  our  country  will  wander  the 
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streets  for  food  and  sleep  in  the  gutters  tonight;  Therefore 
be  it 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  convenes  a  public  hearing  to  discus 
homelessness  among  African  American  veterans;and  Be 
it  Further 

ORDERED:  That  representatives  from  the  Veterans 
Administration,  the  Veterans  Benefit  Clearinghouse  Inc., 
Black  Veterans  for  Social  Justice,  the  New  England  Shel¬ 
ter  for  Homeless  Veterans,  the  City  of  Boston’s  Emer¬ 
gency  Shelter  Commission,  the  Boston  City  Council’s 
Committee  on  hunger  and  homelessness,  the  Homeless 
Empowerment  Project  and  the  general  public  be  invited 
to  participate.

WHEREAS:  87.1  percent  of  the  62  Boston  Police  De¬ 
partment  employees  earning  over  S 1 00,000  annually  are 
White;  9.7  percent  are  Black;  1.6  percent  are  Asian;  and 
1 .6  percent  are  Latino;  and 

WHEREAS:  100  percent  of  Boston’s  Police  captains, 
who  head  each  police  district,  are  White. 

WHEREAS:  Racial  disparities  in  the  City  of  Boston 
indicate  that  people  of  color  have  less  access  to  health 
care,  less  access  to  credit  and  capital,  higher  poverty 
rates,  poorer  educational  outcomes  and  higher  incarcera¬ 
tion  rates;  and 

WHEREAS:  Discrimination  in  employment  opportu¬ 
nities  in  the  City  of  Boston  limits  access  to  wealth  for 
many  people  of  color  and  resulting  in  the  lack  of  access 
to  goods,  services  and  opportunities  by  people  of  color  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS;  Disparities  in  employment,  which  is  evi¬ 
dent  in  every  department  in  the  City  of  Boston,  indicates 
that  Asians,  Latinos,  and  African  Americans  have  limited 
access  to  wealth;  and  Disparities  in  employment,  which 
is  evident  in  every  department  in  the  City  of  Boston,  in¬ 
dicates  that  Asians,  Latinos,  and  African  Americans  have 
limited  access  to  wealth;  and  Institutionalized  racism  has 
become  common  practice  in  the  City  of  Boston,  resulting 
in  race-based  barriers  to  gainful  employment  and  profes¬ 
sional  advancement  for  people  of  color;  Therefore  Be  It 

ORDERED;  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  holds  a  series  of  public  hearings 
to  examine  each  city  department  for  racial  disparities  in 
terms  of  numbers  of  employees  and  salaries  earned  by 
employees,  and  whether  or  not  certain  policies,  practices, 
or  structures  are  placing  Boston’s  non-white  racial  and 
ethnic  groups  at  a  disadvantage  in  relation  to  White  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  It  Further 

ORDERED;  That  Representatives  Irom  City  LifeNida 
Urban,  the  Urban  League  of  Eastern  Massachusetts,  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association,  the  Boston  Residents 
Jobs  Policy  Office,  the  City  of  Boston’s  Office  of  Civil 
Rights,  the  National  Center  for  Fair  &  Open  Testing,  the 
Boston  Society  ofVu  leans  of  Massachusetts,  the  National 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People,  The 
Vietnamese  American  Initiative  for  Development,  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Minority  Law  Enforcement 
Officers,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices’  Office  for  Civil  Rights  (Region  1),  and  members  of 
the  public  shall  be  invited  to  attend.

WU  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  Cable  television  first  became  available  in 
the  United  States  in  1 948,  with  subscription  services  be¬ 
ginning  in  the  following  year,  1 949;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Comcast  Corporation,  based  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  largest  cable  operator,  one 
of  the  biggest  mass  media,  home  Internet  service  provid¬ 
er,  and  third  largest  home  telephone  service  provider  in 
the  United  States,  providing  cable  television,  broadband 
Internet,  telephone  service  and  in  some  areas  home  secu¬ 
rity  (including  burglar  alarms,  surveillance  cameras,  fire 
alarm  systems  and  home  automation)  to  both  residential 
and  commercial  customers  in  40  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia;  and 

WHEREAS;  The  top  two  largest  cable  companies  by 
number  of  subscribers,  as  of  September  2012,  were  Com¬ 
cast  with  about  22  million  subscribers  and  Time  Warner 
Cable  with  12.3  million  subscribers  and 

WHEREAS:  Some  states,  such  as  Massachusetts,  reg¬ 
ulate  cable  television  on  a  comprehensive  basis  through 
a  state  commission  or  advisory  board  established  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  cable  television  regulation.  In  Alaska, 
Connecticut,  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Vermont,  the  agencies  are  state  public  utility  commis¬ 
sions.  In  other  areas  of  the  country,  cable  is  regulated  by 
local  governments  such  as  a  city  cable  commission,  city 
council,  town  council,  or  a  board  of  supervisors.  These 
regulatory  entities  are  called  local  franchising  authorities 
(LFA);  and 

WIJEREAS:  LFAs  may  review  any  increases  in  ba¬ 
sic  service  tier  rates  to  verify  that  they  accurately  reflect 
increases  in  the  cable  company’s  programming  or  other 
costs  that  cable  operators  are  allowed  to  pass  through  to 
customers;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Cable  Commu¬ 
nications  monitors  cable  television  franchises  with  both 
Comcast  and  RCN-BecoComm;  reports  and  mediates 
consumer  issues  regarding  cable  television  service,  per- 
fonnance,  rates,  and  construction;  funds  and  collaborates 
with  the  Boston  Community  Access  &  Programming 
Foundation,  (BNN-  TV)  which  programs  community  ac¬ 
cess  television  on  Comeast  Channels  9  &  23  and  RCN’s 
Channels  15  &  99;  and  certifies  eligible  telecommunica¬ 
tions  providers  to  do  business  with  the  city  of  Boston  un¬ 
der  the  city’s  Office  of  Telecommunieations  policy”  and 

WHEREAS:  The  rates  charged  for  basic  cable  service 
are  legally  regulated  by  the  LFAs.  The  rates  charged  for 
other  cable  programming  and  services,  such  as  expanded 
cable  channelpackages,  premium  movie  channels  and 
pay-per-view  sports  events  are  regulated  by  cable  TV  pro¬ 
viders;  Therefore  Be  It 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  holds  a  public  hearing  to  investigate 
current  cable  TV  rates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  It 
Further 

ORDERED:  That  representatives  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  the  Cable  Television  Division,  The 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Cable  Communications,  COMCAST, 
RCN,  and  members  of  the  public  shall  be  invited  to 
attend.

WHEREAS:  These  deaths,  according  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Transportation,  cost  our  society  more  than  $150 
billion  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  typical  cost  for  treating  a  victim  of  an 
automobile  accident  ranges  from  $6,000  to  $9,000;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  Police  Department,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  article  in  the  Boston  Herald,  is  studying  Boston’s 
deadliest  roads  to  come  up  with  a  method  for  reducing 
fatalities  and  personal  injuries  caused  by  automobile  ac¬ 
cidents  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS:  Twelve  fatal  car  accidents  occurred, 
2004,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  according  to  Sargent  Mat¬ 
thew  Whalen,  chief  crash  investigator  for  the  Boston  Po¬ 
lice  Department;  and 

WHEREAS:  Nearly  300  accidents  occurred  in  2004 
along  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  in  Mattapan,  Dorchester  and 
Roxbury,  according  to  Boston  police  statistics;  and 

WHEREAS:  Over  200  accidents  occurred  in  2004 
along  American  Legion  Highway  in  Dorchester,  Roxbury 
and  Roslindale,  according  to  Boston  police  statistics;  Be 
It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet¬ 
ing  assembled,  hold  a  hearing  to  determine  what  steps  are 
being  taken  to  identify  the  causes  and  potential  remedies 
for  reducing  automobile  accidents  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  Be  It  Further 

ORDERED:  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Po¬ 
lice  Department,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Transportation 
Department,  representatives  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Boston  Emergency  Medical  Services  and  the 
general  public  be  invited  to  attend  and  testify.

ORDER  REGARDING  INSTALLATION  OF  SPEED 
BUMPS  (DOCKET  NO.  0195) 

Councilors  YANCEY,  JACKSON,  LAMATTINA, 
MCCARTHY,  O’MALLEY  and  PRESSLEY  offered  the 
following: 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  pro¬ 
viding  the  safest  streets  possible  for  all  of  its  residents, 
especially  children  and  senior  citizens,  and 

WHEREAS:  many  residents  of  Boston  have  been  in¬ 
jured  or  killed  in  automotive  accidents  involving  pedes¬ 
trians,  and 

WHEREAS:  “speed  bumps”  have  the  effect  of  reduc¬ 
ing  the  speed  of  vehicles  where  they  are  used  in  heavily 
congested  areas,  thereby  reducing  1  he  probability  of  fatal 
accident,  and 

WHEREAS:  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  (BHA) 
houses  approximately  ten  percent  of  Boston’s  residents, 
and  a  significant  proportion  ofBHA  residents  are  children 
and  elderly,  and 

WHEREAS:  in  1998,  a  two-year  old  infant  was  killed 
in  an  automobile  accident  at  the  Gallivan  Housing  Devel¬ 
opment  where  the  residents  have  requested  speed  bumps 
as  a  strategy  to  reduce  the  likelihood  of  a  recurrence  of 
this  tragedy,  and 

WHEREAS:  in  August  of  this  year  Paris  Booker,  a 
promising  scholar  and  athlete,  was  killed  on  Topliff  Street 
in  Dorchester  when  a  speeding  vehicle  struck  him  while 
he  was  bicycling,  and 

WHEREAS:  speed  bumps  have  been  installed  on  some 
private  rights  of  way,  private  housing  developments,  in 
some  BHA  developments  as  well  as  certain  public  streets 
in  Boston,  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  convene  hearings  to  determine  the 


feasibility  of  installing  permanent  or  temporary  speed 
bumps  on  certain  ptblic  and  private  streets  to  help  reduce 
the  speed  of  vehicles  in  congested  areas.  And  Be  It  Fur¬ 
ther 

ORDERED:  That  the  heads  of  Transportation  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  Emergency  Medical 
Services,  Police,  Fire  and  Public  Works  Departments  be 
invited  to  testify. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  City,  Neighborhood 
Services  and  Veterans  Affairs. 


ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  INVESTIGATE  MEANS 
OF  PROTECflNG  RESIDENTS  FROM  SIM 
CARD  FRAUD  (DOCKET  NO.  0196) 

Councilors  YANCEY  and  MURPHY  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

WHEREAS:  The  first  Subscriber  Identity  Module 
(SIM)  card  was  developed  in  1991;  and 

WHEREAS:  SIM  cards  contain  subscriber  informa¬ 
tion,  authentication  infonnation,  text  messages  and  phone 
book  contacts;  and 

WHEREAS:  SIM  card  fraud  has  led  authorities  in  sev¬ 
eral  nations  to  implement  consumer  protection  measures 
that  require  buyers  to  have  valid  identification,  such  as  a 
licenses  or  a  voter  registration  cards,  when  registering  for 
a  mobile  phone;  And 

WHEREAS:  Legislation  in  South  Africa  that  went  into 
effect  on  July  1 ,  2009  required  operators  who  buy  prepay 
SIM  cards  to  register  their  identities,  physical  addresses 
and  cellular  phone  numbers  with  retailers.  Existing  cus¬ 
tomers,  at  the  time,  were  given  1 8  months  to  register  pre¬ 
paid  and  contract  SIM  cards  or  their  SIM  cards  would  be 
deactivated;  and 

WHEREAS:  Owners  of  stolen  cell  phones  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  all  calls  made  up  until  the  phones  have  been  re¬ 
ported  stolen;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a 
public  hearing  to  investigate  means  of  protecting  consum¬ 
ers  from  SIM:  card  fraud;  Be  It  Further 

ORDERED:  That  members  of  the  cellular  phone  in¬ 
dustry  (Sprint,  T-mobile,  AT&T,  and  Verizon  Wireless), 
Boston  Police  Department,  and  general  public  be  invited 
to  testify  about  whether  or  not  SIM  card  legislation  can 
protect  residents  from  SIM  card  fraud.

WHEREAS:  Cell  phones  have  revolutionized  how 
residents  in  the  City  of  Boston  live  their  lives;  lines  of 
communication  have  increased,  both  personal  and  busi¬ 
ness  information  flows  more  smoothly,  parents  are  better 
able  to  keep  track  of  their  children  and  children  are  safer

WHEREAS:  Cell  phones  require  a  certain  proximity  to 
a  tower  for  their  signals  to  be  at  their  strongest  and  heavily 
populated,  dense  cities  require  a  certain  number  of  towers 
in  order  for  cell  service  to  be  at  its  best;  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  Public  Improvement  Commission  is 
charged  with  regulating  “how  telecom  and  utility  com¬ 
panies  access  and  occupy  the  underground  and  above 
ground  cable  networks”;  this  process  involves  ensuring 
public  input  on  how  and  where  cell  phone  towers  will  be 
installed.  Cell  phone  companies  are  frequently  called  be¬ 
fore  the  neighborhood  to  explain  and  discuss  their  work; 
and, 

WHEREAS:  There  are  certain  proposed  and  present 
cell  phone  towers  that  did  not  appear  to  have  the  necessary 
public  process;  history  has  shown  repeatedly  that  involv¬ 
ing  communities  in  public  processes  allows  neighborhood 
improvements  to  honestly  reflect  the  needs  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  while  placing  cell  phone  towers  without  community 
input  is  both  disrespectftil  and  counterproductive  in  terms 
of  creating  positive  business-resident  relationships;  and, 
WHEREAS:  Especially  when  the  health  effects  of  cell 
phone  and  their  towers  are  as  yet  unknown,  community 
education  and  awareness  is  key  in  this  issue.  Complaints 
have  been  received  about  towers  in  some  neighborhoods, 
and  since  the  community  involvement  process  can  always 
be  improved  upon;  NOW, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a  hearing  to 
examine  what  public  processes  have  taken  place  with  re¬ 
gards  to  cell  phone  tower  and  how  those  processes  might 
be  improved.  Representatives  from  the  Public  Improve¬ 
ment  Commission,  the  Metro  Boston  Micro  Cell  Project 
and  other  interested  parties  shall  be  invited  to  attend.

WHEREAS:  Reverend  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  was 
born  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  on  January  15,  1929  and  this 
year  will  be  the  85th  anniversary  of  his  birth;  and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  received  his  bachelor  of  arts  de¬ 
gree  in  sociology  from  Morehouse  College  in  1948  and 
he  received  his  bachelor  of  divinity  degree  from  Crozer 
Theological  Seminary  in  Upland,  Pennsylvania  in  1951; 
and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King,  who  served  as  a  member  of 
Twelfth  Baptist  Church  in  Roxbury,  received  a  Doctorate 
in  Systematic  Theology  from  Boston  University  in  1955; 
and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  met  Coretta  Scott  at  the  Twelfth 
Baptist  Church  in  Roxbury  and  manied  her  on  June  18, 
1953;  and 


WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  fought  for  housing,  education, 
and  employment  in  Boston  for  all  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  fought  against  discriminatory 
practices  in  Boston  and  throughout  the  United  States  of 
America;  and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  presided  over  the  historic  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Alabama  bus  boycott,  which  resulted  in  the  his¬ 
toric  desegregation  of  Montgomery  buses  in  1956;  and 

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  and  his  staff  organized  mass 
demonstrations  in  Birmingham,  Alabama  in  1963  that 
eventually  led  to  passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964;

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King  was  present  at  the  White  House 
while  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  signed  the  Public  Ac¬ 
commodation  and  Fair  Employment  sections  to  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964  on  July  2,  1964  in  Washington,  D.C.;

WHEREAS:  Dr.  King’s  life  was  tragically  cut  short  by 
an  assassin’s  bullet  while  he  stood  on  the  balcony  of  the 
Lorraine  Motel  on  April  4,  1968  in  Memphis,  Tennessee 
where  he  was  championing  the  cause  of  underprivileged 
workers.

ORDER  FOR  HEARING  REGARDING  VEHICULAR 
CARBON  MONOXIDE  POISONING  (DOCKET 
NO.  0201) 

Councilors  YANCEY  and  PRESSLEY  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

WHEREAS:  Carbon  monoxide  (CO)  is  a  by-product 
of  combustion  from  fuel  burning  appliances  that,  depend¬ 
ing  m  the  amount  of  gas  inhaled,  can  cause  nausea,  head¬ 
ache,  fatigue,  and  death.  But  CO  alarms  can  detect  the 
deadly  gas  and  alert  people  of  danger,  and 

WHEREAS:  Government  has  a  responsibility  to  pro¬ 
tect  its  citizens  who  may  not  understand  the  dangers  of 
cabon  monoxide  or  who  may  not  have  the  monetary  re¬ 
sources  available  for  purchasing  CO  detection  device~ 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  government  could  improve  the  public 
safety  of  its  citizens  by  requiring  the  use  of  CO  detection 
devices  in  automobiles.  Such  action  would  drastically  cut 
incidents  of  accidental  vehicular  CO  poisoning;  and 
WHEREAS:  Researchers  for  the  United  States’ 
National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  reported 
in  1991  that  deaths  caused  by  vehicular  CO  poisoning 
could  be  prevented  with  a  simpleCO  detector  costing  just 
$11.39  per  vehicle.  This  modification  could  eliminate 
nearly  60  percent  of  all  accidental  vehicular  CO  poison¬ 
ing  by  automatically  shutting  off  the  ignition  in  a  station¬ 
ary  automobile  or  automatically  opening  all  electric  win¬ 
dows  n  a  moving  vehicle;  and 

WHEREAS:  Such  modification;  however,  was  not  en¬ 
forced  and  consequently  1 6,000  people  died  of  vehicular 
CO  poisoning  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  between 
1991  and  2001;  and 

WHEREAS:  Several  people  died  of  vehicular  CO 
poisoning  in  New  England  during  the  blizzard  of  2013, 
including  two  people  in  Boston,  Massachusetts  and  two 
people  in  Meriden,  Connecticut;  and 

WHEREAS:  Carbon  monoxide  in  homes  and  auto¬ 
mobiles  is  the  leading  cause  of  accidental  poisoning  in 
the  country,  claiming  the  lives  of  1,500  people  in  the 
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US  annually  and  causing  approximately  40,000  visits 
to  emergency  rooms,  according  to  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  The  actual  numbers  of 
deaths  caused  by  CO  exposure;  however,  are  suspected 
to  be  much  higher  than  reported  because  low  levels  of 
atmospheric  carbon  monoxide  can  trigger  myocardial 
infarction  (heart  attack)  in  those  with  cardiac  problems; 
Therefore  Be  It 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  holds  a  public  hearing  to  investigate 
safety  measures  that  may  reduce  the  number  of  fatalities 
caused  by  vehicular  CO  poisoning  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  Be  It  Further 

OREDERED:  That  representatives  ofthe  United  States’ 
National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration,Boston 
Fire  Department,  Boston  Police  Department,  Boston 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission,  and  members  of  the  public  shall  be  invited 
to  attend.

WHEREAS:  Government  agencies  and  the  majority 
of  the  public  recognize  the  importance  of  recycling;  and 
WHEREAS:  Recycling  has  become  a  major  issue  as 
scientific  research  suggests  the  earth  is  being  depleted  too 
fast  to  sustain  a  healthy  balance;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston’s  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  provides  free  weekly  recycling  services  to  resi¬ 
dents  in  large  apartment  buildings  (more  than  six  units) 
and  condominiums;  and 

WHEREAS:  Large  Apartment  Buildings  in  the  City 
of  Boston  are  required  to  provide  Recycling  services  per 
City  Council  Ordinance  entitled:  Ordinance  Regarding 
Access  to  City  Recycling  Programs  for  Large  Residential 
Buildings,  which  went  into  effect  January  2003;  and 
WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  delivered  large 
wheeled  recycling  carts  to  Boston  residences  with  one  to 
six  units  between  June  2009  and  June  2010;  and 

WHEREAS:  Several  residents  who  reside  in  Boston 
Public  Housing  properties  have  expressed  concern  that 
they  have  been  excluded  from  the  City  of  Boston’s  Curb- 
side  Recycling  program;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  BHA  houses  approximately  10  per¬ 
cent  of  the  city’s  residents;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  appropriate  committee  ofthe 
Boston  City  Council  convenes  a  hearing  to  review  policy 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  regarding  recycling  by 
city  residents  residing  on  BHA  properties;  And  Be  It  Fur¬

ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  INVESTIGATE  SAFE¬ 
TY  STANDARDS  OF  FLOOR  SANDING  AND 
REFINISHING  TRADE  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
(DOCKET  NO.  0204) 

Councilors  YANCEY  and  WU  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  Two  Boston  workers  died  recently  from 
injuries  they  sustained  in  an  explosion  and  fire  while  re¬ 
finishing  a  stairwell  in  which  they  were  using  fast-drying, 
solvent-based  sealants  and  polyurethane;  and 

WHEREAS:  Many  solvent-based  products  used  in  the 
installation  and  finishing  of  hardwood  floors  are  often 
highly  flammable  and/or  combustible  and  pose  significant 
risks  of  fires  and  explosions;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  use  of  these  products  in  enclosed  and 
poorly  ventilated  areas  may  cause  a  significant  build-up 
of  vapors,  to  a  point  where  sparks  or  open  flames  can  ig¬ 
nite  the  vapors,  causing  fires  or  explosions;  and 

WHEREAS:  Solvents  in  lacquer,  which  are  heavier 
than  air  and  which  sink  to  the  floor,  can  even  be  ignited 
by  a  spark  from  a  fan  motor  being  used  to  blow  the  deadly 
flames  outside;  and 

WHEREAS:  Some  workers  in  the  floor  sanding  and 
refinishing  trade  may  be  untrained  about  the  hazards  of 
using  these  highly-flammable  products  without  adequate 
ventilation  within  the  same  vicinity  as  potential  ignition 
sources  such  as  cigarettes,  gas  pilots,  or  electrical  circuit 
breakers;  and 

WHEREAS:  Prolonged  and  repeated  exposure  to  high 
levels  of  these  vapors  may  produce  both  acute  and  chronic 
adverse  health  effects,  and  sufficient  absorption  of  these 
products  through  the  skin  cOlild  lead  to  adverse  systemic 
health  effects;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  provision  of  adequate  product-spe¬ 
cific  training  for  the  use  of  solvent-based  products,  the 
use  of  respirators,  the  use  of  less  flammable  or  non-flam¬ 
mable  and  non-combustible  products  and  the  use  of  less 
toxic  products  could  prevent  both  short-term  and  long¬ 
term  adverse  effects  in  workers;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  floor  sanding  and  refinishing  trade, 
according  to  media  accounts,  is  unregulated  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  which  is  host  to  nearly  150  registered  floor  re- 
finishing  businesses;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDER.ED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  pub¬ 
lic  hearing  to  determine  if  Boston  should  take  measures  to 
regulate  the  floor  sanding  and  refinishing  trade  to  prevent 
further  injuries  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  it  Further 
ORDERED:  That  representatives  of  the  floor  sand¬ 
ing  and  refinishing  industry,  Viet-AID  in  Dorchester, 
the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission,  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  the  state  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety, 
federal  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Administration, 
and  the  general  public  be  invited  to  attend  and  testify  at 
this  hearing.

WHEREAS:  Healing  Our  Land  is  a  nonprofit,  faith- 
based  organization  in  Dorchester  to  facilitate  a  collective 
response  to  the  issue  of  HIV/AIDS  as  it  disproportionate¬ 
ly  affects  communities  of  color  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Several  cities,  including  Baltimore,  Houston,  New 
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York  City;  Alameda  County  in  California,  and  the  State  of 
Alabama  have  declared  States  of  Emergencies  with  plans 
of  actions  and  recommendations  to  respond  in  commu¬ 
nities  of  color  with  respect  to  the  HIV/AIDS  Epiderhic; 
and  Healing  Our  Land  is  recommending  that  cities  ex¬ 
pand  discussion  of  HIV  prevention  on  an  ongoing  basis, 
among  local  elected  officials  and  the  community  at  large 
on  the  importance  of  HIV  prevention  and  intervention 
initiatives;  and 

WHEREAS:  Healing  Our  Land’s  recommendations 
include  increased  resources  to  provide  culturally  and  lin¬ 
guistically  sensitive  prevention  services  for  at-risk  and 
HIV-infected  persons,  and  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of 
these  prevention  services;  and 

WHEREAS:  Recommendations  also  require  cities’ 
health  departments  to  fund  prevention  activities  that  spe¬ 
cifically  target  HIV  negative  at-risk  populations,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  funding  activities  to  reduce  secondary  infection; 
and 

WHEREAS:  Healing  Our  Land  also  urges  cities  to 
provide  funding  for  the  integration  of  HIV  prevention 
education  in  primary  care  settings  as  well  as  in  grades 
K-12;  employing  programs  that  are  age-appropriate  and 
culturally  and  linguistically  sensitive;  and 

WHEREAS:  Recommendations  require  city  health  de¬ 
partments,  medical  providers  and  institutions  to  become 
more  effective  in  identifying  HIV-infected  individuals, 
enrolling  them  in  care,  and  integrating  prevention  educa¬ 
tion  as  part  of  their  ongoing  care  and  expand  access  to 
health  screening  services  that  will  promote  early  diagno¬ 
sis  and  entry  into  care  for  HIV  infection;  and 

WHEREAS:  African  Americans  make  up  1 3  percent  of 
the  U.S.  population  but  they  make  up  70  percent  of  those 
infected,  according  to  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  states  Afncan  American  women  in  Massachusetts 
have  the  fastest  growing  infection  rates,  being  39  times 
more  likely  (and  Latino  women  19  times  more  likely)  to 
become  infected;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  declare  a  State  of  Emergency  with  a  plan  of 
action  with  respect  to  the  HIV/AIDS  Epidemic  in  Com¬ 
munities  in  Color  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  Be  it  Further 
ORDERED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  discusses  implementation  of  the  recommen¬ 
dations  such  as  faith-based  counseling  and  a  testing  pilot 
with  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  and  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Health;  Be  It  Further 
That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  assembled, 
also  discusses  implementation  of  the  Boston  Area  Cli¬ 
ent  Assistance  and  Referral  System,  a  commission  with 
comprehensive  representation  and  a  line  item  in  the  City 
budget  for  coalition  initiatives.

ORDER  FOR  HEARING  TO  DISCUSS  RESOURCES 
AND  SERVICES  AVAILABLE  TO  INDIVIDUALS 
WITH  SICKLE  CELL  DISEASE  (DOCKET  NO. 
0206) 

Councilors  YANCEY,  PRESSLEY  and  JACKSON  of¬ 
fered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  Sickle  cell  disease  is  an  inherited  disor¬ 
der  that  affects  hemoglobin,  the  molecule  in  red  blood 
cells  that  delivers  oxygen  to  cells  throughout  the  body. 
Signs  and  symptoms  of  sickle  cell  disease  usually  begin 
in  early  childhood.  Characteristic  features  of  sickle  cell 
disease  include  anemia,  repeated  infections  and  periodic 
episodes  of  pain;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  (CDC),  sickle  cell  disease  affects 
millions  of  people  throughout  the  world  and  is  the  most 
common  inherited  blood  disorder  in  the  United  States. 
The  CDC  estimates  that  sickle  cell  disease  affects  90,000 


to  100,000  Americans  and  occurs  in  about  1  out  of  every 
500  African-American  births  and  1  out  of  every  36,000 
Hispanic-American  births;  and 

WHEREAS,  Sickle  cell  disease  is  a  major  public 
health  concern  as  the  life  expectancy  of  persons  with 
sickle  cell  disease  is  reduced  because  patients  suffer  pro¬ 
gressive  tissue  and  organ  damage  and  are  prone  to  bacte¬ 
rial  infections;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  United  States,  babies  are  screened 
for  sickle  cell  disease  at  birth  allowing  for  early  treat¬ 
ment;  however,  significant  gaps  remain  in  continuing  care 
for  children  and  adults  affected  by  the  disease;  and 
WHEREAS,  Many  area  hospitals  offer  programs  and 
treatment  protocols  for  patients  affected  by  sickle  cell 
disease,  including  Brigham  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Bos¬ 
ton  Medical  Center,  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Center  and  Tufts 
Medical  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  imperative  that  the  City  of  Boston 
ensure  that  sickle  cell  patients  receive  services  and  treat¬ 
ments  from  birth  to  adulthood  including  preventive  care, 
education,  ongoing  counseling  programs  and  access  to 
communication  networks  to  improve  the  quality  of  life 
for  sickle  cell  patients;  NOW 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  appropri¬ 
ate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a  hearing 
to  examine  the  resources  and  services  that  are  available 
to  individuals  suffering  from  sickle  cell  disease.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission, 
the  state  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Boston  Public 
School  Department,  Brigham  and  Women’s  Clinic-The 
Joint  Center  for  Sickle  Cell  and  Thelassemic  Disorders, 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Children’s  Hospital, 
Boston  Medical  Center  and  the  Greater  Boston  Sickle 
Cell  Disease  Association  and  other  interested  patties  shall 
be  invited  to  attend.

WHEREAS:  The  research  has  demonstrated  that  al¬ 
though  some  children  may  internalize  problems  and  be¬ 
come  anxious,  fearful  or  withdrawn,  others  may  exter¬ 
nalize  problems  and  learn  to  use  violence  to  attain  their 
wishes,  or  to  identify  with  the  aggressor,  as  a  way  to  solve 
interpersonal  conflict  with  the  adult  world  or  with  their 
peers;  And 

WHEREAS:  Community  violence  is  recognized  as  a 
public  health  issue,  especially  among  the  young;  Be  It 
Therefore 

ORDERED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a 
hearing  to  discuss  social  services  available  to  victims  of

WHEREAS:  During  the  regular  business  hours  that  the 
City  Council  is  not  is  session  and  no  hearing  is  occurring,

WHEREAS:  Defibrillation  is  most  successful  when 
administered  within  four  minutes  of  the  onset  of  cardiac 
arrest;  and 

WHEREAS;  AEDs  are  increasingly  available  in  such 
public  places  as  airports,  libraries,  shopping  malls,  movie 
theatres,  and  community  centers;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston,  in  conjunction  with 
the  American  Red  Cross,  can  provide  the  Boston  Police 
with  defibrillator  training  courses  regarding  CPR  proto¬ 
cols  and  the  use  of  AEDs;  and 

WHEREAS:  National  statistics  show  300,000  Ameri¬ 
cans  die  of  sudden  cardiac  arrest  every  year,  but  that 
50,000  of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented  if  an  AED  is 
available;  Be  It  Therefore 

ORDERED:  The  Boston  City  Council  holds  a  public 
hearing  to  deliberate  the  prospect  of  mandating  place¬ 
ment  of  functioning  Automated  External  Defibrillators  in 


public  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston.

WHEREAS:  Corporate  landlords  and  investors  have  a 
great  interest  in  making  tremendous  profit  from  buying 
bank-owned  housing  stock  and  being  absentee  owners;

WHEREAS:  In  effect,  these  absentee  owners-such  as 
City  Realty  -  who  are  disconnected  firom  the  community, 
force  neighboring  long-term  homeowners  out  of  their 
homes,  raise  rent  prices  to  unreasonable  amounts,  and 
ignore  their  duty  to  repair  uninhabitable  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS:  More  than  half  of  Boston  residents  who 
are  able  to  obtain  housing  are  rent-burdened,  paying  more 
than  30%  of  their  household  gross  income  on  housing 
and,  thus,  sacrificing  healthcare,  healthy  food,  and  trans¬ 
portation  to  make  ends  meet;  and 

WHEREAS:  For  those  residents  who  are  unable  to  af¬ 
ford  housing,  they  become  part  of  the  thousands  of  home¬ 
less  people  seeking  one  of  a  limited  number  of  subsidized 
housing  units,  beds  in  homeless  shelters,  and  space  on  the 
streets  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS:  Both  the  middle  class  and  the  most  vul¬ 
nerable  Boston  residents,  particularly  the  elderly,  dis¬ 
abled,  and  low-income  families,  sutler  from  being  unable

WHEREAS:  The  increased  demand  for  subsidized 
housing,  homeless  shelters,  and  no-fault  eviction  court

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  has  one  of  the  highest 
costs  of  living  of  any  city  in  the  country,  as  well  as  one  of 
the  most  expensive  real  estate  markets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  long-term  homeowners  can  see  their 
property  tax  bills  increase,  making  it  difficult  for  some 
of  them  to  continue  to  afford  to  stay  in  their  home;  and, 
THEREFORE  BE  IT 

ORDERED,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order 
be;  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  1  of  Section  8 
of  Article  II,  as  amended,  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form,  only: 

PETITION  FOR  A  SPECIAL  LAW  RE: 

AN  ACT  CONCERNING  LONG-TERM 
HOMEOWNERS 

SECTION  1 .  Notwithstanding  section  5  of  chapter  59 
of  the  General  Laws  or  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  the  assessing  department  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  implement  a  tax  deferral  program  for  long-term  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  The  assessing  department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  defer  the  real  estate  property  tax  payment, 
to  an  amount  determined  as  hereinafter  provided,  of  a  per¬ 
son  who  is  55  years  of  age  or  older  as  of  July  1  of  the  tax 
year;  or  of  a  person  who  owns  the  same  jointly  with  his 
or  her  spouse,  either  of  whom  is  55  years  of  age  or  over; 
or  of  a  person  who  owns  the  same  jointly  or  as  a  tenant 
in  common  with  a  person  not  his  or  her  spouse,  either 
of  whom  is  55  years  of  age  or  over;  provided,  that  such 
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person  has  been  domiciled  in  the  commonwealth  for  the 
preceding  10  years;  and:  (1)  has  so  owned  and  occupied 
the  same  real  property  as  his  or  her  domicile  for  1 0  con¬ 
secutive  years;  or  (2)  is  a  surviving  spouse  who  inherits 
such  real  property  and  has  occupied  such  real  property 
in  the  commonwealth  as  his  or  her  domicile  for  1 0  con¬ 
secutive  years  and  who  otherwise  qualifies  under  this  act; 
provided,  however,  that  said  surviving  spouse  and  his  or 
her  current  spouse,  if  married,  had  during  the  preceding 
year  gross  receipts  from  all  sources  not  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  income  determined  by  the  commissioner  of 
revenue  for  the  purposes  of  subsection  (k)  of  section  6 
of  Chapter  62,  for  a  single  person  who  is  not  a  head  of 
household. 

(b)  To  qualify  for  a  tax  deferral  under  this  act  the  real 
estate  tax  due  on  the  property  for  which  the  deferral  is 
sought,  as  reduced  by  abatements  and  exemptions,  if  any, 
for  the  year  in  question  shall  have  increased  by  at  least 
10  per  cent  over  the  prior  year’s  real  estate  tax  due,  as 
reduced  by  abatements  and  exemptions,  if  any. 

(c)  An  individual  with  an  income  that  exceeds  the 
amount  determined  under  subsection  (k)  of  section  6  of 
chapter  62  shall  not  be  eligible  for  a  tax  deferral  under 
this  act. 

(d)  In  determining  the  total  period  ownership  of  an  ap¬ 
plicant  for  deferral  under  this  act,  the  time  during  which 
the  same  property  was  owned  by  a  husband  or  wife  indi¬ 
vidually  shall  be  added  to  the  period  during  which  such 
property  was  owned  by  said  husband  and  wife  jointly. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  Any  person  eligible  for  the  tax  defer¬ 
ral  program  authorized  by  this  act  may,  within  3  months 
after  the  date  on  which  the  bill  or  notice  of  assessment 
was  sent  or  by  April  1  of  the  tax  year,  whichever  is  later, 
apply  to  the  board  of  assessors  of  the  city  of  Boston  for 
a  deferral  of  all  or  part  of  such  real  property  from  taxa¬ 
tion  during  such  year;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case 
of  real  estate  owned  by  a  person  jointly  or  as  a  tenant  in 
common  with  a  person  not  his  or  her  spouse,  the  deferral 
shall  not  exceed  that  proportion  of  total  valuation  which 
the  amount  of  his  or  her  interest  in  such  property  bears 
to  the  whole  tax  due.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  grant 
such  deferral;  provided,  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
real  property  have  entered  into  a  tax  deferral  and  recovery 
agreement  with  said  board  of  assessors  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  The  tax  deferral  and  recovery  agreement 
shall  provide: 

(1)  that  no  sale  or  transfer  of  such  real  property  may 
be  consummated  unless  the  taxes  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  assessed  on  the  exempt  portion  of  the  real 
property  have  been  paid,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per 
cent  per  annum,  or  such  lesser  or  higher  rate  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  legislative  body  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
subject  to  its  charter,  no  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  to  which  the  tax  relates; 

(2)  that  the  total  amount  of  such  taxes  due,  plus  inter¬ 
est,  for  the  current  and  prior  years  does,  not  exceed  50  per 
cent  of  the  owner’s  proportional  share  of  the  full  and  fair 
cash  value  of  such  real  property; 

(3)  that  upon  the  demise  of  the  owner  of  such  real 
property,  the  heirs-at-Iaw,  assignees  or  devisees  shall 
have  first  priority  to  said  real  property  by  paying  in  full 
the  total  taxes  which  would  otherwise  have  been  due,  plus 
interest;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  heir-at-law,  as¬ 
signee  or  devisee  is  a  surviving  spouse  who  enters  into  a 
tax  deferral  and  recovery  agreement  under  this  act,  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  taxes  and  interest  due  shall  not  be  required 
during  the  life  of  such  surviving  spouse.  Any  additional 
taxes  deferred,  plus  interest,  on  said  real  property  under 
a  tax  deferral  and  recovery  agreement  signed  by  a  sur¬ 
viving  spouse  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes  and  interest 
which  would  otherwise  have  been  due,  and  the  payment 
of  which  has  ~n  postponed  during  the  life  of  such  surviv¬ 


ing  spouse,  in  determining  the  50  per  cent  requirement  of 
subparagraph  (2); 

(4)  that  if  the  taxes  due,  plus  interest,  are  not  paid  by 
the  heir-at-law,  assignee  or  devisee  or  if  payment  is  not 
postponed  during  the  life  of  a  surviving  spouse,  such 
taxes  and  interest  shall  be  recovered  from  the  estate  of 
the  owner;  and 

(5)  that  any  joint  owner  or  mortgagee  holding  a  mort¬ 
gage  on  such  property  has  given  written  prior  approval 
for  such  agreement,  which  shall  be  made  a  part  of  such 
agreement. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  each  tax  deferral  and  recovery  agree¬ 
ment  entered  into  between  the  board  of  assessors  of  the 
city  of  Boston  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  prop¬ 
erty,  said  board  of  assessors  shall  forthwith  cause  to  be 
recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  of  the  county  or  district 
in  which  the  city  or  town  is  situated  a  statement  of  their 
action  which  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  land  covered 
by  such  agreement  for  such  taXes  as  have  been  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  plus  interest  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided.  A  lien  filed  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be 
subsequent  to  any  liens  securing  a  reverse  mortgage,  ex¬ 
cepting  shared  appreciation  instruments.  The  statement 
shall  name  the  owner  or  owners  and  shall  include  a  de¬ 
scription  of  the  land  adequate  for  identification.  Unless 
such  it  statement  is  recorded  the  lien  shall  not  be  effective 
with  respect  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser  or  other  transferee 
without  actual  knowledge  of  such  lien.  The  filing  fee  for 
such  statement  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  and 
shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  taxes  due_ 

(c)  In  addition  to  the  remedies  provided  by  this  act, 
the  recorded  statement  of  the  assessors  provided  for  in 
this  clause  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  valid 
taking  for  nonpayment  of  taxes  pursuant  to  section  53  of 
chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws,  provided  that: 

(1)  interest  shall  accrue  at  the  rate  provided  in  this  act 
until  the  conveyance  of  the  property  or  the  death  of  the 
person  whose  taxes  have  been  deferred,  after  which  time 
interest  shall  accrue  at  the  rate  provided  in  section  62  of 
said  chapter  60; 

(2)  no  assignment  of  the  City  of  Boston’s  interest  under 
this  clause  may  be  made  pursuant  to  section  52  of  said 
chapter  60;  and 

(3)  no  petition  under  section  65  of  chapter  60  to  fore¬ 
close  the  lien  may  be  filed  before  the  expiration  of  6 
months  from  the  conveyance  of  the  property  or  the  death 
of  the  person  whose  taxes  have  been  deferred. 

SECTION  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1,  2015. 

SECTION  5.  The  authority  to  grant  a  deferral  under 
this  act  shall  expire  on  June  30,  2017  unless  extended  by 
a  vote  of  the  City  of  Boston  City  Council  and  approval 
of  the  Mayor.

STORE  BOSTON’S  GOVERNMENTALLY-IN- 
VOLVED  HOUSING  PROTECTION  (DOCKET 
NO.  0229) 

Councilors  FLAHERTY,  MURPHY,  O’MALLEY,  CI- 
OMMO,  LAMATTINA,  PRESSLEY,  WU,  YANCEY  and 
LINEHAN  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  Boston  is  facing  a  housing  crisis  and  it  is 
incumbent  that  the  City  preserves  its  affording  housing 
market. 

WHEREAS,  There  are  30,435  privately  owned,  subsi¬ 
dized  apartments  in  Boston  and  close  to  2,000  have  been 
converted  to  high  market  rents. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Mayor’s  “Housing  a 
Changing  City”,  607  apartments  fall  under  the  Common¬ 


wealth’s  Chapter  1 3  A  regulations  and  are  considered  to  be 
a  priority  for  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Mayor’s  “Housing  a 
Changing  City”  report,  3,038  apartments  are  considered 
to  be  at  elevated  risk  for  conversion  into  market-rate 
housing  within  the  next  ten  years. 

WHEREAS,  A  significant  number  of  these  units  are  in 
some  of  the  City’s  highest-priced  neighborhoods  where 
the  financial  incentives  for  developers  to  convert  to  mar¬ 
ket-rate  are  high.  THEREFORE  BE  IT 

ORDERED,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  bill  for  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  1  of  Section  8  of 
Article  II,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows, 
except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: 

PETITION  FOR  A  SPECIAL  LAW  RE: 

SECTION  1.  Whereas,  a  serious  public  emergency 
exists  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  citizens  in  Boston 
residing  in  govemmentally-involved  housing,  inasmuch 
as  there  is  a  threat  that  many  low-income  individuals  and 
families  residing  in  such  housing,  particularly  those  el¬ 
derly  and  disabled,  may  be  threatened  with  displacement 
as  a  result  of  prepayment  of  mortgage  financing,  loss  of 
use  restrictions,  expiring  subsidy  contracts,  and  expected 
increases  in  rent,  and  there  is  a  threat  that  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  stock  will  be  lost  due  to  expiration  of  use  restrictions 
and  subsidy  contracts  and  such  pre-payment,  further  ex¬ 
acerbating  an  extreme  housing  shortage  within  the  city 
for  low-income  families  and  voters,  and  whereas,  in  ap¬ 
proving  Chapter  40  P  of  the  General  Laws,  the  voters  did 
not  exempt  such  housing  from  protection  or  regulation 
and  whereas  it  is  the  city’s  policy  to  encourage  owners 
of  this  govemmentally-involved  housing  to  accept  incen¬ 
tives  to  keep  such  housing  affordable  and  avert  displace¬ 
ment,  that  such  emergency  should  be  met  by  the  city  of 
Boston  immediately;  therefore,  this  act  is  declared  to  be 
in  the  public  interest. 

SECTION  2.  (A)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  including, 
without  limitation,  the  provisions  of  chapter  forty  P  of 
the  General  Laws  and  chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  ninety-four,  for  so  long  as  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Boston  shall  determine  that  the  circumstances  de¬ 
scribed  in  section  one  hereof  continue  to  exist,  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  by  ordinance  regulate  the  rent  for  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  govemmentallyinvolved  or  formerly 
govemmentally-involved  housing  to  the  extent  such  regu¬ 
lation  is  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  by  section  six 
of  chapter  708  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  as  amended,  once  the  basis  for  federal  or  state  rent 
regulation  or  preemption  no  longer  exists.  For  purposes 
of  this  act,  “govemmentally-involved  housing”  is  defined 
as  housing  units  which  the  United  States,  the  Common¬ 
wealth  or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof  (i) 
insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or  owns,  operates,  finances, 
or  subsidizes  such  housing  units,  and  (ii)  regulates  the  in¬ 
dividual  rents  thereof,  including  without  limitation  hous¬ 
ing  units  constructed  or  rehabilitated  pursuant  to  Section 
202  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1959,  as  amended  (12  U.S.C. 
§  1701q),  Sections  221  (d)  and  236  of  the  National  Hous¬ 
ing  Act,  as  amended  (12  U.S.C.  §  §  17151(d)  or  1715z-l), 
Section  81 1  of  the  Cranston-Gonzalez  National  Afford¬ 
able  Housing  Act,  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  §  8013),  or 
Section  13A  of  chapter  708  of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-six,  added  by  Section  10  of  chapter  855 
of  the  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy,  as  amended 
(M.G.L.  c.  23 A  App.  §1-13A),  or  housing  units  financed 
or  subsidized  pursuant  to  project-based  programs  for 
low-income  persons  under  Section  8  of  the  United  States 
Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  §  1437f), 
or  the  project-based  Massachusetts  Rental  Voucher  Pro¬ 
gram,  so-called  (see  line  item  7004-9004  of  Section  2  of 
chapter  159  ofthe  Acts  of  two  thousand,  as  well  as  760 
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C.M.R.  Part  49.00),  or  housing  units  with  mortgage  insur¬ 
ance  under  Sections  207  or  220  of  the  National  Housing 
Act,  as  amended,  and  subject  to  a  rent  regulatory  agree¬ 
ment  or  other  controls  pursuant  to  applicable  law  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  but  not  including  the 
following: 

(1)  housing  units  owned  or  acquired  by  the  City  of 
Boston  through  tax  foreclosure; 

(2)  except  for  publicly  owned  dwelling  units  or  units 
which  are  financed  or  subsidized  with  project-based  Sec¬ 
tion  8,  housing  units  in  a  one-to-four  family  building  or 
structure  which  are  not  part  of  a  larger  housing  develop¬ 
ment,  whether  on  one  or  more  sites; 

(3)  structures  containing  housing  units  subsidized 
with  mobile  tenant-based  rental  assistance  that  would  not 
otherwise  come  within  the  definition  of  govemmentally 
involved  housing; 

(4)  public  housing  owned  or  operated  by  a  local  hous¬ 
ing  authority  under  chapter  121 B  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937  (42  U.S.C.  §  § 
1 4S7a  et  seq.),  or  any  successor  act  or  public  housing  pro¬ 
grams  formerly  assisted  under  the  United  States  Housing 
Act  of  1937; 

(5)  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insurance 
pursuant  to  sections  207  or  220  of  the  National  Hous¬ 
ing  Act  but  not  subject  to  a  rent  regulatory  agreement  or 
other  controls  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
as  well  as  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insur¬ 
ance  pursuant  to  section  608  of  the  National  Housing  Act, 
regardless  of  whether  there  was  a  rent  regulatory  agree¬ 
ment  or  other  controls  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  or  not; 

(6)  housing  units  which  received  mortgage  insurance 
pursuant  to  Section  221(d)  of  the  National  Housing  Act 
and  which  never  received  a  federal  or  state  subsidy  or  be¬ 
low  market  interest  rate  mortgage  subsidy;  and 

(7)  housing  units  where  the  sole  government  involve¬ 
ment  is  the  owner’s  participation  in  federal,  state,  or  mu¬ 
nicipal  funded  programs  for  home  repairs,  energy  conser¬ 
vation,  or  lead  paint  abatement. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  “formerly  govemmental- 
ly-involved  housing”  is  defined  as  housing  which  was 
govemmentally-involved  housing  as  of  July  1,  1994,  or 
which  becomes  govemmentally  involved  housing  after 
July  1 ,  1 994,  but  which  then  no  longer  is  owned,  operated, 
financed,  subsidized,  mortgage-insured,  or  rent-regulated 
by  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  author¬ 
ity  created  under  the  laws  thereof,  provided  that  “for¬ 
merly  govemmentally  involved  housing”  shall  include 
any  housing  receiving  subsidy  under  Section  8(t)  of  the 
United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937  (42  U.S.C.  §  1437f(t)). 

For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  “low-income”  is  defined  as 
annual  household  income  which  is  eighty  per  cent  or  less 
of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as  determined  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel¬ 
opment,  with  adjustments  for  smaller  and  larger  families. 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  by  ordinance  create  an  of¬ 
ficial  body  designated  by  the  Mayor  to  establish  as  the 
maximum  rent  for  the  govemmentally-involved  and  for¬ 
merly  govemmentally-involved  housing  units  the  rent  in 
effect  therefore  on  July  1,  1994,  or  six  months  before  the 
basis  federal  or  state  rent  regulation  or  preemption  lapsed, 
whichever  is  later,  adjusted  to  insure  such  rent  provides 
a  fair  net  operating  income  as  of  the  date  of  the  official 
body’s  decision,  provided,  however,  said  ordinance  shall 
authorize  the  official  body  to  make  individual  adjust¬ 
ments  in  such  maximum  rents  as  may  be  necessary  to  re¬ 
move  hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  the  official 
body  shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 


rents  for  such  housing  units  at  levels  which  will  yield 
to  owners  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  such  hous¬ 
ing  units.  In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for 
such  housing  units  yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  due 
consideration  shall  be  given  to,  among  other  relevant  fac¬ 
tors;  (1)  increases  in  property  taxes;  (2)  unavoidable  in¬ 
creases  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses;  (3)  major 
capital  improvement  of  the  housing  units,  distinguished 
Ifom  ordinary  repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance;  (4) 
increases  or  decreases  in  living  space,  services,  furniture, 
furnishings  or  equipment;  and  (5)  substantial  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  the  housing  units,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair,  replacement, 
or  maintenance. 

(B)  Such  ordinance  shall  provide  that  no  person  shall 
bring  an  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  govemmental¬ 
ly-involved  housing  unit,  or  of  a  formerly  govemmentally 
involved  housing  unit,  to  the  extent  that  such  regulation  is 
not  otherwise  preempted  by  federal  law  or  section  six  of 
chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six 
as  amended,  unless: 

(1)  The  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to  which  the 
owner  is  entitled; 

(2)  The  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or  covenant 
of  tenancy  not  inconsistent  with  Chapter  93  A  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  or  this  act  other  than  the  obligation  to  surrender 
possession  upon  proper  notice,  and  has  failed  to  cure  the 
violation  after  having  received  written  notice  thereof; 

(3)  The  tenant  is  causing,  committing,  or  permitting  a 
nuisance  in,  or  substantial  damage  to  the  housing  unit, 
or  is  creating  substantial  interference  with  the  comfort, 
safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  owner  or  other  occupants  ofthe 
same  or  any  adjacent  unit; 

(4)  The  tenant  has  used  or  permitted  use  of  a  housing 
unit  for  illegal  purposes; 

(5)  The  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental  agree¬ 
ment  which  has  terminated,  has  refused,  after  written 
requests  or  demand  by  the  owner,  to  execute  a  written 
extension  or  renewal  thereof  for  a  farther  term  of  like  du¬ 
ration  on  terms  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative  of  any 
provision  of  this  act; 

(6)  The  tenant  has  refused  the  owner  reasonable  access 
to  the  housing  unit  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  law,  or  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease  or 
law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  housing  unit  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(7)  The  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease  term  is  a 
subtenant  not  approved  by  the  owner;  or 

(8)  The  owner  seeks  to  recover  possession  for  any  other 
just  cause  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  purposes 
of  this  act  or  chapter  93A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  ad¬ 
ditional  restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover  possession  of 
such  housing  units. 

(C)  Such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that  no  person 
shall  remove  any  govemmentally-involved  or  formally 
govemmentally-involved  housing  accommodation  from 
low-income  rental  housing  use  (including  but  not  limited 
to  sale,  lease,  or  other  disposition  of  the  property  which 
may  have  such  an  effect),  or  convert  such  property  to  a 
condominium  or  cooperative,  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  for  that  purpose  from  the  official  body,  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  that  such  provision  is  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or 
section  six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  as  amended.  Such  permit  may  be  subject  to 
terms  and  conditions  not  inconsistent  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  including,  without  limitation. 
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(a)  incentives  to  continue  in  effect  the  low-income  restric¬ 
tions  previously  in  place  for  the  property  and  (b)  where 
sale,  lease,  or  disposition  of  the  property  may  result  in 
the  loss  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  property  for  low^income 
rental  housing  use,  the  right  of  an  incorporated  tenants  as¬ 
sociation  in  such  housing,  the  city  of  Boston,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  non-profit  community  development 
corporations,  or  other  equivalent  bona  fide  non-profit 
organizations  to  negotiate  for,  acquire  and  operate  such 
property  on  substantially  equivalent  terms  and  conditions 
as  offered  or  available  to  a  bona  fide  third-party  purchaser. 

(D)  To  the  extent  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  sec¬ 
tion  six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six  as  amended,  such  ordinance  shall  require  that 
owners  of  governmentally-involved  housing,  or  formerly 
govemmentally  involved  housing,  affirmatively  seek  out 
and  accept  any  prospective  governmental  housing  re¬ 
sources,  whether  tenant-based  or  project-based,  which 
maximize  affordability  of  the  housing  units  consistent 
with  the  income  character  of  the  property  arid  the  owner  a 
right  to  obtain  a  fair  net  operating  income  for  the  housing 
units,  provided  that  the  City  shall  assist  owners  by  identi¬ 
fying  such  governmental  housing  resources. 

(E)  To  the  extent  not  preempted  by  federal  law  or  sec¬ 
tion  six  of  chapter  708  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  as  amended,  and  so  long  as  such  regulation 
is  consistent  with  the  owner’s  right  to  obtain  a  fair  net 
operating  income,  such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that 
the  City  may  establish  local  preferences,  priorities,  and 
income  limits  for  admission  to  governmentally-involved 
housing  or  former  governmentally-involved  housing  upon 
unit  turnover,  consistent,  to  the  extent  with  the  income 
profile  of  the  property  twelve  months  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  loss  or  rent  preemption  or  the  decision  to  not  renew  an 
expiring  subsidy  contract.  The  official  body  may  approve 
an  alternative  plan  requested  by  the  owner,  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  No  ordinance  or  regula¬ 
tion  shall  require  an  owner  to  create  a  tenancy  involving 
any  person  with  a  history  of  conduct  which  would,  if  re¬ 
peated,  be  grounds  for  eviction  from  such  housing. 

(F)  Such  ordinance  shall  also  provide  that  the  official 
body  may  grant  exemptions  and  exceptions  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  provisions  of  this  act  when  such  action  would  tend  to 
maintain  or  increase  the  supply  of  affordable  housing  in 
Boston,  including,  without  limitation,  promoting  the  sale 
of  properties  to  bona  fide  tenant  organizations  or  non¬ 
profit  community  development  corporations  under  terms 
and  conditions  which  would  tend  to  maintain  the  ineome 
character  of  the  property. 

(G)  Such  ordinance  shall  provide  that  the  official  body 
may  promulgate  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  the  ordinance.  The  official  body  may  hold  hear¬ 
ings  on  any  matters  within  its  authority  under  this  act 
and  ordinance.  Any  hearings  regarding  matters  related  to 
regulation  of  rents  or  removal  permits  for  govemmentally 
involved  or  formerly  govemmentally  involved  housing  or 
regarding  compliance  with  other  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  the  ordinance,  orders,  mles,  or  regulations  adopted  or 
promulgated  hereunder,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  official 
body  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eleven 
of  chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws  except  that  re¬ 
quirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  sueh  section  eleven  shall  not 
apply  to  such  hearings. 

(H)  All  decisions  of  the  cmcial  body  may  be  appealed 
to  the  housing  court  department  of  the  trial  eourt,  city 
of  Boston  division,  by  any  person  aggrieved  thereby, 
whether  or  not  previously  a  party  in  the  matter,  within 
thirty  calendar  days  after  notice  of  such  decision.  Judicial 
review  of  adjudicatory  decisions  shall  be  conducted  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  section  fourteen  of  chapter  thirty  A  to  the 
General  Laws.  Judieial  review  of  regulations  shall  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  accordance  with  section  seven  of  ehapter  thirty 
A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  housing  court  department  of 


the  trial  eourt,  city  of  Boston  division,  shall  have  jurisdic¬ 
tion  to  enforce  the  provisions  hereof  and  any  ordinance, 
rule  or  regulation  adopted  hereunder,  and  on  application 
of  the  official  body  or  any  aggrieved  person  may  restrain 
or  enjoin  violations  of  any  such  ordinance,  rule,  or  regu¬ 
lation.  In  the  interests  of  justice,  the  court  may  allow  any 
necessary  parties  to  be  joined  in  or  to  intervene  in  any 
action  brought  hereunder  and  may  in  its  diseretion  allow 
or  require  an  action  to  proceed  as  a  elass  action. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  do 
or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  any 
order,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  adopted  or  promul¬ 
gated  hereunder.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provi¬ 
sion  of  this  act  or  any  order,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  or  promulgated  hereunder  or  whoever  makes  a 
false  statement  in  any  testimony  before  the  official  body 
or  its  agents,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  official 
body  with  false  information  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  four  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent  offense, 
or  where  the  violation  continues  after  notice  thereof,  sueh 
person  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

SECTION  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdie- 
tion,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

SECTION  5.  The  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  40P  shall  not 
apply  to  any  ordinance  adopted  under  this  authority. 

SECTION  6.  This  aet  shall  take  effeet  upon  passage.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  Genetal  Court  entitled  “Petition  for  a  Special 
Law  Re:  An  Act  Relative  to  Voting  Precincts  in  the  City 
of  Boston.” 

This  Home  Rule  Petition  will  allow  the  City  to  estab¬ 
lish  an  additional  polling  location  in  certain  precincts  in 
order  to  alleviate  crowds  and  lines  in  those  precincts  that 
have  experienced  recent  growth.  It  will  not  change  any 
precinct  or  ward  boundary  lines,  and  will  not  change  rep¬ 
resentation  for  purposes  of  congressional,  representative, 
senatorial,  or  councilor  districts. 

Over  the  last  ten  years,  certain  precincts  in  the  City, 
including  those  located  in  the  downtown  areas  and  in  the

of  college  dormitories.  This  growth  has  occurred  “up”  as 
opposed  to  “out.”  While  the  geographic  footprint  of  the 
precincts  has  remained  the  same,  there  are  thousands 
more  people  living  in  them.

WHEREAS,  Over  the  years  a  significant  amount  of 
furniture,  including  furniture  in  Boston  City  Hall,  has

WHEREAS,  Many  flame  retardant  chemicals  are 
known  carcinogens  and  can  be  hazardous  to  the  health  of 
both  fire  fighters  and  the  public  they  are  sworn  to  serve; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  new  flammability  standard  TB  117- 
2013  eliminates  the  use  of  these  harmful  flame  retardants; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Until  this  year  Massachusetts  law  re¬ 
quired  all  furniture  in  public  spaces  to  meet  TB-133, 
which  necessitates  the  use  of  harmful  flame  retardants; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Furniture  in  Massachusetts  public  spaces 
equipped  with  automatic  sprinklers  are  now  able  to  in¬ 
stead  meetTB  1 17-2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Professional  Fire  Fighters  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  recently  passed  a  resolution  endorsing  a  transi¬ 
tion  toTB  117-2013;  THEREFORE  BEIT 

ORDERED,  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  discuss  amending 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  to  adopt  TB  117-2013 
for  public  spaces  with  automatic  sprinklers;  and  that  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  Fire  Fighters 
Local  7 1 8,  the  Professional  Fire  Fighters  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  the  Silent  Spring  Institute,  along  with  other  in¬ 
terested  parties,  be  invited  to  testify.

ES  USING  RUNWAYS  27,  33L  AND  4L  AT  LO¬ 
GAN  AIRPORT  (DOCKET  NO.  0266) 

Councilors  MCCARTHY,  WU,  O’MALLEY,  PRESS- 
LEY,  LINEHAN,  LAMATTINA,  JACKSON  and  YANC¬ 
EY  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  In  late  2012,  the  FAA  announced  plans  to 
implement  the  use  of  Runways  27  and  33L  and  4L  at  Lo¬ 
gan  International  Airport  to  save  fuel  and  improve  safety 
and  efficiency  And 

WHEREAS,  The  impact  of  these  changes  where  im¬ 
mediately  and  negatively  felt  in  the  communities  of  Hyde 


Park.  Roslindale  and  Mattapan  among  others.  The  In¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  low  flying  planes  over  residential 
neighborhoods  has  caused  a  significant  increase  in  noise 
and  concerns  over  environmental  effects  And 

WHEREAS,  These  newly  implemented  concentrated 
flight  path  RNA  V  procedures  have  impacted  the  quality 
of  life  of  residents  in  neighborhoods  that  were  not  previ¬ 
ously  overflown  by  low-flying  traffic  And 

WHEREAS,  Questions  have  remained  unanswered 
regarding  number  of  flights,  hours  of  operation  of  those 
flights.  Heights  at  which  these  flights  are  allowed  to  fly 
over  residential  areas,  effect  of  cumulative  noise  and  envi¬ 
ronmental  impacts  and  whether  the  FAA  satisfied  its  legal 
obligation  related  to  public  participation  And 

WHEREAS,  The  FAA  had  made  an  early  determina¬ 
tion  that  there  would  be  “no  significant  impact”  to  these 
changes  prior  to  a  complete  community  engagement  and 
since  there  is  now  currently  in  place  a  public  comment 
period  ending  January  27,  2015  And 

WHEREAS,  The  results  of  this  public  comment  period 
has  not  been  concluded  or  made  available  to  the  public. 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  ap¬ 
propriate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a 
hearing  to  discuss  methods  and  procedures  to  determine 
noise  and  environmental  impacts  on  residential  commu¬ 
nities  and  availability  of  results  of  current  public  com¬ 
ment  period.  Representatives  from  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority,  Logan  Airport,  the  FAA  and  other  interested 
parties  shall  be  invited  to  attend. 

Referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Transporta¬ 
tion,  Public  Infrastructure,  Planning  and  Investment. 


ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CBC  SECTION  6-6.3, 
SCHEDULE  OF  PARKING  FINES  (DOCKET  NO. 
0267) 

Councilor  ZAKIM  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  The  neighborhoods  of  Fenway,  Kenmore 
Square,  and  Audubon  Circle  are  vibrant  residential  com¬ 
munities  in  our  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  neighborhoods  are  disproportion¬ 
ately  impacted  by  parking  issues  due  to  their  proximity  to 
Fenway  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fine  for  violating  the  City’s  Resi¬ 
dential  Parking  program  is  $40  but  the  market  rate  for 
Fenway  Park  event  parking  greatly  exceeds  this  figure, 
leading  to  misaligned  incentives  and  willful  and  excessive 
residential  parking  violations  during  Fenway  Park  events. 

NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Section  I. 

CBC  Chapter  VI,  Section  6-6.3  shall  be  amended  by 
adding  the  following  subsections: 

jj.  The  fine  for  parking  a  vehicle  in  the  Fenway/Ken- 
more  Residential  Parking  District  during  Fenway  Park 
Events,  unless  said  vehicle  displays  in  the  rear  window  a 
valid  and  current  sticker  as  issued  by  the  Transportation 
Department  for  the  Fenway/Kenmore  Residential  Park¬ 
ing  District,  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  and  no  cents 
($100.00)  for  each  such  violation.  A  penalty  of  thirty- 
three  dollars  and  no  cents  ($33.00)  shall  be  assessed  if  the 
fine  remains  unpaid  twenty-'one  (2 1 )  days  after  issuance 
of  a  notice  of  such  violation. 

kk.  “Fenway  Park  Events”  means  any  Major  League 
Baseball  game  played  at  Fenway  Park,  including  two  (2) 
hours  before  the  scheduled  game  time  and  two  (2)  hours 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  game.  Exclusively  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  subsection  (jj)  above,  the  Transportation  Com¬ 
missioner  may  designate  additional  uses  of  Fenway  Park 
as  “Fenway  Park  Events”  ""including  but  not  limited  to 
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athletic  events,  concerts,  and  other  special  events. 

Section  2. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  effective  im¬ 
mediately  upon  passage.

CURBSIDE  COMPOSTING  PROGRAM  IN  BOS¬ 
TON  (DOCKET  NO.  0268) 

Councilors  O’MALLEY,  PRESSLEY,  JACKSON, 
WU,  YANCEY,  ZAKIM,  LAMATTINA,  MCCARTHY, 
CIOMMO  and  LINEHAN  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  Compost  is  rich  in  nutrients,  improves 
the  water-holding  capacity  of  soil  and  encourages  good 
root  structure  while  reducing  or  eliminating  the  need  for 
chemical  pesticides  making  it  a  great  material  for  use  in 
gardens,  landscaping  and  agriculture;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  Council’s  City,  Neighborhood 
Services  and  Veterans  Affairs  Committee  held  a  hearing 
in  May  2014  during  which  representatives  of  the  Mayor’s 
office,  environmental  advocates  and  other  stakeholders 
offered  public  testimony  on  the  status  of  curbside  com¬ 
posting  in  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS:  City-run  curbside  composting  programs 
exist  in  over  90  cities  in  the  United  States,  including  Port¬ 
land,  OR,  Seattle,  W  A,  Boulder,  CO  and  San  Francisco, 
CA  where  it  has  existed  since  1 996;  and 

WHEREAS:  San  Francisco  diverts  80  percent  of  its 
waste  from  landfills  through  composting  and  recycling.  In 
its  first  year  of  curbside  composting,  Portland  decreased 
trash  production  by  37  percent;  and 

WHEREAS:  Cambridge  conducted  a  feasibility  study 
in  the  summer  of2012  and  will  begin  a  one-year  curbside 
composting  pilot  program  for  about  800  households  start¬ 
ing  in  April  2014;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  Jamaica  Plain,  a  local  start-up  called 
Bootstrap  Composting  that  picks  up  food  waste  curbside, 
has  800  residential  and  50  commercial  customers,  and 
is  partnered  with  three  farms.  This  service  has  diverted 
more  than  675,000  pounds  of  food  scraps  from  landfills 
for  fertilizing  fields  since  2011;  and 

WHEREAS:  Local  colleges  have  embraced  compost¬ 
ing  programs,  with  Boston  University  diverting  more  than 
1,000  tons  of  compost  from  its  waste  and  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity  planning  to  become  “zero  waste”  by  2020  through 
increased  composting  among  other  initiatives;  and 
WHEREAS:  The  finished  compost  can  be  used  for 
landscaping  in  Boston’s  parks  and  gardens  or  could  be 
sold  to  local  farmers,  creating  a  full  circle  of  food  return¬ 
ing  to  food  for  Boston  residents;  THEREFORE  BE  IT 
ORDERED:  The  Boston  City  Council,  hereby  as¬ 
sembled,  orders  a  hearing  on  the  feasibility  of  a  curbside 
composting  program  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Representa¬ 
tives  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bootstrap 
Composting,  and  other  interested  parties  shall  be  invited 
to  attend. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Environment  and 
Parks.

The  Boston  City  Charter  has  been  amend¬ 
ed  over  the  years  to  allow  for  the  City  Council  to  recon¬ 
sider  mayoral  disapproval  of  certain  actions,  to  change  the 
membership  of  the  City  Council  to  nine  district  council¬ 
ors  and  four  elected  at-large,  and  to  change  the  elected 
school  committee  to  an  appointed  school  committee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  the  legislative  branch,  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  serves  an  important  role  in  ensuring  that  the  needs  of 
the  city’s  residents  are  met.  It  is  important  for  the  City 
Council  to  have  the  proper  mechanisms  in  place  to  pro¬ 
vide  accountability  and  efficiency  of  government. 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED.  That  the  ap¬ 
propriate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a 
hearing  to  examine  the  Boston  City  Charter  and  to  discuss 
proposed  amendments  and  revisions.

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WHEREAS,  There  is  currently  no  dedicated  fund 
within  the  City  Of  Boston  specifically  designated  for 
programs  that  support  victims  of  human  trafficking  in  the 
City  of  Boston  and  law  enforcement  programs  targeting 
solicitation  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  currently  an  ordinance  citing  that 
fine  monies  collected  for  certain  crimes  relating  to  “solic¬ 
itation  and  prostitution  as  defined  by  MGL  Chapter  272” 
shall  be  dedicated  to  “prostitution  recovery  programs”  in 
the  City  of  Boston  and  law  enforcement  programs  target¬ 
ing  solicitation  in  the  City  of  Boston;  anci 

WHEREAS,  Law  enforcement  has  limited  resources 
to  appropriately  combat  human-trafficking  related  crimes 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  there  are  limited  resources  for 
programs  available  to  victims  of  human-trafficking;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  imperative  that  the  City  of  Boston 
has  a  mechanism  in  place  to  ensure  that  the  fines  collected 
pursuant  to  CBC  6-6.6(  d)  be  used  for  programs  that  sup¬ 
port  victims  of  human  trafficking  and  law  enforcement 
programs  targeting  solicitation  as  required  by  the  ordi¬ 
nance;  NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Ciiy  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Section  I. 

CBC  Chapter  VI,  Section  6.6  shall  be  amended  in  sub¬ 
section  (d)  by  striking  the  last  sentence  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

To  the  extent  permitted  by  G.L.  c.  140  §  1 72,  fines  col¬ 
lected  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deposited 
into  a  revolving  fund  within  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  with  disbursement  at  the  direction  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  G.L.  c.  44,  §53EI/2,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  annual  authorization  by  the  City  Council  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Mayor.  Said  fund  shall  be  utilized  as  follows: 
for  prostitute  recovery  programs  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
law  enforcement  programs  targeting  solicitation  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  total  amount  which  may  be  expended 
from  such  fund  in  a  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  amounts 
authorized  under  the  aforesaid  Section  53E  1/2.

NO.  0272) 

Councilors  BAKER,  PRESSLEY,  O’MALLEY, 
YANCEY,  LINEHAN,  JACKSON,  WU  and  ZAKIM 
offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  re¬ 
ducing  exploitation  of  women  by  providing  law  enforce¬ 
ment  with  the  tools  necessary  to  combat  human  traffick¬ 
ing  and  resources  for  survivor  services  and  programming; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  Massachusetts  took  over  reg¬ 
ulation  of  massage  businesses  in  2006  but  exempted  other 
body-work-related  businesses  offering  services  such  as 
reflexology,  acupressure;  and 

WHEREAS,  Leaving  these  businesses  unregulated 
may  lead  to  health  and  safety  issues  for  .  patrons,  as  well 
as  result  in  an  environment  that  provides  opportunities  for 
individuals  to  exploit  and  traffic  women  under  the  guise 
of  a  business,  and  it  can  also  lead  to  exploitation  of  em¬ 
ployees;  and 


WHEREAS,  By  requiring  annual  registration,  the  City 
of  Boston  can  promote  and  professionalize  legitimate 
body-work  related  businesses  while  simultaneously  re¬ 
ducing  opportunities  for  exploitation; 

NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  1 7  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  section  and  sub¬ 
sections: 

17-18  Registration  Requirements  for  the  Practice  of 
Bodywork  and  Massage  Therapy. 

17-18.1  Definitions 

When  used  in  this  section  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

Bodywork  shall  refer  to  the  practice  of  Reflexology 
and/or  Asian  Bodywork  including,  but  not  limited  to  the 
following:  Acupressure,  AMMATherapy®,  Chi  Nei 
Tsang,  Five  Element  Shiatsu,  Integrative  Eclectic  Shiat¬ 
su,  Japanese  Shiatsu,  Jin  Shin  Do®,  Bodymind  Acupres- 
sure’’'*^.  Macrobiotic  Shiatsu,  Shiatsu  Amma  therapy.  Tra¬ 
ditional  Thai  Massage,  Tuina,  Zen  Shaitsu,  and  Ayurvedic 
medicine. 

Bodywork  therapist  shall  mean  a  person  who  performs 
bodywork  therapies  or  services  or  both  as  defined  herein. 

Commissioner  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  or  designee. 

Certification  shall  mean  successful  completion  of  the 
most  current  requirements  of  the  American  Organization 
for  Bodywork  Therapies  of  Asia  (AOBTA®),  National 
Certification  Commission  for  Acupuncture  and  Oriental 
Medicine  (NCCAOM),  American  Reflexology  Certifica¬ 
tion  Board,  or  other  nationally  recognized  credentialing 
organization  or  its  successor  organization  or  equivalent 
organization(s)  that  provides  certification  based  on  a  re¬ 
view  of  candidate  qualifications  and  credentials  and  an 
examination  of  knowledge  in  the  field.  Such  certification 
credentials  must  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department. 

Department  shall  mean  the  Inspectional  Services  De¬ 
partment. 

Establishment  shall  mean  any  location,  or  portion 
thereof,  which  provides  bodywork  therapy  services  on  the 
premises,  massage  therapy  services  on  the  premises,  or 
both.  Any  health  care  facility  licensed  by  an  agency  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  office  of  any 
health  care  professional  licensed  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  wherein  bodywork  therapy  services 
are  not  provided  on  an  occasional  out-call  basis  is  not  an 
establishment  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  Any  loca¬ 
tion  within  a  licensed  health  care  facility  or  health  care 
professional’s  office  which  is  dedicated  to  and  maintained 
for  the  use  of  a  bodywork  therapist  or  massage  therapist 
or  both  who  performs  occasional  therapy  services  to  the 
patients  of  the  facility  is  an  establishment  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  provisions  oftbis  section  and  the  portions  of 
the  facility  or  office  wherein  bodywork  therapy  services, 
massage  therapy  services,  or  both  are  provided  must  be  in 
compliance  with  the  standards  established  by  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section. 

Massage  shall  mean  the  systematic  treatment  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  body  by  use  of  pressure,  fnction,  stroking, 
percussion,  kneading,  vibration  by  manual  or  mechani¬ 
cal  means,  range  of  motion  for  purposes  of  demonstrating 
muscle  excursion  or  muscle  flexibility  and  nonspecific 
stretching.  Massage  therapy  may  include  the  use  of  oil, 
ice,  hot  and  cold  packs,  tub,  shower,  steam,  dry  heat  or 
cabinet  baths,  in  which  the  primary  intent  is  to  enhance  or 
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restore  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  client.  Massage 
therapy  shall  not  include  diagnoses,  the  prescribing  of 
drugs  or  medicines,  spinal  or  other  joint  manipulations  or 
any  services  or  procedures  for  which  a  license  to  practice 
medicine,  chiropractic,  occupational  therapy,  physical 
therapy  or  podiatry  is  required  by  law. 

Massage  therapist  shall  mean  a  person  licensed  by 
the  state  board  of  registration  of  massage  therapy  who 
instructs  or  administers  massage  or  massage  therapy  for 
compensation. 

Person  shall  mean  any  individual,  firm,  corporation, 
partnership,  organization,  or  other  entity. 

17-18.2  Exemptions 

Any  physician,  chiropractor,  osteopath,  nurse,  physical 
therapist,  massage  therapists  or  acupuncturist  operating 
within  the  scope  of  a  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
license  or  registration  and  not  representing  him  or  herself 
as  a  bodywork  therapist  shall  be  exempt  from  the  regis¬ 
tration  requirements  of  this  section.  Hospitals,  long-term 
care  facilities,  and  home  health  agencies  licensed  or  certi¬ 
fied  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  shall  be  exempt  from  the  registration  requirements 
of  this  section. 

17-18.3  Therapist  Registration  Requirements 

A.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
for  any  person  who  is  not  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  to  represent  being  a  bodywork  therapist  or 
massage  therapist  or  both  or  to  hold  himself  or  herself 
out  to  the  public  as  being  a  bodywork  therapist,  massage 
therapist,  or  both  by  using  a  title  on  signs,  mailboxes,  ad¬ 
dress  plates,  stationery,  announcements,  telephone  list¬ 
ings,  calling  cards,  or  other  instruments  of  professional 
identification  or  advertisements  of  any  sort. 

B.  All  bodywork  therapists  and  massage  thera¬ 
pists  providing  bodywork  services,  massage  services,  or 
both  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  register  no  later  than  July 
1  St  of  each  year  with  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  (“ISD”)  identifying  all  establishments  and  address¬ 
es  of  such  establishments  where  the  bodywork  services, 
massage  services,  or  both  are  performed.  The  initial 
registration  fee  shall  be  $25.00  with  an  annual  renewal 
fee  of$  15.00.  All  bodywork  therapists  must  attest  to  and 
affirm  that  they  have  proper  certification  credentials.  All 
massage  therapists  must  attest  to  and  affirm  that  they  are 
properly  licensed  with  the  state  Board  of  Professional 
Licensure. 

17-18.4  Establishment  Registration  Requirements 

A.  All  bodywork  or  massage  establishments  shall 
register  with  the  Department  no  later  than  July  1  st  of 
each  year.  The  initial  registration  fee  shall  be  $25.00  with 
an  annual  renewal  fee  of  $15.00. 

B.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
for  an  for  a  bodywork  establishment  or  massage  estab¬ 
lishment  who  not  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  to  represent  being  a  bodywork  establishment  or 
massage  establishment  or  both  or  to  hold  himself  or  her¬ 
self  out  to  the  public  as  being  a  bodywork  therapist,  mas¬ 
sage  therapist,  or  both  by  using  a  title  on  signs,  mailboxes, 
address  plates,  stationery,  announcements,  telephone  list¬ 
ings,  calling  cards,  or  other  instruments  of  professional 
identification  or  advertisements  of  any  sort. 

17-18.5  Practice  Standards  for  Bodywork  and  Mas¬ 
sage  Establishments,  Personnel,  Equipment,  and  Supplies 

A.  Establishment  Standards 

(1)  All  registered  establishments  must  contain  a  wait¬ 
ing  area  for  clients  within  the  establishment. 


(2)  The  establishment  shall  maintain  a  properly  in¬ 
stalled  smoke  detector  and  fire  extinguisher. 

(3)  Bodywork  may  be  conducted  only  in  rooms,  which 
are  adequately  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  so  constructed 
that  they  be  kept  clean.  Floors,  walls,  ceilings  and  win¬ 
dows  must  be  kept  free  of  dust,  soil,  and  other  unclean 
substances. 

(4)  A  plan  describing  sanitation  measures  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  the  Department  for  any  bodywork  which  entails 
disrobing  or  draping,  use  of  oils  or  lotions,  or  use  of  a 
massage-type  of  table. 

B.  Personnel 

(1)  All  persons  who  perform  bodywork  or  massage 
therapy  at  an  establishment  must  be  currently  registered 
with  the  Department. 

(2)  All  therapists  conducting  bodywork  at  an  establish¬ 
ment  shall  be  deemed  to  be  employees  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  shall  not  be  considered  independent  contractors. 

(3)  A  therapist  may  only  perform  bodywork  at  the  li¬ 
censed  establisbment(s)  listed  on  the  therapist  license. 
Therapists  may  provide  services  off-site  for  single  events, 
such  as  health  fairs  and  demonstrations,  provided  they  no¬ 
tify  the  Department  at  least  two  (2)  days  prior  to  the  event. 

(4)  Therapist  and  establishment  licenses  are  not  trans¬ 
ferable. 

(5)  The  use  of  aliases  is  prohibited.  If  the  therapist  or 
establishment  owner  wishes  to  use  a  name  other  than  that 
which  appears  on  a  license,  both  names  must  be  used  in 
all  advertising  and  representations. 

C.  Equipment 

(1)  All  equipment  and  supplies  used  in  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  bodywork  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and 
clean  manner. 

(2)  If  any  latex-containing  products  are  used,  a  sign 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  so  stating  and  all  clients 
shall  be  advised  that  latex -containing  products  are  used. 

17-18.6  Inspections 

A.  The  Department  shall  inspect  all  establish¬ 
ments  subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  sections  on  an 
annual  basis.  Establishments  are  also  subject  to  periodic 
inspections  by  the  Department  during  all  business  hours. 
The  Commissioner  shall  charge  a  fee  of  fifty  ($50.00) 
dollars  for  an  annual  inspection.  Such  fee  shall  be  paid  by 
check  or  money  order  made  payable  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

B.  The  purpose  of  inspections  is  to  verify  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  of  these 

sections. 

C.  Denying  access  to  the  Department  for  purpos¬ 
es  of  inspections  may  result  in  penalties  pursuantto  CBC 
17-18.7. 

D.  The  establishment  may  be  subject  to  penalties 
pursuant  to  CBC  17-18.7,  when  an  inspection  does  not 
meet  the  standards  and  requirements  set  by  these  regula¬ 
tions. 

E.  Re-inspection  shall  take  place  when  an  estab¬ 
lishment  does  not  pass  a  regular  inspection.  The  establish¬ 
ment  shall  submit  an  application  for  re-inspection,  which 
shall  include; 

1 .  A  correction  plan  to  be  submitted  to  the  De¬ 
partment  within  five  (5)  business  days  of  the  initial  in¬ 
spection. 
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2.  If  more  than  one  re-inspection  is  required,  a 
re-inspection  fee  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  shall  be  paid  by 
check  or  money  order  made  payable  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  A  re-inspection  application  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Department  in  writing. 

17-18.7  Penalties  and  Enforcement 

A.  The  provisions  of  CBC  17-18  may  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  non-'criminal  disposition  process 
of  M.G.L.  c.  40,  s.  2 ID,  provided  that  this  section  shall 
not  preclude  the  City  of  Boston  from  proceeding  to  re¬ 
strain  a  violation  by  injunction. 

B.  Any  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  CBC  17-18.3,  17-18.4,  and  17-18.5  will  result  in  the 
assessment  of  a  fine  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  per 
month  beginning  in  the  first  month  in  which  the  violation 
is  found  and  continuing  for  each  subsequent  month  there¬ 
after. 

C.  If  any  provision  of  this  subsection  imposes 
greater  restrictions  or  obligations  than  those  imposed  by 
any  other  general  law,  special  law,  regulation,  rule,  ordi¬ 
nance,  by-law,  order,  or  policy,  then  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection  control. 

D.  The  Commission  shall  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  to  implement  and  enforce  this  sub¬ 
section,  pursuant  to  M.G.L.,  c.  30A. 

17  -18.8  Severability 

If  any  section,  subsection,  or  provision  of  CBC  17-18 
is  for  any  reason  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any 
Court  of  competent  Jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall 
be  considered  separately  and  apart  Irom  the  remaining 
provisions  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

17-18.9  Effective  Date  90  days  after  passage

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  School  Committee  consists 
of  seven  voting  members  who  serve  four-year  staggered 
terms  and  a  non-voting  student  representative  who  serves 
a  one-year  term  year;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  Student  Advisory  Council 
(BSAC)  is  a  citywide  body  of  student  leaders  represent¬ 
ing  their  respective  high  school  and  a  member  of  BSAC 
serves  as  the  non-voting  student  representative  on  the 
Boston  School  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  student  representative  represents 
over  56,000  Boston  Public  School  students  and  although 
they  can  voice  their  opinion  on  topics  before  the  School 
Committee,  they  are  not  called  upon  to  vote  despite  the 
fact  that  students  are  often  the  ones  most  affected  by  the 
votes  of  the  School  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  grants  their  student  representa¬ 
tive  a  vote  on  matter  and  the  student’s  voice  was  crucial 
in  the  decision  to  allow  for  student  input  in  teacher  evalu¬ 
ations;  and 

WHEREAS:  At  the  high  school  level  in  Boston  Public 
Schools,  a  student  elected  by  his  or  her  peers  sits  on  the 
School  Site  Council  as  a  full  voting  member  and  helps  to 


make  important  decisions  for  their  school;  and 

WHEREAS:  Increasing  the  student  representation  on 
the  School  Committee  to  two  student  representatives  with 
full  voting  rights  will  create  an  intergenerational  govern¬ 
ing  body  of  BPS,  increase  decision  making  power  for 
young  people  and  enhance  the  accountability  and  trans¬ 
parency  of  the  School  Committee;  and,  NOW 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to 
discuss  increasing  the  student  representation  on  the  Bos¬ 
ton  School  Committee  and  allowing  two  student  represen¬ 
tatives  full  voting  rights;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDERED.  That  representatives

Councilors  JACKSON,  PRESSLEY  and  YANCEY  of¬ 
fered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  Public  Schools  (BPS)  student 
population  is  one  of  the  most  diverse  in  the  country,  but 
the  district  continues  to  face  challenges  in  achieving  a 
diverse  workforce,  especially  in  recruiting  and  retaining 
educators  of  color;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  the  BPS  April  2014  report,  83%  of 
BPS  students  are  students  of  color,  but  only  2 1  %  of  teach¬ 
ers  are  black,  10%  of  teachers  are  Hispanic/Latino  and 
6%  of  teachers  are  Asian;  and 

WHEREAS:  These  numbers,  combined  with  the  guid¬ 
ance  counselor  staffing  numbers,  have  remained  consis¬ 
tent  since  2007;  this  consistency  demonstrates  that  BPS 
struggles  to  meet  the  Judge  Garrity  order  requiring  the 
district  to  achieve  a  staffing  composition  of  25%  blacks 
and  10%  other  minorities  in  all  Boston  public  schools, 
including  the  three  exam  schools;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  shortage  of  teachers  of  color-espe- 
cially  the  dearth  supply  of  male  teachers  of  color,  de¬ 
prives  all  students  of  qualified  and  certified  role  models 
who  have  similar  backgrounds,  can  be  sources  of  inspira¬ 
tion  to  all  students,  and  can  be  instrumental  in  Closing  the 
achievement  gap;  and 

WHEREAS:  It  is  imperative  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  examines  the  current  and  past  hiring  practices, 
retention  goals  and  obstacles,  development  and  training 
programs,  and  relating  efforts  of  BPS  with  the  focus  of 
sustaining  a  workforce  more  diverse  than  that  required  by 
the  court  order;  and  NOW 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  appropri¬ 
ate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing 
to  discuss  the  recruitment  and  retention  of  educators  of 
color  within  BPS  and  invite  the  BPS  Office  of  Human 
Capital  and  other  interested  parties  to  attend  the  hearing.

WHEREAS:  Prior  to  MSBA,  the  former  SBA  provided 
assistance  on  funding  of  public  school  building  projects; 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  current  MSBA  is  charged  with  man¬ 
agement,  planning  and  financial  sustainability  of  a  new 
program  for  school  building  construction  grants,  among 
other  responsibilities  within  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS.:  The  MSBA’s  revenue  stream  is  one  pen¬ 
ny  of  the  state’s  6.25-percent  sales  tax;  and 

WHEREAS:  Since  2004  the  MSBA  has  created  three 
different  school  building  construction  programs:  (1)  the 
“model  school  program”,  (2)  the  “Green  and  Accelerated 
Repair  Programs”,  (3)  the  “Science  Lab  Initiative”;  and 
WHEREAS:  The  Boston  Public  Schools  (BPS)  have 
submitted  statements  of  interests  and  some  of  those  ap¬ 
plications  were  granted;  and 

WHEREAS:  Among  Boston’s  public  schools,  many 
more  school  buildings  than  the  granted  projects  are  in 
need  of  repair,  renovations,  and  modernization;  and 
WHEREAS:  It  is  imperative  for  the  City  of  Boston 
to  examine  the  usage  of  the  state’s  school  building  assis¬ 
tance  programs  as  they  relate  to  Boston’s  public  schools, 
the  conditions  of  the  public  elementary  and  secondary 
school  buildings  and  funding  to  improve  the  public  school 
facilities;  and,  NOW 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  appropri¬ 
ate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hear¬

WHEREAS,  The  BPS  Office  of  the  English  Language 
Learners  identified  issues  and  concerns,  including  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  (1)  ELL  students  and  families  experience  a  lack 
of  student  and  family  access  to  infonnation,  rights  and  up¬ 
dates  especially  in  native  language;  (2)  lack  of  culturally 
proficient  teachers  or  trainings  so  that  they  can  recognize, 
understand  and  appreciate  the  students  and  families;  and, 
(3)  lack  of  coordination  amongst  schools  around  needs 
and  access  to  services  to  help  the  students  succeed;  and 

WHEREAS,  BPS  does  not  have  an  adequate  number 
of  internal  staff  to  provide  translation  and  interpretation 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  important  for  the  City  Council  to 
ensure  that  our  Boston  Public  Schools  ELL  students  and 
parents  receive  quality  language  access  service;  and,NOW 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  appropri¬ 
ate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing 
to  discuss  the  language  access  resources  to  students  and 
parents  and  that  representatives  from  the  relevant  BPS 
departments  and  members  of  public  be  invited  to  attend 
and  testify.

ORDINANCE  REGARDING  PURCHASE  AND  SALE 


OF  SECONDHAND  CELL  PHONES  AND  OTH¬ 
ER  WIRELESS  COMMUNICATION  DEVICES 
(DOCKET  NO.  0277) 

Councilors  JACKSON,  O’MALLEY,  CIOMMO  and 
LAMATTINA  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  has  seen  an  increase 
in  criminal  activity  associated  with  the  theft  and  resale  of 
cell  phones  and  other  wireless  communication  devices; 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  US.  Department  of  Justice,  Bureau 
of  Justice  Assistance  reported  that  the  Boston  Regional 
Intelligence  Center  found  a  more  than  207%  increase  in 
iPhone  thefts  between  2010  and  2012  in  the  greater  Bos¬ 
ton  area;  and 

WHEREAS:  Such  thefts,  at  times  involving  physical 
violence,  pose  a  significant  safety  issue  for  all  Bosto¬ 
nians,  visitors,  and  commuters  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS:  Secondhand  electronics  merchants  and 
sellers  of  secondhand  wireless  devices  present  an  avenue 
for  the  disposal  of  cell  phones  and  other  personal  elec¬ 
tronic  devices;  and 

WHEREAS:  Pawnshops  and  other  secondhand  mer¬ 
chants  could  also  provide  a  route  through  which  stolen 
electronic  devices  might  be  sold;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  City  Council  is  committed 
to  addressing  public  safety  issues  and  taking  reasonable 
steps  to  protect  the  lives  of  the  people  in  Boston. 

NOW  THEREFORE. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Section  1 . 

Title  XVII,  section  4  of  the  City  of  Boston  Municipal 
Code  shall  be  amended  by  including  a  new  Section  1 8, 
Regulation  of  the  Purchase  and  Sale  of  Secondhand  Cell 
Phones  and  Other  Wireless  Communication  Equipment 
by  Pawnbrokers  and  Secondhand  Dealers 

17-18.1 .  Definitions 

In  this  section,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall 
have  the  meanings  stated  in  this  Section,  unless  the  con¬ 
text  otherwise  requires: 

a.  “Wireless  Communication  Device”  means  any 
device  through  which  personal  wireless  services,  as  de¬ 
fined  in  47  U.S.c.  332(c)(7)(C)(i),  are  transmitted. 

b.  “Secondhand  Dealer”  means  any  person  who 
engages  in  the  business  of  purchasing,  selling,  receiving, 
trading,  consignment  selling  or  othetwise  transferring  for 
value  any  secondhand  property.  This  shall  not  include 
providers  of  commercial  mobile  service,  as  defined  in  47 
use  332(d),  and  such  provider’s  authorized  agents  and 
retailers  that  have  contractual  relationships  with  the  pro¬ 
vider  to  sell  the  provider’s  authorized  products  and  ser¬ 
vices. 

c.  “Secondhand  Property”  means  any  previously 
owned  device  or  equipment. 

17-18.2.  Maintenance  of  Records 

a.  At  the  time  of  each  transaction,  each  Sec¬ 
ondhand  Dealer  must  document  the  description  of  each 
cell  phone  or  wireless  communication  device  and  shall 
include  the  Mobile  Equipment  Identifier  (MEID),  Inter¬ 
national  Mobile  Station  Equipment  Identity  (IMEl)  or 
Electronic  Serial  Number  (ESN)  of  the  Wireless  Commu¬ 
nication  Device. 

b.  The  record  under  this  subsection  shall  also 
contain  a  receipt  with  the  purchase  amount  and  a  state¬ 
ment  that  the  person  selling  the  device  is  of  lawful  age; 
that  the  driver’s  license  number  or  other  government-is¬ 
sued  identification  number  and  all  other  identifying  in- 
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formation  provided  by  the  seller  of  such  property  are  true 
and  correct;  and  that  the  person  selling  such  property  is 
the  lawful  owner  of  such  article  of  property  with  absolute 
authority  to  sell  such  property. 

17-18.3.  False  Statements  -  Prohibited 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  sells  a  cell 
phone  or  Wireless  Communication  Device  to  a  Second¬ 
hand  Dealer  to  submit  false  or  fraudulent  information  on 
any  receipt  required  under  this  section. 

17-18.4.  Identification  of  Seller  -  Required 

a.  Prior  to  purchase,  every  Secondhand  Dealer 
shall  require  two  forms  of  identification  to  be  shown  by 
each  person  attempting  to  sell  any  cell  phone  or  wireless 
communication  device.  At  least  one  of  the  two  forms  of 
identification  must  list  the  person’s  name  and  residence 
address.  At  least  one  of  the  two  forms  of  identification 
must  be  a  photographic  identification  issued  by  a  federal, 
state  or  local  governmental  entity.  Forms  of  identification 
may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  a  state  driver’s  license, 
a  state  identification  card,  a  passport,  a  military  identifica¬ 
tion  card,  or  a  credit  card  or  utility  bill. 

b.  If  the  seller  does  not  have  a  photographic  iden¬ 
tification  card  issued  by  a  federal,  state  or  local  govern¬ 
mental  entity,  the  business  shall  photograph  the  customer. 
The  photograph  shall  be  in  color.  On  the  reverse  side  of 
the  photograph,  the  secondhand  dealer  shall  record  the 
seller’s  name,  residence  address,  and  date  of  birth,  gender, 
height  and  weight. 

17-18.5.  Removal  of  Identifying  Marks  Prohibited 

No  Secondhand  Dealer  shall  remove,  alter  or  obliter¬ 
ate  any  manufacturer’s  make,  model,  or  serial  number, 
personal  identification  number,  or  identifying  marks  en¬ 
graved  or  etched  upon  a  cell  phone  or  Wireless  Commu¬ 
nication  Device.  In  addition,  no  business  shall  purchase  a 
cell  phone  or  wireless  communication  device  where  the 
manufacturer’s  make,  model,  or  serial  number,  personal 
identification  number  or  identifying  marks  engraved 
or  etched  upon  the  device  has  been  removed,  altered  or 
obliterated. 

17-18.6.  Inspection  of  Records 

The  records  required  under  this  Section  shall,  at  all 
times  during  the  Secondhand  Dealer’s  business  hours,  be 
open,to  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  police  force  or 
designee. 

17-18.7.  Violation  and  Penalty. 

In  addition  to  any  other  penalty  provided  by  law,  any 
person,  firm,  corporation,  limited  liability  company, 
partnership  or  other  business  entity  or  commercial  es¬ 
tablishment  of  any  type  whatsoever  violating  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Section  or  any  other  sections  in  this  chapter 
shall,  upon  conviction,  pay  a  fine  of  at  least  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars  but  not  more  than  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  ($500.00)  and  may  be  subject  to  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  sixty  (60)  days.  A  separate  offense  shall  be 
deemed  committed  on  each  transaction. 

Section  2.  Repealer. 

All  ordinances  and  provisions  thereof  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict  or  inconsistency. 

Section  3.  Severability. 

If  any  paragraph  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
adjudicated  invalid  or  unenforceable,  such  determination 
shall  not,  to  the  extent  severable,  affect  any  other  para¬ 
graph  or  provision  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  other¬ 
wise  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 


This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  final  passage  and 
publication  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts. 

STATEMENT 

This  ordinance  amends  Chapter  XVII,  Licensing  and 
Regulations  Affecting  Certain  Trades,  to  require  all  busi¬ 
nesses  in  the  City  of  Boston  that  purchase  secondhand 
cellphones  and  other  wireless  communication  equipment 
to  maintain  adequate  records  of  the  transactions  and  re¬ 
quire  identification  be  produced  by  the  seller  of  the  de¬ 
vices. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Government  Opera¬ 
tions. 


ORDINANCE  INSTITUTING  BOSTON  CIVILIAN 
REVIEW  BOARD  (DOCKET  NO.  0278) 

Councilors  YANCEY,  JACKSON  and  PRESSLEY 
offered  the  following: 

There  shall  be  within  the  City  of  Boston  a  Board 
known  as  the  Boston  Civilian  Review  Board  comprised  of 
eleven  (1 1)  members)  whose  minimum  age  will  be  eigh¬ 
teen  (18)  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  1 1  Boston 
nonprofit  organizations  that  do  not  receive  funding  from, 
public  safety  grants  agencies,  foundations  or  individuals. 

Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  a  nonprofit  agency 
for  tenus  of  two  (2)  years,  ending  on  Apri  1  30,  201 7;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  six  (6)  of  the  initial  members  shall  be 
designated  for  term  expiring  April  30,2016  and  the  five 
(5)  members  for  terms  expiring  April  30,  2017. 

0.0.0  DEFINITIONS 

(1)  The  term  “Board”  means  the  Boston  Civilian 
Review  Board  (BCRB). 

(2)  The  term  “complaint”  means  a  written  report  made 
by  any  individual  regarding  police  misconduct.  (3)  The 
term  “sanction”  means  disciplinary  action  and/or  retrain¬ 
ing  recommended  in  response  to  a  substantiated  com¬ 
plaint,  or  a  recommendation  that  restitution  be  made  by 
the  City  of  Boston. 

(4)  The  term  “immediate  family”  means  spouse,  sib¬ 
ling”  parent,  child,  domestic  partner,  and  guardian. 

0.0.0.  BOARD  DUTIES 

The  Board  shall  review  grievances  of  Boston  citizens 
with  complaints  against  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  operating  within  the  Board’s  jurisdiction. 

The  Board  shall  have  subpoena  power  with  authority 
to  act  independently  to  receive,  investigate,  and  conduct 
hearings  on  complaints  of  misconduct  against  Boston 
Police  Officers,  including  those  involving  harassment, 
false  imprisonment,  use  of  excessive  force,  serious  bodily 
injury,  a  death  resulting  by  law  enforcement  action,  and 
abusive  language,  which  may  be  related  to  race,  gender, 
religion,  eilinicity,  disability,  or  sexual  orientation. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  issue  sanctions  requir¬ 
ing  retraining,  restitution,  or  disciplimary  action. 

The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  sanction  the  behavior 
of  supervisors  for  misconduct 

The  Board  shall  guarantee  whistleblower  protection  for 
law  enforcement  officers  who  report  misconduct  of  fellow 
officers. 

The  Board  shall  investigate  grievances  with  absolute 
sovereignty  from  the  influences  of  Boston  city  govern- 
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ment  and  the  Boston  Police  Department. 

Board  findings,  recommendations,  and  imposed  sanc¬ 
tions  are  final  and  must  be  accepted  by  the  Boston  Police 
Department  without  any  deduction  of  charges  or  down¬ 
grading  of  disciplinary  recommendations,  and  swiftly 
imposed  within  72  hours. 

The  Board  shall  act  as  an  advisory  board  to  Boston’s 
Mayor,  City  Council,  and  Police  Commissioner  regarding 
Boston  police  policies,  practices,  and  procedures. 

The  Board  shall  act  as  an  effective  advoeate  for  refor¬ 
mation  of  police  practices  that  at  are  harmful  to  the  life 
and  liberty  of  eivilians  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

0-0.0  COMPOSITION  OF  BOARD 

All  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  residents  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Board  members  must  have  extensive  experience  in  the 
areas  of  civil  rights  and  community  leadership. 

Board  members  must  be  reflective  of  Boston’s  diver¬ 
sity  in  regards  to  age,  race,  gender,  language,  religion, 
ethnicity,  disability,  and  sexual  orientation. 

Each  Board  member  shall  be  selected  to  serve  by  one 
of  eleven  non-profit  organizations  chosen  for  their  out¬ 
standing  commitment  to  civil  rights  and  justice  in  the  city 
of  Boston. 

Board  members  shall  not  hold  any  public  office  or  have 
employment  with  the  City  of  Boston;  and  no  Board  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  of  any  in¬ 
cumbent  elected  official  of  the  city  of  Boston,  nor  should 
they  have  financial  ties  with  any  incumbent  elected  of¬ 
ficial  in  Boston,  and  no  Board  member  shall  be  a  former 
or  current  member  of  a  munieipal,  county,  state,  or  federal 
law  enforcement  agency  operating  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

No  member  of  the  Board  shall  receive  compensation 
apart  from  stipends  for  Board  meeting  attendance  and 
reimbursement  for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  con¬ 
nection  with  service  of  the  Board. 

0.0.0  DUTIES  OF  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

The  Executive  Director  shall  be  responsible  for  carry¬ 
ing  out  policies  and  decisions  of  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  be  required  to  submit 
monthly  reports  to  Boston~  s  Mayor,  City  Council,  and 
police  commissioner  of  new  complaints  against  members 
of  the  Boston  Police  Department 

The  Executive  Director  shall  also  be  required  to  sub¬ 
mit  monthly  reports  to  Boston’s  Mayor,  City  CounciL  and 
police  commissioner  of  all  sanctions  issued  by  the  Board 
requiring  retraining,  restitution,  or  diseiplinary  aetion  of 
any  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Department 

0.0.0  SEVERABIUTY. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable.  If  a  court 
declares  invalid  any  such  provision  of  the  application  to 
any  person  or  circumstance,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  other  provision  or  application.

ORDINANCE  MANDATING  USE  OF  BODY  CAMER¬ 
AS  BY  BOSTON  POLICE  AND  ESTABLISHING 
PROPER  PROCEDURES  FOR  USAGE  (DOCKET 
NO.  0279) 

Councilor  YANCEY  olfered  the  following: 


This  ordinance  is  issued  to  both  order  the  use  of  body 
cameras  by  all  of  Boston’s  Police  Officers  prescribed  by 
this  rule,  as  well  as  provide  Officers  and  Supervisors  with 
guidelines  for  the  use,  management,  access,  retention,  the 
handling  of  evidence,  storage,  and  retrieval  of  recorded 
media  captured  by  body  cameras  as  well  as  sanctions  for 
failing  to  abide  by  the  specified  procedures  of  this  rule.  It 
is  effective  as  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  or  a  date 
specified  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 

1.  GENERAL  CONSIDERATIONS 

The  Department  has  adopted  the  use  of  body  cameras 
on  police  Officers  to  improve  relations  with  the  local 
community;  foster  better  accountability  of  its  person¬ 
nel;  capture  digital  audio-video  evidence  for  criminal, 
civil,  and  traffic-related  court  cases;  assist  officers  with 
recalling  facts  or  other  details  captured  by  the  equipment 
that  will  help  them  accurately  articulate  a  chain  of  events 
when  writing  reports;  be  used  as  a  training  tool  for  Officer 
safety  and  best  practices  in  the  Boston  Police  Department 
(BPD);  assist  in  the  assessment  of  contacts  between  of¬ 
ficers  and  the  public  by  reviewing  procedures  and  inter¬ 
personal  actions;  and  provide  useful  tools  for  training  of 
new  recruits.  All  provisions  laid  out  in  this  rule  shall  be 
reflected  in  all  related  rules  and  procedures  of  the  BPD. 

2.  DEFINITIONS 

(1)  “Body  camera”  shall  refer  to  that  device  which  can 
record  both  audio  and  video  of  an  interaction  between  an 
Officer  and  a  Civilian. 

(2)  “Officer”  shall  refer  to  that  which  is  defined  in  Rule 
1 03  of  the  BPD  Rules  and  Procedures. 

(3)  “Undercover”  shall  refer  to  all  Officers  who  are 
commissioned  to  investigate  individuals  or  groups 
throughout  the  city  as  an  individual  other  than  themselves 
in  order  to  ascertain  information  and  evidence  against  the 
subject(s)  of  their  investigation. 

(4)  “Off-duty”  shall  refer  to  all  Officers  that  are  not  in 
uniform  and  not  performing  their  regular  duties  as  a  paid 
detail  for  a  municipal  or  private  project. 

3.  TRAINING  AND  QUALIFICATIONS 

All  uniformed  and  plainclothes  Officers  who  work  in 
the  field  who  are  not  considered  “undercover”  or  “off- 
duty”  shall  be  expected  to  wear  a  body  camera  to  record 
all  interactions  with  the  public  at-large.  The  Department 
will  be  responsible  for  ensuring  authorized  personnel  ad¬ 
equately  train  each  Officer  in  the  use  of  body  cameras. 

Before  body  cameras  are  mounted  on  the  Officers, 
Department  personnel  are  required  to  participate  in  a 
Department  sponsored  training  period  hosted  by  the  se¬ 
lected  body  camera  distributor(s)  in  the  use  and  operation 
of  the  equipment. 

Body  camera  training  will  be  mandatory  for  all  Offi- 
eers.  Supervisors,  Record  Management/Evidence  person¬ 
nel,  and  all  other  personnel  who  may  use  or  othenvise  be 
involved  with  body  cameras. 

4.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  USE  OF  BODY  CAMERA 

Each  Officer  that  is  required  to  wear  a  body  camera 
must  sign  out  the  equipment  before  the  beginning  of  their 
shift  and  must  return  it  to  the  same  location  at  the  end  of 
their  shift,  signing  their  name  on  the  same  list  indicating 
this  action  has  been  taken.  The  Shift  Supervisor  must  also 
affix  their  signature  to  the  same  list,  approving  the  use  of 
the  body  camera  by  the  Officer. 

Officers  are  expected  to  cheek  the  functionality  of  their 
device  periodically  during  their  shift.  If  a  body  camera  is 
to  malftjnction  in  any  way  during  an  Officer’s  shift,  the 
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Officer  must  immediately  inform  their  Supervisor.  Any 
body  camera  that  fails  to  operate  properly  in  the  course 
of  an  Officer’s  shift  must  immediately  be  returned  to  the 
originating  District  and  replaced  with  a  functioning  body 
camera  before  an  Officer  can  return  to  their  shift. 

5.  PLACEMENT  AND  OPERATION 
All  Officers  equipped  with  a  body  camera  must  place 
the  device  on  their  lapel.  Before  signing  the  body  camera 
out  of  its  storage  location,  each  Officer  must  ensure  the 
equipment  works  and  is  not  faulty  in  any  way. 

The  body  camera  is  to  be  turned  on  whenever  respond¬ 
ing  to  a  call  or  before  an  Officer  interacts  with  a  civilian. 
The  Officer  must  inform  the  civilian  of  the  presence  of 
the  body  camera  and  must,  while  recording,  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  civilian  to  continue  recording  the  interac¬ 
tion.  If  a  civilian  verbally  requests  on  camera  that  the 
camera  be  shut  off,  the  Officer  must  do  so. 

A.  Scenarios  where  an  Officer  must  turn  their  body 
cameras  on  include: 

1 .  Responding  to  a  call. 

2.  Traffic  violations. 

3.  Motor- vehicle  accident  scenes. 

4.  During  all  interrogations  of  suspected  criminals, 
victims,  witnesses  or  persons  of  interest. 

5.  In  the  pursuit  of  a  suspect. 

6.  While  in  the  process  of  an  arrest. 

7.  Crime  scenes. 

8.  Traffic  stops. 

9.  Suspicious  vehicle  stops. 

1 0.  Suspicious  person  stops. 

1 1 .  Priority  responses. 

12.  Vehicle  pursuits. 

13.  Work-related  transports. 

14.  Vehicle  searches. 

15.  Physical  confrontations. 

16.  Crimes  in  progress. 

17.  When  advising  an  individual  of  their  Miranda  rights. 

18.  When  ordered  to  do  so  by  a  supervisor. 

B.  Scenarios  where  an  Officer  many  not  use  their  body 
cameras: 

1 .  Instances  of  civil  disobedience,  except  if  the  use  of 
force  is  permitted  or  in  the  case  of  the  arrest  of  a 
participant. 

2.  Lawful  protests  and  approved  marches. 

3.  A  civilian  is  partially  or  fully  unclothed. 

4.  During  the  course  of  a  trial  inside  of  a  courtroom. 

5.  To  protect  the  identity  of  an  officer  in  an  undercover 
capacity. 

6.  To  protect  the  identity  of  a  confidential  reliable 
informant. 

7.  The  incident  or  event  is  such  duration  that  the  body 
camera  is  deactivated  to  conserve  power  and/or  stor¬ 
age. 

8.  The  Officer  reasonably  believes  that  the  stopping 
of  the  recording  will  not  result  in  the  loss  of  critical 
evidence. 

9.  If  the  Officer  is  requested  to  stop  filming. 

10.  When  ordered  by  a  Supervisor  to  cease  recording. 

Officers  are  expected  to  use  general  wherewithal  to 
determine  if  a  situation  warrants  the  use  of  the  body  cam¬ 
era  that  is  not  enumerated  above  or  throughout  the  rest 
of  this  document.  Officers  are  encouraged  to  record  all 
interactions  rather  than  fail  to  record  an  interaction  that 
may  have  required  its  usage  in  the  final  analysis. 

Use  of  the  body  camera  must  be  included  in  all  inci¬ 
dent  reports.  A  reason  for  not  using  the  body  camera  must 
be  articulated  in  a  written  report  or  expressed  verbally  on 
camera  before  turning  it  off.  Officers  must  use  their  dis¬ 
cretion  to  not  record  in  scenarios  where  it  is  impossible 
and  impractical  to  do,  and  where  doing  so  would  threaten 
harm  to  the  Officer. 


Body  cameras  are  not  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
surveillance  of  Officers  or  Department  employees,  or  for 
initiating  an  investigation  or  initiating  disciplinary  action 
against  an  Officer  or  Department  employee.  However, 
data  captured  by  the  body  camera  may  be  accessed  and/ 
or  used  as  evidence:  relating  to  a  complaint  of  misconduct 
made  against  an  Officer;  or  in  situations  where  evidence 
of  Officer  misconduct  is  discovered  during  the  course  of 
authorized  access  or  review  of  video  data  with  regard  to 
pending  administrative,  criminal,  civil,  or  traffic  matters. 

Officers  must  not  use  their  body  camera  for  personal 
reasons,  any  other  reason  which  is  not  consistent  with 
those  defined  in  this  policy  above  or  without  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioner. 

6.  WRITING  A  REPORT 

To  ensure  the  accuracy  of  written  reports  regarding  an 
incident,  an  Officer  should  review  audio  and  video  data 
before  making  a  report  or  statement.  An  Officer  shall  note 
the  following  in  his/her  report: 

a.  Whether  audio  or  video  evidence  was  gathered  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  events  described  in  the  report. 

b.  If  the  body  camera  was  deactivated  prior  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  event,  the  fact  that  the  body  camera 
was  deactivated  and  the  basis  for  deactivation. 

c.  Any  malfunction  occurring  during  the  situation  that 
is  the  subject  of  the  report 

Officers  shall  classify  recorded  events  as  appropri¬ 
ate  based  on  the  options  available  under  the  classifica¬ 
tion/storage  software.  This  classification  should  be  done 
shortly  after  the  recorded  incident  is  concluded,  but  must 
be  done  prior  to  upload  at  the  end  of  the  Officer’s  shift, 

7.  STORAGE  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  DATA 

All  video  data  is  to  be  stored  in  a  third-party  facility 
contracted  by  BPD  through  the  City  of  Boston.  This  data 
is  to  remain  stored  for  no  longer  than  thirty  (30)  calendar 
days  after  which  it  will  be  pennanently  deleted. 

Video  that  is  considered  to  be  useful  for  upcoming 
court  cases  or  in  the  pursuit  of  identifying,  detaining, 
charging  and  trying  a  suspect  or  suspects  shall  remain 
stored  until  such  time  as  the  investigation,  subsequent 
court  case  and  appeals  shall  be  resolved. 

8.  ACCESSING  VIDEO  DATA 

Only  designated  data  management  personnel  shall 
have  access  to  the  video  data.  Custody  of  this  data  shall 
only  be  temporarily  released  outside  of  storage  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  scenarios: 

1 .  Suspect  interrogation. 

2.  Court  cases. 

3.  Appeal  cases  by  defendants. 

4.  BOLO  public  alerts 

5.  Disciplinary  hearings  for  an  Officer 

Video  data  will  be  subject  to  the  Freedom  of  Informa¬ 
tion  Act  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Commissioner. 

Video  data  may  be  released  to  any  civilian  who  is  a 
subject  of  a  particular  video  file.  A  civilian  may  fill  out  a 
form  at  their  local  District  to  request  a  copy  of  the  video 
file  for  their  own  purpose.  The  Commanding  Officer  and 
the  Commissioner  must  approve  this  request.  Video  must 
be  released  unless  doing  such  would  cause  the  harm  of 
an  Officer  or  other  civilians;  would  impede  an  ongoing 
investigation;  or  the  video  is  being  used  in  an  ongoing 
court  case. 
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Video  data  may  be  released  for  the  purposes  of  re¬ 
search  to  study  the  effects  of  using  body  cameras  or  all 
such  research  for  which  the  study  of  such  video  would 
prove  essential.  This  would  require  the  explicit  consent 
of  the  Commissioner,  the  Commanding  Officer  and  any 
person(s)  who  may  be  recorded  in  such  video.  All  video 
data  which  is  used  for  research  purposes  will  be  done  so 
without  the  personal  information  of  subject(s)  in  the  vid¬ 
eo  or  pertinent  details  of  the  case  related  to  such  video  be¬ 
ing  made  available  to  the  researcher(s)  or  general  public. 

Any  subject  of  a  video  must  be  made  aware  that  their 
video  has  been  requested  and  receive  a  form  with  the 
name  of  the  Officer  or  any  Third  Party  who  requested  it. 
Consent  of  the  subject  must  be  given  before  such  video  be 
made  available  to  the  Officer  or  Third  Party. 

Any  copy  of  video  data  which  is  released  to  a  subject 
of  such  video,  or  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  court  case 
or  appeal,  or  given  up  for  research,  or  any  other  scenario 
where  video  data  is  shared  outside  of  its  storage  facility 
must  be  signed  out  by  said  Party  at  the  District  that  claims 
ownership  of  video  data  or  the  Boston  Police  Department 
Headquarters.  Video  data  will  be  made  available  on  a 
Universal  Serial  Bus  (USB)  flash  drive. 

9.  DISCIPLINARY  MEASURES  FOR  IMPROPER 
USE  OF  BODY  CAMERA 

Failure  to  wear  a  body  camera  while  on  duty  shall  re¬ 
sult  in  the  use  of  discipline  found  in  Rule  109,  Section 
32,  Rule  102  s.l  0(  d)  of  the  BPD  Rules  and  Procedures. 

Failure  to  properly  maintain  the  body  camera  during 
a  shift  shall  result  in  the  use  of  discipline  found  in  Rule

Rules  and  Procedures. 

Failure  to  turn  off  the  body  camera  when  a  civilian 
does  not  give  consent  to  being  recorded  shall  result  in  the 
use  of  discipline  found  in  Rule  1 09,  Section  32,  Rule]  02 
s.l  7  of  the  BPD  Rules  and  Procedures.6 

10.  EVIDENTIARY  EXCLUSION  AND  PRESUMP¬

Any  evidence  obtained  in  an  unrecorded  encounter  of 
one  of  the  types  listed  in  Section  SA  of  this  policy. 

In  any  instance  in  which  an  officer  wearing  a  camera 
is  accused  of  misconduct,  a  failure  to  record  that  incident 
would  create  an  evidentiary  presumption  against  the  of¬ 
ficer. 

11.  SEVERABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable.  If  a  court 
declares  invalid  any  such  provision  of  the  application  to 
any  person  or  circumstance,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  other  provision  or  application.

WHEREAS,  The  Boston  Public  Schools  do  not  cur¬ 
rently  include  genocide  in  history  or  social  science  curric¬ 
ulum  frameworks  for  United  States  and  world  history  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recognizing  the  notion  that  national,  eth¬ 
nic,  racial  or  religious  hatred  can  overtake  any  nation  or 
society  leading  to  calamitous  consequences.  And, 

WHEREAS,  Representative  Jeffrey  Roy  and  Senator 
Karen  Spilka  have  introduced  House  Docket  No.  3059  an 
Act  concerning  genocide  education.  Section  1,  Chapter 
1 5  of  the  General  Laws  be  amended  by  adding  Section  67, 
Acts  of  genocide  across  the  globe  shall  be  included  in  the 
Massachusetts  history  and  social  science  frameworks  for 
United  States  and  world  history.  And, 

WHEREAS,  To  reinforce  that  lesson,  such  curriculum 
unit  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  Nazi  atroci¬ 
ties  of  1933  to  1945  known  as  the  Holocaust,  the  Famine 
Genocide  in  Ukraine  known  as  Holdomor,  The  Armenian 
Genocide,  the  Pontian  Greek  Genocide,  and  more  recent 
atrocities  in  Cambodia,  Bosnia,  Rwanda  and  Sudan.  And,

firmation  of  the  commitment  of  free  peoples  from  all 
nations  to  never  again  pennit  the  occurrence  of  another

HERTY,  LINEHAN,  PRESSLEY,  MURPHY,  CIOMMO, 
YANCEY,  O’MALLEY  and  JACKSON  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

WHEREAS:  The  Boston  Census  taken  in  2012  showed 
about  36  percent  of  households  in  Boston  speak  a  lan¬ 
guage  other  than  English  at  home  and  44  percent  of  Bos¬ 
ton  Public  School  students  in  the  2013-2014  school  year 
don’t  speak  English  as  their  first  language,  representing 
84  different  languages  and  142  different  countries;  And 
WHEREAS:  It  is  important  that  the  city  services  of¬ 
fered  in  Boston  are  accessible  to  all  of  our  residents  in¬ 
cluding  those  who  aren’t  English  speakers;  And 

WHEREAS:  There  are  lots  of  opportunities  for  as¬ 
sistance  for  non-English  speakers,  however  they  would 
benefit  from  greater  awareness  of  these  resources.  For 
example,  there  are  many  multilingual  employees  working 
for  the  City  of  Boston  whose  services  and  feedback  could 
be  used  to  assist  non-English  speakers;  And 

WHEREAS:  Other  municipalities  including  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Oakland,  New  York  City,  Chicago,  and  Washington 
D.C.  already  have  language  access  laws  and  ordinances 
that  require  certain  city  agencies  to  have  free,  comprehen¬ 


sive  language  assistance  services  to  those  who  are  limit- 
ed-English  proficient.  For  example,  San  Francisco,  much 
like  the  other  cities,  requires  that  each  department  have  a 
designated  translator,  as  well  as  ongoing  employee  devel¬ 
opment.  Washington  D.C.  similarly  created  a  Language 
Access  Coalition  which  holds  periodic  public  meetings 
and  works  with  communities  to  resolve  issues;  And 

WHEREAS:  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  New  Bostonians, 
as  well  as  other  non-profits  in  the  city  are  a  great  access 
point  for  non-English  speakers  and  it  is  key  that  they  be 
equipped  with  the  necessary  resources  to  best  support 
their  constituents;  And 

WHEREAS:  Not  all  city  departments  have  the  staff¬ 
ing  capacity  and  translated  documents  to  be  able  to  help 
those  who  need  language  access  services  in  an  efficient 
way;  Now

WHEREAS:  The  MBTA’s  rapid  transit  system  is  the 
preferred  mode  of  transportation  for  many  Bostonians, 
as  it  served  over  750,000  weekday  passengers  and  made 
over  237  million  trips  in  2013;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  March  2014,  the  MBTA  launched  a 
yearlong  Late  Night  T  service  pilot  program  running  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  nights;  and 

WHEREAS:  Since  the  program  was  implemented, 
over  860,000  trips  have  been  made  and  ridership  has  av¬ 
eraged  approximately  15,000  passengers;  and 

WHEREAS:  Similar  sized  cities  such  as  Washington 
D.C.  and  Denver  offer  late  night  transit  service  for  their 
residents;  and 

WHEREAS:  Late  night  transit  service  provides  a  safe 
and  affordable  mode  oftravel  for  those  who  wish  to  par¬ 
take  in  Boston’s  late  night  offerings,  such  as  concerts, 
clubs,  and  restaurants;  and 

WHEREAS:  Bostonians  who  work  nontraditional 
hours,  including  those  on  international  time  schedules 
and  service  industry  workers  employed  at  hotels,  res¬ 
taurants,  and  bars,  made  up  approximately  20%  of  Late 
Night  T  ridership;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  late  night  transit  pilot  program, 
which  costs  $13  million,  is  at  risk  of  being  cut  due  to  a 
state  budget  deficit  of  $765  million  and  a  lack  of  corpo¬ 
rate  partners;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  (“MassDOT”)  announced  that  the  Late  Night  T

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CHAPTER  17  OF  CITY 
OF  BOSTON  CODE-  ORDINANCES  REGULAT¬ 
ING  THE  PRACTICE  OF  PATRONS  BRINGING 
THEIR  OWN  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES  ONTO 
PREMISES  (BYOB)  (DOCKET  NO.  0353) 

Councilors  WU,  MURPHY,  BAKER  and  MCCAR¬ 
THY  offered  the  following: 


Councilor  CIOMMO  in  the  Chair. 


WHEREAS,  Thriving  neighborhood  restaurants  can 
often  anchor  vibrant  and  diverse  small  business  districts, 
and  being  able  to  offer  wine  and  beer  along  with  a  meal 
can  enhance  customers’  dining  experiences;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Alcoholic  beverage  licenses  to  serve  li¬ 
quor  and/or  beer  and  wine  are  often  unattainable  for  small 
and  start  up  restaurants  in  Boston  due  to  scarcity  and  cost; 
and  some  smaller  restaurants  may  not  wish  to  offer  alco¬ 
hol  on  the  menu  due  to  the  large  fixed  costs  and  logistics 
of  finding  suppliers  and  purchasing  minimum  numbers  of 
cases  up  front;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  regulated  “Bring  Your  Own  Bottle” 
(BYOB)  system  in  Boston  would  give  restaurateurs  the 
choice  to  create  an  environment  where  patrons  bring  their 
own  wine  and  beer,  offering  more  flexibility  in  business 
models  and  alleviating  some  of  the  disadvantage  from 
scarce  liquor  licenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  BYOB  would  also  let  patrons  enjoy  their 
dining  experience  with  their  own  selection  of  wine  and 
drink  at  certain  restaurants,  encouraging  residents  and 
visitors  to  dine  out  due  to  greater  options  and  a  better 
consumer  experience;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Cities  around  the  country  such  as  Chica¬ 
go,  New  York  and  Philadelphia  have  successfully  imple¬ 
mented  BYOB,  and  restaurants  that  allow  BYOB  are  also 
on  the  rise  nationally;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  Massachusetts  state  law  pro¬ 
hibits  BYOB  in  restaurants  with  liquor  licenses,  cities  and 
towns  are  authorized  to  set  their  own  regulations  in  deter¬ 
mining  whether  BYOB  is  allowed  in  restaurants  without 
liquor  licenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Massachusetts  municipalities  such  as 
Brookline  have  policies  allowing  and  regulating  BYOB, 
while  other  cities’  and  towns’  regulations  are  silent  on 
BYOB,  effectively  allowing  restaurants  to  implement 
BYOB;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Boston  currently  prohibits  BYOB,  but 
abolishing  this  prohibition  and  instead  instituting  a  regu¬ 
lated  process  to  obtain  BYOB  licenses  could  enable  more 
neighborhood  restaurants  to  flourish  and  encourage  local 
economic  development;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  could  pro¬ 
mulgate  regulations  to  ensure  that  BYOB  in 

Boston  does  not  impair  neighborhood  quality  of  life 
and  fits  with  each  neighborhood’s  small  business  ecosys¬ 
tem.  These  regulations  could  include  requiring  communi¬ 
ty  process  to  obtain  a  BYOB  license,  limiting  the  amount 
of  alcohol  each  patron  may  bring  with  them,  and  allow¬ 
ing  restaurants  to  charge  a  fee  for  BYOB,  among  others. 
NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  1 7  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new 
section: 

Section  One. 


Regulating  the  Practice  of  Patrons  Bringing  Their  Own 
Alcoholic  Beverages  onto  the  Premises. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  apply  to  businesses  that 
do  not  have  a  liquor  license  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
who  hold  a  Common  Victualler’s  license,  as  authorized 
by  M.G.L.  Chapter  140,  issued  by  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board. 

All  Common  Victualler’s  Licensees  that  choose  to  al¬ 
low  patrons  to  bring  their  own  alcoholic  beverages  onto 
the  premises,  a  practice  known  as  “bring  your  own  bottle” 
,  or  “BYOB,”  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  promul¬ 
gated  by  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall  have 
the  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  shall  promulgate  regulations  that  will  allow  patrons 
to  bring  their  own  alcoholic  beverages  onto  the  premises. 
The  Board  shall  file  the  regulations  and  any  amendments 
thereof  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall 
include  the  regulations  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  occur¬ 
ring  meeting  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Section  Two. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  effective 
upon  passage.

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Order  autho¬ 
rizing  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  refunding  bonds  in  a 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Sixty  Five  Million  Dollars 
($65,000,000).  The  City  is  preparing  to  competitively  sell 
general  obligation  bonds  in  the  municipal  market.  Current 
favorable  conditions  will  allow  the  City  to  potentially  re¬ 
alize  significant  savings  in  debt  service  costs  by  refunding 
certain  outstanding  debt.  While  residual  loan  authoriza¬ 
tion  remains  available  for  this  refunding,  the  additional 
amount  before  you  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  ex¬ 
pected  level  sufficient  for  this  upcoming  sale. 

Therefore,  I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this 


Order  as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  the  City  will 
be  positioned  to  issue  refunding  bonds  and  thereby  save 
taxpayer  money  by  paying  lower  debt  service  costs.

REFUNDING  ORDER 

ORDERED:  That,  in  order  to  reduce  interest  costs,  the 
Collector-Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  is 
authorized  to  issue  refunding  bonds  pursuant  to  Section 
13  of  Chapter  643  of  the  Acts  of  1983  as  amended  (the 
“Act”)  to  refund  such  portion  of  the  outstanding  bonds  or 
other  obligations  of  the  City  as  the  Collector-Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  select;  that  the  re¬ 
funding  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
Sixty  Five  Million  Dollars  ($65,000,000.00)  in  order  to 
pay  the  principal,  redemption  premium,  if  any.  and  in¬ 
terest  on  the  bonds  or  other  obligations  to  be  refunded 
and  other  costs  provided  in  Section  13  of  the  Act;  that,  if 
determined  by  the  Collector-Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  the  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  as  spe¬ 
cial  obligations  of  the  City  as  provided  in  Section  8  of 
the  Act  or  as  provided  in  Section  1 1  of  the  Act;  and  that 
the  Collector-Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
is  authorized  to  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  or  desirable  to  issue  and  sell  the  refunding  bonds,  in¬ 
cluding.  without  limitation,  one  or  more  trust  or’security 
agreements  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  the  Act.

Dear  Councilors: 

I  hereby  transmit  for  your  approval  an  Order  au¬ 
thorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  expend  the  amount  of 
$3,680,000.00  in  the  form  of  a  Community  Clean  Energy 
Resiliency  Initiative  Project  Implementation  grant  (the 
“CCERI  Grant”),  awarded  by  the  Renewable  and  Alter¬ 
native  Energy  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Energy  Resources  (DOER),  to  be  administered  by  the 
City’s  Office  of  Environment,  Energy,  and  Open  Space. 

The  doer’s  CCERI  grant  will  partially  fund  the  cost 
ofthe  engineering,  controls,  electrical  switchgear  and  wir¬ 
ing  required  to  operate  a  two  megawatt  (MW)  combined 
heat  and  power  (“CHP”)  unit  at  the  Boston  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  Menino  Campus  in  the  event  of  a  power  outage.  Bos¬ 
ton  Medical  Center  will  finance  the  balance  of  the  project 
costs,  and  no  City  funds  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
project. 

The  equipment  funded  by  the  CCERI  Grant  will  be 
configured  not  only  to  support  the  hospital,  but  will  also 
provide  extended  duration  backup  electric  power  in  the 
event  of  a  normal  power  outage  to  the  regional  emergency 
communications  infrastructure  located  on  the  roof  of 
the  high  rise  housing  building  located  at  35  Northamp¬ 
ton  Street,  which  is  adjacent  the  Boston  Medical  Center 
Menino  Campus.  The  telecommunications  equipment 
will  support  the  following  critical  functions  in  the  case  of 
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an  emergency  event: 

i.  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commission  Emergen¬ 
cy  Medical  Services; 

ii.  the  Boston  Optical  Network  required  to  operate 
the  City’s  Public  Safety  Radio; 

iii.  the  Boston  Fire  Department’s  emergency  com¬ 
munications; 

iv.  the  Boston  Police  Department  emergency  com¬ 
munications;  and 

V.  the  City’s  Shot  Spotter  System. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  adopt  this  Order  so  that 
the  City  of  Boston  may  expend  the  funds  expeditiously 
upon  award  for  the  purposes  for  which  these  funds  are 
granted.

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WHEREAS,  Seniors  in  every  neighborhood  across 
Boston  are  in  need  of  affordable  housing  units  near  ser¬ 
vice  providers,  family,  and  friends  where  they  can  spend

WHEREAS,  Seniors  represent  the  fastest-growing 
population  in  Boston,  and  by  2030  one  in  five  households 
will  be  headed  by  a  senior;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2014  report  by  the 
UMass  Center  for  Social  and  Demographic  Research  on 
Aging  Gerontology  Institute,  between  2000  and  2010, 
Boston  saw  an  increase  of  1 1  %  seniors  age  60  and  older, 
far  outpacing  the  general  population  growth  of  5%  during 
the  same  period.

0477)

To  the  City  Council. 

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  a  petition  to 
the  General  Court  which  would  allow  the  City  to  impose 
fines  of  up  to  $1,500.00  on  persons  failing  to  act  responsi¬ 
bly  in  removing  snow,  slush  or  ice.  The  home  rule  petition 
would  allow  the  City  to  increase  fines  in  three  areas. 

First,  such  fine  could  be  assessed  against  any  per¬ 
son  who  removes  snow,  slush  or  ice  Irom  any  property, 
public  or  private,  and  throws  it  onto  a  public  way.  The 
petition  takes  the  definition  of  “person”  as  it  appears  in 
Section  7  of  Chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws,  and  includes 
corporations,  associations  and  societies. 

Second,  owners  of  property  abutting  sidewalks  would 
be  subject  to  such  a  fine  for  failure  to  remove  snow,  slush 
or  ice  in  accordance  with  City  ordinances. 

Third,  owners  of  property  abutting  curb  ramps  would 
likewise  be  subject  to  such  a  fine  for  failure  to  remove 
snow,  slush  or  ice  Irom  the  curb  ramp  in  accordance  with 
City  ordinances. 

It  is  my  intention  that,  once  this  home  rule  petition  is 
enacted  by  the  General  Court  and  signed  by  the  Governor, 
to  work  with  the  City  Council  expeditiously  to  amend  the 
City  Code  to  establish  an  updated  snow  fine  structure  that 
serves  as  an  adequate  deterrent  and  considers  the  distinc¬ 
tion  between  commercial  entities  and  residents  who  com¬ 
mit  violations. 

Commercial  entities  and  residents  who  plow  or  shovel 
snow  onto  roads  are  in  clear  violation  of  snow  removal 
regulations,  as  are  those  who  leave  sidewalks  unshoveled. 
However,  with  a  cap  of  only  $300  for  any  type  of  snow  in¬ 
fraction,  the  current  fine  structure  does  not  effectively  de¬ 
ter  this  behavior,  nor  does  it  raise  enough  revenue  to  help 
defray  some  of  the  added  costs  these  violations  create. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  dealing  with  historic 
snowfall.  Snow  removal  efforts  have  already  cost  upwards 
of  $40  million.  Illegally  dumping  snow  onto  public  roads 
severely  worsens  an  already  challenging  snow  removal 
process,  compounds  our  workload,  raises  our  costs  and 
increases  safety  risks  for  drivers.  Additionally,  failing  to 


remove  snow  from  sidewalks  and  curb  ramps  puts  lives 
at  danger.  It  is  a  problem  for  every  pedestrian,  but  it  is 
especially  difficult  for  our  children,  for  the  disabled,  and 
for  the  elderly  to  face  deep,  unshoveled  sidewalks,  and  be 
forced  to  walk  in  the  road. 

We  have  seen  the  negative  impact  of  irresponsible 
behavior  from  contractors  who  plow  snow  from  private 
property  onto  streets,  to  property  owners  who  fail  to  clear 
sidewalks  in  accordance  with  current  City  ordinances  and 
those  who  fail  to  dig  out  curb  ramps.  All  of  these  actions 
or  non-actions  have  a  negative  effect  on  public  safety  and 
welfare  and  serve  to  break:  down  the  bonds  of  commu¬ 
nity. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  Home  Rule 
Petition  in  an  expeditious  manner.

AN  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  SNOW 
REMOVAL  PENALTIES 

ORDERED:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order 
be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  (1)  of  Section 
eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely 
as  follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: — 

Whereas,  the  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to  improve  and  enhance 
public  safety  during  snow  emergencies  in  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  health  and  safety. 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law 
to  the  contrary,  the  City  of  Boston  by  ordinance  may  im¬ 
pose  a  fine  of  up  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
on  any  person  who  removes  snow,  slush  or  ice  from  any 
property,  public  or  private,  and  places  it  upon  a  public 
way. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by  ordinance  im¬ 
pose  a  fine  of  up  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
on  any  owner  of  a  building,  estate,  or  land  abutting  on 
a  sidewalk  who  fails  to  remove  snow,  slush  or  ice  from 
said  sidewalk. 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by  ordinance  im¬ 
pose  a  fine  of  up  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  on 
any  owner  of  a  building,  estate,  or  land  abutting  one  (1) 
or  more  curb  ramps  who  fails  to  remove  snow,  slush  or  ice 
from  said  ramp  or  ramps. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  section  5  of  Chapter  40U, 
fines  imposed  under  ordinances  enacted  pursuant  to  this 
Chapter  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
40U. 

Section  5.  “Person”  shall  have  the  meaning  given  in 
section  7  of  Chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  6.  This  law  will  take  effect  upon  passage.

WHEREAS:  In  March  of  2014  the  MBTA  launched  a 
one  year  Late  Night  T  service  pilot  program  on  its  sub¬ 
ways  and  key  bus  lines;  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  MBTA  is  now  considering  whether 
to  continue  Late  Night  T  service,  alter  it  to  make  it  more 
financially  sustainable,  or  terminate  it  altogether;  and, 
WHEREAS:  Over  one  million  passengers  have  taken 
advantage  of  Late  Night  T  service,  averaging  nearly  twen¬ 
ty-seven  thousand  riders  per  weekend;  and, 

WHEREAS:  Late  Night  T  service  not  only  supports 
Boston’s  vibrant  restaurants  and  nightlife,  but  also  pro¬ 
vides  a  convenient,  safe  and  affordable  option  to  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  service  and  hospitality  industries  and  students 
throughout  the  region;  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  is  home  to  a  thriving 
arts  community  and  Late  Night  T  service  supplements  ex¬ 
isting  transit  options,  making  the  arts  more  accessible  and 
inclusive  for  residents  and  visitors;  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  projected  cost  of  one  year  of  Late 
Night  T  service  is  nearly  thirteen  million  dollars,  while 
the  projected  revenue  is  just  over  two  million  dollars;  and,

WHEREAS:  260  people  in  11  residential  recovery 
programs  on  Long  Island  were  removed  and  barred  from 
Long  Island  with  no  notice  or  plan,  therefore  suffering 
incalculable  harm  due  to  abrupt  cessation  of  medical  de¬ 
toxification  services,  interruption  of  short  and  long  term 
treatment  plans,  collapse  of  case  management  services,

WHEREAS:  The  closure  of  the  60  bed,  five  day  detox 
program  at  Andrew  House  eliminated  half  the  detox  beds 
In  the  Boston  area,  denying  treatment  to  1 ,800  people  to 
date  seeking  detox  since  October  8,  doubtless  contribut¬ 
ing  to  the  spike  in  deaths  reported  from  substance  abuse 
in  recent  months;  and

der  identity,  leading  to  many  LGBT  seniors  hiding  their 
identity  and  suffering  from  severe  isolation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Housing  advocates  and  community  de¬ 
velopers  across  the  country  in  cities  such  as  Los  Angeles, 
Minneapolis,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  and  New  York  have 
recognized  the  importance  of  LGBT-fiiendly  housing;

Councilors  WU,  MCCARTHY,  JACKSON,  LINE- 
HAN,  BAKER,  CIOMMO,  FLAHERTY,  LAMATTINA, 
ZAKIM,  YANCEY,  MURPHY  and  PRESSLEY  offered 
the  following: 

WHEREAS:  There  are  approximately  178  countries 
worldwide  that  offer  some  form  of  paid  maternity  leave, 
with  more  than  50  countries  offering  paternity  leave  as 
well,  and  with  the  United  States  being  one  of  only  three 
countries  that  lacks  a  law  requiring  employers  to  fund  pa¬ 
rental  pay,  with  the  others  being  Oman  and  Papua  New 
Guinea;  AND 

WHEREAS:  The  new  Massachusetts  Parental  Leave 
Act  (MPLA)  will  take  effect  April  7,  2015,  expanding 
the  Massachusetts  Maternity  Leave  Act  (MMLA)  enacted 
in  1972,  to  offer  eight  weeks  of  unpaid  but  job-protected 
leave  per  child  born  or  adopted  to  parents  of  both  genders; 
AND 

WHEREAS:  The  Family  and  Medical  Leave  Act  of 
1993  (FMLA)  is  a  federal  law  that  guarantees  twelve 
weeks  of  unpaid  leave;  AND 

WHEREAS:  The  lack  of  income  during  periods  of  pa¬ 
rental  leave  puts  an  undue  burden  on  families  and  causes 
employees  to  return  to  work  earlier  than  they  might  other¬ 
wise  choose  to;  AND 

WHEREAS:  Paid  leave  and  workplace  flexibility  in¬ 
crease  productivity,  help  to  recruit  more  talented  workers, 
lower  worker  turnover  and  replacement  costs,  reduce  ab¬ 
senteeism,  and  improve  job  satisfaction;  AND 

WHEREAS:  The  City  Council  and  Mayor  Martin  J. 
Walsh  share  a  commitment  to  improving  workplace  op¬ 
portunities  for  working  families  in  Boston,  and  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Paid  Parental  Leave  Ordinance  is  the  result  of  active 
collaboration  with  the  Walsh  Administration  over  several 
months;  NOW  THEREFORE 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  5-5.20  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  the  section  in  its  entirety  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  language: 

5-5.20  Paid  Parental  Leave  for  City  of  Boston 
Employees 

1 .  The  City  of  Boston  shall  implement  paid  paren¬ 
tal  leave  for  all  of  its  exempt  female  and  male 
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employees  and  all  other  employees  covered  by 
collective  bargaining  agreements  whose  agree¬ 
ments  explicitly  provide  for  this  benefit  for  the 
employee,  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  his  or  her 
newborn  or  newly  adopted  child  or  children.  This 
leave  shall  apply  equally  to  parents  regardless 
of  gender,  as  well  as  to  same-sex  couples,  in  the 
event  of  a  natural  birth  by  any  method,  adoption, 
surrogacy,  and  stillbirths.  Employees  who  have 
worked  for  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  minimum  of 
one  year  are  eligible  for  the  full  duration  of  paid 
parental  leave. 

2.  The  paid  parental  leave  shall  be  up  to  six  weeks 
long,  and  may  be  taken  by  day  or  week  anytime 
during  the  first  year  after  the  birth  or  adoption  of 
the  child  or  children.  The  leave  period  is  fixed 
regardless  of  the  number  of  children  bom  or 
adopted  by  the  employee.  During  the  leave  pe¬ 
riod,  the  employee  shall  be  paid  100  percent  of 
her  or  his  base  wages  for  the  first  two  weeks,  75 
percent  of  his  or  her  base  wages  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  two  weeks,  and  50  percent  of  base  wages 
for  the  remaining  two  weeks.  Employees  shall 
be  eligible  to  use  any  accmed  leave  in  order  to 
receive  compensation  up  to  1 00  percent  of  base 
pay  during  the  weeks  reimbursed  at  the  rates  of 
75  percent  and  50  percent.  This  paid  leave  will 
occur  concurrently  with  and  count  towards  the 
following  leaves  for  which  the  employee  may  be 
eligible:  the  federally  mandated  twelve  weeks  of 
Family  and  Medical  Leave  Act  (FMLA)  leave, 
eight  weeks  of  Massachusetts  Parental  Leave  Act 
(MPLA)  leave,  and  up  to  twelve  months  of  un¬ 
paid  leave  due  to  childbirth  or  adoption  offered 
by  the  City.

WHEREAS:  Utilizing  one-an-one  instruction  in  30 
minute  daily  sessions  over  the  span  of  12  to  20  weeks, 
Reading  Recovery  prioritizes  five  components  of  instruc¬ 
tion:  phonemic  awareness,  phonics,  vocabulary,  compre¬ 
hension  and  fluency;  and 

WHEREAS:  According  to  the  President’s  Commission 
on  Excellence  in  Special  Education,  the  largest  number  of 
children  entering  special  education  are  referred  for  read¬ 
ing  difficulties.  Reading  Recovery  has  been  effective  in 
significantly  reducing  the  number  of  first  grade  special 
education  referrals;  and 

WHEREAS:  During  2012-13,  Reading  Recovery  in¬ 
structors  in  Massachusetts  served  1,396  students;  1,086, 
or  seventy-eight  percent,  received  “complete  interven¬ 
tions”  (the  student  either  reached  grade  level  or  was 
recommended  for  further  support).  Of  the  students  who 
received  complete  interventions,  seventy-three  percent

I  transmit  herewith  my  Fiscal  Year  2016  Recommend¬ 
ed  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Recommended 
Operating  Budget  totals  $2.86  billion  and  represents  an 
increase  of  $1 19.9  million,  or  4.4%  over  FY15. 

I  put  forth  these  recommendations  for  an  FY 1 6  budget 
that  will  advance  progress  toward  a  City  that  is  Thriving, 
Healthy,  and  Innovative  for  all  residents. 

It  invests  heavily  in  core  City  services  and  amenities, 
such  as  Neighborhood  Services,  Public  Works,  and  Parks 
to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  across  the  City. 

It  improves  public  safety  by  providing  for  new  police 
and  litre  classes,  while  elevating  diversity  efforts  through 
additional  resources  in  the  Fire  department  and  the  rein¬ 
troduction  of  the  Cadet  program  in  the  Police  department. 

It  builds  off  of  FY15’s  elevation  of  Arts  and  Culture 
to  the  cabinet-level  by  increasing  the  office’s  budget  by 
nearly  33  percent.  With  this,  Boston  will  be  able  to  ex¬ 
pand  its  major  event  offerings,  support  its  artists,  and 
enrich  the  lives  of  its  citizens,  while  contributing  to  the 
local  economy. 

It  fully  funds  operations  of  the  City’s  renowned  library 
system,  including  the  newly  renovated  children’s  and  teen 
spaces  in  the  Johnson  Building  in  Copley  Square. 


It  advances  my  goal  of  producing  4,000  units  of  af¬ 
fordable  elderly  housing  by  2030  with  a  brand-new  $1 .75 
million  City  investment. 

It  invests  heavily  in  BPS,  appropriating  $21  million 
more  in  weighted  student  funding,  funding  100  additional 
Pre-  K  seats,  and  expanding  extended  learning  time  to  1 6 
additional  schools. 

With  growth  in  fixed  costs  and  salaries  and  benefits, 
and  the  City’s  increasing  reliance  on  local  revenues,  I  was 
forced  to  make  tough  choices  among  City  priorities.  How¬ 
ever,  the  strength  of  the  Boston  economy  affords  me  the 
ability  to  recommend  the  investments  referenced  above 
and  others,  while  maintaining  Boston’s  path  to  long-term 
fiscal  stability. 

This  budget  is  a  manifestation  of  my  vision  for  a  Thriv¬ 
ing,  Healthy,  and  Innovative  Boston.  A  thriving  Boston 
allows  each  resident  to  prosper  economically,  receive  a 
world-"class  education,  and  have  access  to  affordable 
housing.  In  a  healthy  Boston,  residents  feel  safe,  and  care 
for  their  environment  and  the  well-being  of  all  of  those 
within  it.  An  innovative  Boston  improves  citizen  expe¬ 
riences  with  government  operations  and  drives  optimal 
service  delivery  through  data  and  technology  driven  man¬ 
agement. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  during  the  budget 
process,  and  I  respectfully  request  your  favorable  action 
on  the  FY16  Operating  Budget  and  the  Five  Year  Capital 
Plan  for  FY16to  FY20.

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  en¬ 
suring  health,  safety,  and  well-being  of  its  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  protect  air  quality  throughout 
the  community,  the  City  must  control  emissions  of  air 
pollutants;  and 

WHEREAS,  Air  pollution  has  their  deleterious  effects 
on  human  life,  animal  life,  urban  agriculture,  personal 
property  and  limits  citizens’  activities  in  the  communi¬

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor  and  Boston  City  Council  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  a  vital  interest  in  reducing  fuel  emissions  to 
improve  the  air  quality  all  City  of  Boston  residents;  now. 
Therefore  Be  It, 

ORDERED,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Chap¬ 
ter  VII,  entitled  “Environmental  Protection”  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  as  Section  7-2.3,  ‘’Die¬ 
sel  Emissions  Reductions”: 

a.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  public  health  risks  associated  with  exposure  to 
diesel  particulate  emissions  by  establishing  requirements 
relating  to  the  use  of  ultra-low  sulfur  diesel  fuel  and  die¬ 
sel.  emissions  control  technology  by  non— road  and  on¬ 
road  diesel  vehicles  used  in  City  projects  and  services, 
and  by  City  owned,  leased  or  operated  diesel  vehicles. 

It  is  further  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  protect  the 
public  health  and  the  environment  by  reducing  vehicular 
emissions  and  conserving  fuel. 

b.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  section,  unless  a  con¬ 
trary  intention  clearly  appears,  the  following  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meaning: 

CARR  means  the  California  Air  Resources  Board  or 
any  successor  agency.

Consumer  Price  Index  means  the  annual  average  Con¬ 
sumer  Price  Index  (CPl-U)  as  detennined  by  the  U.S.  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

Diesel  equipment  means  any  diesel-powered  equip¬ 
ment  greater  than  fifty  brake-horsepower. 

EPA  means  the  United  States  Environmental  Protec¬ 
tion  Agency  or  any  successor  agency. 

Non-road  vehicle  means  a  vehicle  that  is  powered  by  a 
non-road  diesel  engine  fifty  brake-horsepower  or  greater 
and  that  is  not  a  motor  vehicle  or  a  vehicle  used  solely  for 
competition,  which  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
backhoes,  bulldozers,  compressors,  cranes,  excavators, 
generators,  and  similar  equipment;  non-road  vehicles  do 
not  include  locomotives  or  marine  vessels. 

On-road  vehicle  means  any  self-propelled  vehicle  de¬ 
signed  for  transporting  persons  or  property  on  a  street  or 
highway  that  operates  on  diesel  fuel  and  that  has  a  gross 
vehicle  weight  rating  of  1 4,000  pounds  or  more. 

Ultra  low  sulfur  diesel  fuel  means  diesel  fuel  that  has 
a  sulfur  content  of  no  more  than  fifteen  parts  per  million. 

Verified  retrofit  technology  means  diesel  emission  con¬ 
trol  technology  appearing  on  the  Verified  Retrofit  Tech¬ 


nologies  List  ofEP  A  or  GARB  or  any  successor  list. 

c.  Idling. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Police  Officer,  every 
official  or  employee  of  the  Transportation  Department  as¬ 
signed  the  responsibilities  provided  in  Boston  Code  6-6.2, 
and  every  official  or  employee  of  the  Air  Pollution  Con¬ 
trol  Commission  who  takes  cognizance  of  a  violation  of 
any  provision  ofM.G.L.  c.  90  §§  16A  and  16B,  as  now  or 
hereinafter  amended,  or  any  regulation,  as  now  or  here¬ 
inafter  amended,  promulgated  by  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  c.  90  §  16B.  to  issue  a  writ¬ 
ten  Warning  or  to  issue  a  written  violation  and  to  give 
the  offender  a  notice  to  appear  before  the  Parking  Clerk, 
during  regular  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one  (2 1 ) 
days  after  the  date  of  the  violation.  The  offender  has  the 
right  to  appeal  a  violation  to  the  Parking  Clerk,  and  that 
such  hearings  before  the  Parking  Clerk  will  be  conducted 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  30A. 

2.  Section  7-2.3  is  added  to  chapter  VII  of  the  city  of 
Boston  Mmrlcipal  Code: 

The  fine  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  ofM.G.L. 
c.  90  §  1 6A,  as  now  or  hereinafter  amended  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  succeeding  offense. 

The  fine  for  any  violation  of  the  provisionsof  M.G.L. 
C.90  §  16B  and  540  CMR  27.00  et  seq,  as  now  or  herein 
after  amended,  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first 
offense,  and  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  succeeding  of¬ 
fense. 

3.  Any  violation  issued  pursuant  to  this  section,  and 
any  appeal  of  such  yiolation  to  the  Office  of  the  Parking 
Clerk,  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set 
forth  in  G.L.  c.  90,  s.  20A  1/2. 

d.  City  Vehicles  All  on-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehi¬ 
cles,  and  diesel  equipment  owned,  leased,  or  operated  by 
the  City  of  Boston  shall: 

1 .  Be  powered  by  ultra-low-sulfur  diesel  fuel;  and 

2.  Meet  EPA  emissions  standards  for  new  vehicles  in 
effect  in  2007  or  later  for  their  respective  classes  of  ve¬ 
hicle  or  have  verified  retrofit  technology  that  removes  at 
least  20  percent  of  particulates  from  the  exhaust  stream. 

3.  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  7-2. 3(d)(2), 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  in  consultation  with 
the  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission,  may  determine,  if 
supported  by  data  concerning  annual  vehicle  usage,  fuel 
consumption,  and  emission  reltes,  that  a  greater  net  re¬ 
duction  in  diesel  emissions  can  be  achieved  at  a  lesser 
cost  to  the  city  by  withholding  the  installation  of  diesel 
emission  control  equipment  from  certain  vehicles  and 
installing  higher-yield  diesel  emission  control  equipment 
on  other  vehicles.  In  such  cases,  equipment  installation 
shall  follow  said  detennination.  Vehicles  receiving  higher- 
yield  emission  control  equipment  and  vehicles  receiving 
none  on  this  basis  shall  be  specifically  identified  in  the 
annual  report  required  by  7  -2.3(f)  (2). 

4.  All  on-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel 
equipment  owned,  leased,  or  operated  by  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  shall  meet  this  requirement  set  forth  in  7-  2.3(  d)  by 
December  31,  2015.

(a)  Emergency  vehicles  including  but  not  limited  to 
vehicles  operated  by  the  Boston  Police  Department,  Bos¬ 
ton  Fire  Department,  and  Boston  Emergency  Medical 
Services. 
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(b)  On-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel 
equipment  used  solely  for  snow  removal, 

(c)  On-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel 
equipment  in  operation  for  fewer  than  1 00  hours  a  year, 

(d)  On-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel 
equipment  to  be  sold,  surplused,  or  removed,  form  service 
before  December  31,  2015,  as  determined  by  the  Director 
of  Central  Fleet  Management,  and 

(e)  On-road  vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel 
equipment  identified  in  a  cost-effectiveness  determina¬ 
tion,  as  specified,  in  7-2.3(d)  (3). 

e.  Contract  Requirements:  All  contracts  entered  into 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  construction  projects  and  other 
projects  and  services  having  a  total  estimated  cost  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  $2,000,000,  adjusted  annually  to  reflect  changes 
in  the  Consumer  Price  Index,  shall  require  that  on-road 
vehicles,  non-road  vehicles,  and  diesel  equipment  used  to 
fulfill  the  contract: 

1 .  Be  powered  by  ultra-low-sulfur  diesel  fuel;  and 

2.  Meet  ERA  emissions  standards  for  new  vehicles  and 
equipment  in  effect  in  2007  or  later  for  its  respective  class 
of  vehicle  or  equipment;  or  have  diesel  emission  control 
equipment  that  removes  a  significant  percentage  of  par¬ 
ticulates  from  the  exhaust  stream,  as  follows: 

(a)  For  contracts  entered  into  on  or  after  July  1,  2015 
and  before  July  1 ,20 1 6,  the  diesel  emission  control  equip¬

f  Implementation.  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commis¬ 
sion  shall: 

1 .  Issue  guidance  to  all  City  of  Boston  departments 
and  agencies  for  implementing  the  requirements  of  this 
section;  obtaining  documentation  of  compliance;  and  pro¬ 
viding  application  procedures  and  deadlines  about  avail¬ 
able  local.

and  effect. 

j.  Date  of  Effectiveness  The  provisions  of  this  section 
are  effective  immediately  upon  passage.

WHEREAS:  Approximately  90  percent  of  non-mela¬

WHEREAS:  Daily  application  of  SPF  15  or  greater 
decreases  the  risk  of  squamous  cell  carcinoma  and  mela¬ 
noma  by  40  percent  and  50  percent,  respectively;  and 
WHEREAS:  The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
has  released  new  guidelines  recommending  daily  SPF  of

WHEREAS:  The  Surgeon  General’s  Call  to  Action  to 
Prevent  Skin  Cancer  delegates  responsibility  to  local  gov¬ 
ernments,  among  others,  to  increase  opportunities  for  sun 
protection  in  outdoor  settings;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Melanoma  Research  Foundation, 
which  supports  medical  research,  patient  education,  and 
disease  advocacy,  has  written  a  letter  of  support  for  sun¬ 
screen  dispensers  in  the  Boston  public  parks  system;  and 
WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  is  world  famous  for 
our  walkable  streets  and  neighborhoods  and  beautiful 
parks;  and

WHEREAS  The  Natural  Gas  Act  of  1938  grants  the 
Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  (“FERC”)  with 
the  authority  to  approve  the  construction  of  interstate  nat¬ 
ural  gas  pipelines.  FERC  regulates  many  aspects  of  inter¬ 
state  gas  transmission  pipeline  operations,  including  ap¬ 
proval,  permitting,  and  siting  for  new  pipeline  facilities. 
In  approving  the  construction  of  new  pipelines  or  facili¬ 
ties,  FERC  is  required  under  the  National  Environmental 
Policy  Act  of  1969  to  prepare  an  environmental  impact 
statement.  When  granting  approval  for  construction  of  a 
natural  gas  pipeline  FERC  will  balance  the  public  benefits 
against  potential  adverse  consequences;  and, 

WHEREAS,  FERC  approved  the  Spectra  Algonquin 
Incremental  Market  Pipeline  Project  (AIM)  which  in¬ 


cludes  the  West  Roxbury  Lateral.  The  West  Roxbury  Lat¬ 
eral  is  located  in  a  densely  populated  residential  area  and 
located  across  the  street  from  an  active  quarry;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Elected  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
well  as  state  and  federal  officials  have  been  granted  inter- 
venor  status  to  submit  a  request  for  rehearing  before  the 
FERC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  landowners,  businesses,  schools 
and  communities  are  affected  by  the  route  of  the  pipe¬ 
line  and  could  experience  harmful  effects  due  to  methane 
emissions  and  changes  to  air  quality.  The  City  of  Boston 
has  an  interest  in  maintaining  a  healthy  and  safe  quality 
of  life  in  its  neighborhoods.  The  Boston  Public  Health 
Commission  plays  a  significant  role  in  establishing  public 
health  policies  and  practices  that  benefit  the  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  will  benefit  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
Boston  Public  Health  Commission  in  collaboration  with 
other  city  departments  including  the  Environment  and  En¬ 
ergy  Department  to  conduct  a  study  on  current  conditions 
in  the  West  Roxbury  neighborhood  surrounding  the  West 
Roxbury  Lateral  during  the  construction  phase  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  pipeline.  The  study  should  look  at  air  quality, 
noise  pollution,  radiation  levels,  traffic,  and  safety  and 
quality  of  life  issues  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood.  In 
conducting  the  study,  the  Boston  Public  Health  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  reach  out  to  the  residents  of  the  neighborhood 
to  address  concerns.  Commissioning  a  study  to  determine 
the  current  conditions  in  the  neighborhood  will  allow  the 
City  of  Boston  to  realize  the  health  impacts  ofthe  pipeline 
and  its  effects  on  residents.  Therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges  the 
Boston  Public  Health  Commission  in  collaboration  with 
other  city  departments  to  conduct  a  study  to  examine  the 
current  air  quality,  traffic,  and  safety  conditions  in  the 
West  Roxbury  neighborhood  that  surrounds  the  West 
Roxbury  Lateral.

I  hereby  transmit  for  your  approval  a  City  Council 
Order  approving  the  modification  to  the  Park  Plaza  Ur¬ 
ban  Renewal  Plan  (the  “Plan”)  adopted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  by  a  Resolution  dated  April  1 6, 
2015.  A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached.  Section  M.l 
of  the  Plan  entitled  “Plan  Modification  or  Amendment” 
states  that  any  change  which  increases  “any  prescribed 
floor  area  ratio  ...  or  which  alters  the  uses  prescribed  for 
any  parcel  shall  be  deemed  to  be  substantial.”  The  reso¬

An  Act  concerning  workers’  rights  and  job  security 

WHEREAS,  American  Postal  Workers  Union  is  fight¬ 
ing  an  agreement  between  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  and 
Staples  that  jeopardizes  mail  services  and  local  post  of¬ 
fices  along  with  thousands  of  living-wage  jobs. 

WHEREAS,  The  Postal  Service  and  Staples  launched 
a  no-bid,  trial  program  in  2013  that  established  postal 
counters  in  82  Staples  stores,  with  a  plan  to  expand  to 
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locations  across  the  country.  These  counters  were  staffed 
with  low-wage,  poorly  trained  Staples  employees  rather 
than  USPS  employees. 

WHEREAS,  The  APWU  objected  to  the  program  as¬ 
serting  that  the  American  people  deserve  to  have  post  of¬ 
fices  that  are  staffed  by  Postal  Service  employees  who  are 
trained  and 

sworn  to  protect  the  mail.  The  union  offered  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  program  if  counters  were  staffed  with  USPS 
employees  but  the  offer  was  rejected. 

WHEREAS,  The  Staples  program  is  bad  for  postal 
customers,  who  receive  less  than  top  notch  service,  and 
whose  letters  and  packages  are  unprotected  while  they  sit 
in  Staples  stores  awaiting  pick  up  by  USPS  employees. 

WHEREAS,  This  program  threatens  the  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  as  we  know  it,  as  postal  management  closes  neigh¬ 
borhood  post  offices  and  shortens  operating  hours.  This 
change  would  expand  to  all  1,500  US.  stores  and  replace 
living-wage  jobs  that  our  communities  depend  on  with 
low-wage  jobs  that  hurt  the  economy. 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  Bos¬ 
ton  City  Council  support  the  United  Postal  Workers  Union

WHEREAS,  The  Wyndham  Boston  Beacon  Hill  (the 
“Wyndham”)  is  located  in  convenient  proximity  to  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  General  Hospital  (“MGH”),  allowing  many 
MGH  patients  to  stay  at  the  Wyndham  before  and  after 
surgical  procedures  or  while  receiving  outpatient  treat¬ 
ment;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  April  2015  survey  conducted  by 
UNITE  HERE  Local  26  found  that  “almost  all  Wyndham 
housekeeping  staff  reported  cleaning  hotel  rooms  with 
bodily  fluids  or  signs  of  illness”  and  encountering  an  as¬ 
sortment  of  medical  waste  in  their  workplace;  and 

WHEREAS,  Wyndham  management  has  repeatedly 
failed  to  provide  its  housekeeping  staff  with  adequate 
safety  equipment,  such  as  biohazard  suits  and  leak-proof 
bags,  to  perfonn  this  important  yet  dangerous  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  failures  expose  workers  to  grave 
and  unnecessary  workplace  health  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  repeated  complaints,  the  Occupa¬ 
tional  Safety  and  Health  Administration  (“OSHA”)  has 
begun  an  investigation  into  the  Wyndham;  THEREFORE

WHEREAS:  Over  20,700  inmates  are  incarcerated  in 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Corrections  (“DOC”)  fa¬ 
cilities  and  County  Houses  of  Corrections  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (“Commonwealth”); 
and 
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WHEREAS:  Over  the  last  three  decades,  the  Com¬ 
monwealth’s  prison  population  has  more  than  tripled  and 
current  cost  evaluations  suggest  that  the  state  pays,  on  av¬ 
erage,  $53,041  per  year  to  house  each  inmate  in  custody; 
and 

WHEREAS:  Blacks  and  Latinos  make  up  less  than  one 
fifth  of  the  total  state  population  (8%  and  1 0.5%  respec¬ 
tively)  but  make  up  more  than  half  of  the  inmate  popula¬ 
tion  in  DOC  custody  (28.3%  and  26%  respectively);  and 
WHEREAS:  Over  90%  of  inmates  are  eventually  com¬ 
ing  back  to  our  communities  and  75%  of  the  current  DOC 
population  will  be  released  within  the  next  five  years;  and 
WHEREAS:  A  broken  criminal  justice  system  exacts 
inexcusable  fiscal,  moral,  and  social  costs  on  our  neigh¬ 
borhoods  and  in  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole;  and 
WHEREAS:  Criminal  justice  reform  requires  a  holis¬ 
tic  look  at  the  shortfalls  and  failings  in  our  current  system 
including  but  not  limited  to  arrests,  pretrial  detention, 
sentencing,  incarceration,  and  the  reentry  process;  and 
WHEREAS:  In  2012,  Massachusetts  began  spending 
more  money  to  incarcerate  its  citizens  than  to  ensure  that 
they  have  access  to  early  learning  and  school  readiness 
opportunities;  and 

WHEREAS:  Funding  for  jobs  and  workforce  training 
in  FY15  totaled  just  under  $137  million  in  state  budget 
expenditures,  which  is  a  mere  quarter  of  the  total  fund¬ 
ing  spent  on  DOC  operations,  demonstrating  a  clear  mis¬ 
match  in  spending  priorities;  and 

WHEREAS:  Legislation  to  reinvest  the  economic 
costs  and  address  the  moral  imperatives  associated  with 
the  criminal  justice  system  has  been  filed  by  Senator 
Sonia  Chang-Diaz  and  Representative  Mary  Keefe  as 
S.64/H.1429:  An  Act  to  Increase  Neighborhood  Safety 
and  Opportunity,  also  known  as  the  Justice  Reinvestment 
Act;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Justice  Reinvestment  Act  includes 
four  primary  reforms  in  criminal  sanctions:  a  repeal  of 
mandatory  minimum  sentences  for  drug  crimes;  a  step 
down  of  certain  non-violent  felonies  to  misdemeanors 
with  shorter  terms  of  incarceration;  a  creation  of  medi¬ 
cal  parole  regulations  for  inmates  who  are  permanently 
incapacitated;  and,  an  elimination  of  automatic  collateral 
sanctions  at  the  RJvIV  for  drug  related  offences  that  are 
unrelated  to  operating  a  vehicle;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Act  requires  the  savings  accrued 
from  these  sentencing  and  reentry  reforms  to  be  calcu¬ 
lated,  tracked,  and  reinvested  into  broad  based  commu¬ 
nity  education  and  workforce  development  programs  for 
youth,  those  living  below  the  poverty  line,  those  with  long 
term  unemployment  needs,  victims  of  violence,  and  other 
vulnerable  populations;  and 

WHEREAS:  Boston  residents,  as  taxpayers,  employ¬ 
ers,  law  enforcement  officials,  teachers,  neighbors,  rela¬ 
tives,  and  other  stakeholders  in  the  future  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  deserve  to  have  a  criminal  justice  system  that 
operates  fairly  and  cost  effectively,  while  ensuring  that 
those  who  are  currently  or  formerly  incarcerated  have  the 
tools  to  contribute  positively  to  their  communities;  and, 
NOW, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Boston 
City  Council  supports  the  passage  of  S.64/H.1429  The 
Justice  Reinvestment  Act  filed  by  State  Senator  Sonia 
Chang-Diaz  and  State  Representative  Mary  Keefe  and 
urges  the  legislature  to  enact  the  reforms  therein.

I  retransmit  herewith  my  Fiscal  Year  2016  Recom¬ 
mended  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Recommend¬ 
ed  Operating  Budget  totals  $2.86  billion  and  represents 
an  increase  of  $121.8  million,  or  4.5%  over  FY15. 

I  put  forth  these  recommendations  for  an  FY 16  budget 
that  will  advance  progress  toward  a  City  that  is  Thriving, 
Healthy,  and  Innovative  for  all  residents. 

It  invests  heavily  in  core  City  services  and  amenities, 
such  as  Neighborhood  Serviees,  Public  Works,  and  Parks 
to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  across  the  City. 

It  improves  public  safety  by  providing  for  new  police 
and  fire  classes,  while  elevating  diversity  efforts  through 
additional  resources  in  the  Fire  department  and  the  rein¬ 
troduction  of  the  Cadet  program  in  the  Police  department. 

It  builds  off  of  FY15’s  elevation  of  Arts  and  Culture 
to  the  cabinet-level  by  increasing  the  office’s  budget  by 
nearly  33  percent.  With  this,  Boston  will  be  able  to  ex¬ 
pand  its  major  event  offerings,  support  its  artists,  and 
enrich  the  lives  of  its  citizens,  while  contributing  to  the 
local  economy. 

It  fully  funds  operations  of  the  City’s  renowned  library 
system,  including  the  newly  renovated  children’s  and  teen 
spaces  in  the  Johnson  Building  in  Copley  Square. 

It  advances  my  goal  of  producing  4,000  units  of  af¬ 
fordable  elderly  housing  by  2030  with  a  brand-new  $1.75 
million  City  investment. 


It  invests  heavily  in  BPS,  appropriating  $21  million 
more  in  weighted  student  funding,  funding  1 00  additional 
Pre-  K  seats,  and  expanding  extended  learning  time  to  1 6 
additional  schools. 

With  growth  in  fixed  costs  and  salaries  and  benefits, 
and  the  City’s  increasing  reliance  on  local  revenues,  I  was 
forced  to  make  tough  choices  among  City  priorities.

WHEREAS:  Studies  have  found  that  billboards  have 
negative  financial  and  economic  impacts  and  there  is  a 
statistically  significant  correlation  between  real  estate  val¬ 
ues  and  proximity  to  billboards;  and 

WHEREAS:  A  study  of  outdoor  advertising  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  showed  that  properties  located  within  500  ft.  of 
a  billboard  have  a  decreased  real  estate  value  of  $30,867 
and  homes  located  further  than  500  ft.  but  within  a  com¬ 
munity  where  billboards  are  present  experience  a  de¬ 
crease  in  property  value  of  $947.00  for  every  billboard  in 
that  community;  and 

WHEREAS:  Research  shows  that  African  American 
neighborhoods  have  more  total  billboards  than  Caucasian 
neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS:  Income  for  cities  with  strict  sign  controls 
is  higher  than  that  with  non-strict  controls  and  home  va¬ 
cancy  and  poverty  rates  for  strict  control  cities  are  lower 
than  that  with  non-strict  controls;  and 

WHEREAS:  Having  strict  sign  controls  does  not  nega¬ 
tively  impact  the  economic  prosperity  of  a  city;  and 

WHEREAS:  Properties  located  within  1,000  ft.  of 
amenities  such  as  bike  paths  and  parks  are  associated  with 
higher  real  estate  values;  and 

WHEREAS:  Legislation  to  protect  open  space  by 
addressing  the  abundance  of  outdoor  advertising  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  been  proposed  by 
State  Representative  Daniel  J.  Hunt  and  State  Senator 
Linda  Dorcena  Forry  in  a  petition  known  as  An  Act  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  protection  of  open  spaces  (House  Bill  3508);

person  my  receive  a  permit  or  license  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  billboard  may  not  exceed  1 00;  and  that  these 
regulations  found  in  sections  29  to  31  and  section  33 
under  Chapter  93  shall  apply  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  (MBTA);  and 

WHEREAS:  The  open  space  tax  credit  will  allow  busi¬ 
nesses  that  agree  to  remove  a  billboard  a  tax  credit,  the 
total  of  which  shall  not  exceed  $50,000  in  anyone  tax  year 
and  shall  be  equal  to  75  percent  of  the  costs  associated 
with  removing  the  billboard,  as  well  as  up  to  50  percent

CHILDREN  (DOCKET  NO.  1 1 3 1 ) 

Rule  12  was  suspended  to  include  Councilor  WU  as 
original  co  sponsor  of  Docket  No.  1131. 

Councilors  JACKSON,  ZAKIM,  WU,  LAMATTINA, 
BAKER,  CIOMMO,  LINEHAN,  O’MALLEY,  MCCAR¬ 
THY,  FLAHERTY,  MURPHY,  PRESSLEY  and  YANC¬ 
EY  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS:  In  the  past  year,  the  City  of  Boston  has 
received  1,646  unaccompanied  children  immigrants  from 
the  nearly  70,000  that  have  entered  the  United  States  from 
Central  America— the  majority  who  come  from  Honduras, 
Guatemala,  and  El  Salvador;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  vast  majority  of  these  children  are 
fleeing  situations  of  violence  and  societal  instability,  such 
as  domestic  abuse,  gang  violence,  human  trafficking  and 
extreme  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS:  According  to  Kids  in  Need  of  Defense 
(KIND),  a  leading  organization  that  provides  legal  ser¬ 
vices  and  advocacy  on  behalf  of  unaccompanied  children 
facing  a  difficult  and  complex  legal  immigration  system 
in  the  United  States,  over  60%  of  them  meet  the  legal 
characteristics  to  be  considered  refugees;  and 

WHEREAS:  Education  is  an  internationally  recog¬ 
nized  basic  human  right,  and  all  children  should  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  education;  and,  NOW 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  of 
Boston  affirms  the  right  of  all  children  in  Boston,  regard¬ 
less  of  immigration  status,  to  have  access  to  basic  edu¬ 
cation,  and  that  they  should  have  support  appropriate  to 
their  level  of  education;  and, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  affirms  the  right  ofthese  children  refugees  to  due  pro¬ 
cess;  and,  that  the  United  States  immigration  authorities 
ensure  that  these  children  are  not  deported  to  a  situation 
that  is  violent  or  knowingly  puts  their  lives  in  danger.

Whereas:  Sections  of  the  system  are  decades  old  and 
there  are  thousands  of  gas  leaks  city  wide  (Boston  Univer¬ 
sity  researchers  identified  3,300  in  2012);  and 

Whereas:  These  leaks  have  been  linked  to  major  explo¬ 
sions,  such  as  the  one  that  destroyed  a  home  in  Dorches¬ 
ter  in  April  of  2014,  as  well  as  fiscal  and  environmental 
problems;  and 

Whereas:  Based  on  a  January  2015  Harvard-led  study 
of  the  gas  pipeline  infrastructure  in  Greater  Boston,  natu¬ 
ral  gas  leaks  are  2  to  3  times  more  extensive  than  previ¬ 
ously  believed;  and 

Whereas:  According  to  the  same  study,  gas  leaks  are 
not  only  costly,  with  over  $90  million  lost  each  year  with¬ 
in  the  Greater  Boston  system,  they  are  also  damaging  to 
the  environment,  as  natural  gas  is  proven  to  be  86  times 
more  potent  of  a  greenhouse  gas  than  carbon  dioxide  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  20  years  after  it  is  emitted;  and 

Whereas:  The  amount  of  natural  gas  lost  each  year 
within  Greater  Boston  is  enough  to  fuel  two  hundred 
thousand  homes  and  is  paid  for  by  natural  gas  custom¬ 
ers;  and 

Whereas:  To  raise  awareness  about  this  issue  and  pro¬ 
pose  potential  solutions,  various  groups  such  as  Mothers 
Out  Front,  Front,  Clean  Water  Action,  the  Sierra  Club, 
Boston  Climate  Action  Network,  and  Home  Energy  Ef¬ 
ficiency  Team  have  been  lobbying  to  give  more  attention 
to  this  issue;  Therefore  Be  It: 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  conduct  a  hearing  to  discuss  the  city’s  natu¬ 
ral  gas  leakage  problem  and  potential  solutions  to  address 
the  issue. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Environment  and 
Parks. 


ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CHAPTER  16  OF  CITY 
OF  BOSTON  CODE-  ORDINANCES,  PROHIBIT¬ 
ING  SALE  AND  USE  OF  SYNTHETIC  CANNA- 
BINOIDS  AND  OTHER  DANGEROUS  CHEMI¬ 
CAL  COMPOUNDS  (DOCKET  NO.  1175) 

Councilors  BAKER,  FLAHERTY,  LfNEHAN,  CIOM- 
MO,  MCCARTHY  and  MURPHY  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  government  has  taken  steps 
to  ban  many  of  the  strains  of  synthetic  marijuana.  Presi¬ 
dent  Obama  signed  the  Synthetic  Drug  Abuse  Prevention 
Act  as  part  of  the  FDA  Safety  and  Innovation  Act  of2012. 
The  law  permanently  places  26  types  of  synthetic  canna- 
binoids  and  cathinones  into  Schedule  I  of  the  Controlled 
Substances  Act  (CSA).  However,  despite  the  efforts  of 
federal  and  state  legislators  to  prohibit  synthetic  drugs, 
manufacturers  continually  alter  the  compounds  in  order 
to  produce  new  synthetic  drugs  in  order  to  avoid  regula¬ 
tion;  and 

WHEREAS,  Synthetic  cannabinoids,  also  known  as 
“Spice”  or  “K2”,  are  extremely  dangerous  and  are  be¬ 
ing  sold  in  many  stores  throughout  the  city.  The  synthetic 
drugs  are  often  sold  as  household  products  such  as  “herbal 
incense”  and  labeled  “not  for  human  consumption”;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  effects  of  synthetic  drugs  cause  se¬ 
rious  side  effects  that  endanger  the  health  and  safety  of 
individuals.  Potential  side  effects  include  severe  agitation, 
anxiety,  racing  heartbeat,  higher  blood  pressure,  nausea, 
vomiting,  muscle  spasms,  seizures,  tremors,  hallucina¬ 
tions,  psychotic  episodes,  and  suicidal  thoughts  and  ac¬ 
tions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  sale  and  use  of  synthetic  drugs  poses 
an  immediate  threat  to  the  public  health  and  safety  of  the 
residents  of  Boston;  therefore,  the  sale  and  use  of  such 
products  should  be  prohibited. 

NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  1 6,  is 


hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections  at 
the  end  thereof: 

PROHIBITION  OF  THE  POSSESSION  OR  SALE 
OF  SYNTHETIC  CANNABINOIDS  AND  ILLICIT 
SYNTHETIC  DRUGS 

Section  One. 

Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  Chapter  is  to  protect  the  public 
health  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Boston  from  the 
dangers  and  ill  effects  of  synthetic  cannabinoids  (com¬ 
monly  known  as  “Spice”  or  “K2”),  and  other  synthetic 
drugs.  Without  the  prohibitions  enacted  by  this  chapter, 
these  synthetic  drugs  can  be  possessed  by  individuals 
without  the  city’s  ability  to  control  the  negative  effects 
to  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  Bos¬ 
ton.  These  negative  effects  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
psychoactive  behavior  and  reactions,  serious  injury,  and 
death  caused  by  its  consumption. 

Section  Two. 

Definitions. 

The  following  words,  terms  and  phrases,  whenever 
used  in  these  sections,  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth 
in  this  section,  unless  the  context  of  their  usage  clearly 
indicates  a  different  meaning. 

“Commissioner,  “shall  mean  the  commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  or  his  or  her  designee. 

“Person,  “  shall  mean  an  individual,  corporation,  lim¬ 
ited  liability  company,  partnership,  wholesaler,  retailer, 
and  any  license  or  unlicensed  business,  including  clerk, 
manager,  or  owner  of  business. 

“Synthetic  Cannabinoids,”  shall  mean  any  chemical 
compound  chemically  synthesized  and  either  I)  has  been 
demonstrated  to  have  binding  activity  at  one  or  more  can- 
nabinoid  receptors;  or  2)  is  a  chemical  analog  or  isomer  of 
a  compound  that  has  been  demonstrated  to  have  binding 
activity  at  one  or  more  cannabinoid  receptors.  Includes, 
but  is  not  limited  to:  HU-21  0;  HU-  21 1/dexanabinol; 
JWH-018;  JWH-073;  JWH-081;  JWH-200;  JWH-250; 
CP  47,497  and  homologues. 

Section  Three. 

Prohibition  of  Synthetic  Cannabinoids. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  possess,  provide, 
sell,  barter,  produce,  manufacture,  distribute,  or  to  offer, 
display,  market  or  advertise  for  sale,  or  purchase  with  the 
intent  to  provide,  sell,  barter,  produce,  manufacture,  or 
distribute,  or  to  offer,  display,  market  or  advertise  for  sale 
any  synthetic  cannabinoid  as  defined  in  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

Section  Four. 

Enforcement. 

The  Commissioner,  or  designee,  shall  have  the  author¬ 
ity  to  implement  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  these  sec¬ 
tions.  The  Commissioner,  or  designee,  shall  promulgate 
rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  implement  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  these  sections,  pursuant  to  M.G.L.,  c.  30A. 

Section  Five. 

Penalty. 

Any  person  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  ordinance 
will  be  assessed  a  fine  of  $300.00.  Each  day  a  violation 
occurs  will  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
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In  addition  to  any  penalty  provided  under  this  section, 
if  any  of  the  aforementioned  substances  or  combination 
thereof  listed  under  the  provisions  of  these  sections  are 
found  in  the  possession  of  any  person,  the  substances  will 
be  forfeited  by  seizure  by  the  Boston  Police  Department 
or  its  officers  and  may  be  destroyed  by  such  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officials  in  a  method  consistent  with  law. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  may  be  enforced  in 
accordance  with  the  non-criminal  disposition  process  of 
M.G.L.  c.  40,  s.  210,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not 
preclude  the  City  of  Boston  from  proceeding  to  restrain  a 
violation  by  injunction. 

Section  Six. 

Severability 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  Seven. 

Effective  Date 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im¬ 
mediately  upon  passage.

WHEREAS:  Health  experts  from  organizations  in¬ 
cluding  the  American  Psychiatric  Association,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Psychological  Association,  the  American  School 
Counselor  Association,  the  National  Association  of 
School  Psychologists,  the  U.S.  Surgeon  General,  and  the 
Pan  American  Health  Organization  -  a  regional  branch  of 
the  World  Health  Organization  -  have  taken  formal  posi¬ 
tions  that  homosexuality  and  transgenderism  are  normal, 
natural,  and  healthy;  and 

WHEREAS:  Legislation  to  protect  LGBT  youth  from 
conversion  therapy  by  banning  its  practice  by  licensed 
professionals  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has 
been  introduced  by  State  Representative  Kay  Khan  with 
the  support  of  various  members  of  the  Boston  state  legis¬ 
lative  delegation;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  has  legitimate  inter¬ 
ests  in  the  health  of  its  people,  the  behavior  of  its  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  the  welfare  of  its  most  vulnerable  residents, 
such  as  LGBT  youth;  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports 
the  passage  of  House  Bill  97,  An  Act  relative  to  abusive 
practices  to  change  sexual  orientation  and  gender  identity 
in  minors,  and  urges  the  Legislature  to  enact  the  proposed 
petition.

TEUR  BASEBALL  AND  OTHER  SPORTING 
EVENTS  (DOCKET  NO.  1273)

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Ordinance 
prohibiting  the  use  of  smokeless  tobacco  at  sporting 
events  in  Boston. 

The  Ordinance  will  prohibit  the  use  of  smokeless  to¬ 
bacco  and  other  tobacco  products  at  event  sites  for  pro¬ 
fessional,  collegiate,  high  school,  or  organized  amateur 
sporting  events  including  baseball,  softball,  football, 
basketball,  hockey,  track  and  field,  field  hockey,  lacrosse, 
and  soccer;  and  any  other  event  involving  a  game  or  other 
athletic  competition  organized  by  a  league  or  association. 
Those  managing  the  event  sites  will  be  responsible  for 
maintaining  compliance  with  the  ordinance.  Signs  will 
be  clearly  posted  at  entrances  to  sites  as  well  as  dugouts, 
bullpens,  training  and  locker  rooms  and  press  boxes. 

The  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  promote  public 
health  by  breaking  the  link  between  athletics  and  the  use 
of  smokeless  tobacco,  and  the  unhealthy  incentive  it  gives 
to  young  people  to  adopt  its  use.  The  National  Cancer  In¬ 
stitute  states  that  chewing  tobacco  and  snuff  contain  28 


cancer-causing  agents  and  the  US.  National  Toxicology 
Program  has  established  smokeless  tobacco  as  a  “known 
human  carcinogen.” 

I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  favorably 
on  the  proposed  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROHIBIT  THE  USE  OF 
SMOKELESS  TOBACCO  AND  OTHER  TOBACCO 
PRODUCTS  AT  SITES  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  AND 
AMATEUR  BASEBALL  AND  OTHER  SPORTING 
EVENTS. 

WHEREAS,  while  cigarette  smoking  in  the  US.  has 
been  on  the  decline,  reports  from  the  US.  Centers  for  Dis¬ 
ease  Control  and  Prevention  (CDC)  and  high  school  sur¬ 
veys,  indicate  that  the  use  of  smokeless  tobacco  among 
youth  has  not  declined  significantly  since  1999;  and 
WHEREAS,  far  too  many  young  people  use  smoke¬ 
less  tobacco,  CDC  finding  that  nationally  14.7%  percent 
of  high-school  boys  and  8.8  percent  of  all  high-school 
students  reported  using  smokeless  products  in  2013;  and 
WHEREAS,  each  year,  about  535,000  kids  ages  12-17 
use  smokeless  tobacco  for  the  first  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  public  health  authorities,  including  the 
Surgeon  General  and  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  have 
found  that  smokeless  tobacco  use  is  hazardous  to  health 
and  can  lead  to  nicotine  addiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Cancer  Institute  states  that 
chewing  tobacco  and  snuff  contain  28  cancer  causing 
agents  and  the  US.  National  Toxicology  Program  has 
established  smokeless  tobacco  as  a  ‘’known  human  car¬ 
cinogen”;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Cancer  Institute  and  the  In¬ 
ternational  Agency  for  Research  on  Cancer  report  that  use 
of  smokeless  tobacco  causes  oral,  pancreatic  and  esopha¬ 
geal  cancer;  and 

WHEREAS,  smokeless  tobacco  products  are  heav¬ 
ily  advertised  and  promoted,  with  the  top  five  smokeless 
tobacco  companies  in  the  US.  nearly  tripling  their  total 
advertising  and  marketing  expenditures  Ifom  1998  to 
2012  (the  most  recent  year  for  which  data  are  available). 
The  Federal  Trade  Commission  reports  that  in  2012,  these 
smokeless  tobacco  companies  spent  $435.7  million  to  ad¬ 
vertise  and  promote  their  products;  and 

WHEREAS,  an  expert  from  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  (COC)  stated  that,  “Athletes  serve 
as  role  models  for  youth,  and  smokeless  tobacco  manu¬ 
facturers  have  used  advertising,  images,  and  testimonials 
featuring  athletes  and  sports  to  make  smokeless  tobacco 
products  appear  attractive  to  youth”;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  CDC  expert  also  noted  that,  “Chil¬ 
dren  and  teens  closely  observe  athletes’  actions,  includ¬ 
ing  their  use  of  tobacco  products,  and  are  influenced  by 
what  they  see.  Adolescents  tend  to  mimic  the  behaviors  of 
those  they  look  up  to  and  identify  with,  including  baseball 
players  and  other  athletes”; 

WHEREAS,  the  use  of  smokeless  tobacco  has  become 
part  of  the  culture  of  baseball,  not  only  at  the  professional 
level,  but  at  every  level  through  the  sport, 

WHEREAS,  the  strong  association  of  baseball  and 
smokeless  tobacco  is  reinforced  by  the  use  of  smokeless 
tobacco  by  players,  coaches  and  fans  at  every  level  of  the 
sport,  professional  and  amateur, 

WHEREAS,  the  use  of  the  category  of  so-called  “other 
tobacco  products”  including  smokeless  tobacco  products 
has  outpaced  the  use  of  traditional  cigarettes  among 
Boston  youth;  and 

WHEREAS,  smokeless  tobacco  spit  is  unsanitary  and 
interferes  with  the  enjoyment  of  other  players  and  fans. 

Therefore,  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 
VII,  Section  7-4  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  fol¬ 
lowing  language  after  subsection  7-4.14; 
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7-4.15  Use  of  Smokeless  Tobacco  aod  Other  Tobacco 
Products  Prohibited  at  Sites  for  Professional  and  Amateur 
Baseball  and  Other  Sporting  Events. 

a.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law,  no 
person  shall  use  smokeless  tobacco  or  any  other 
tobacco  product,  at  an  event  site  for  professional, 
collegiate,  high  school  or  organized  amateur 
sporting  events. 

b.  As  used  in  this  subsection: 

“Event  site  for  professional,  collegiate,  high  school 
and  other  organized  amateur  sporting  events”  means  the 
entire  physical  area  in  which  such  sporting  events  occur. 
The  event  site  shall  include  all  open,  semi-open  and  en¬ 
closed  spaces  and  structures,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
playing  fields,  dugouts,  bullpens,  training  rooms,  locker 
rooms,  team  bench  areas,  spectator  seating  areas,  pedes¬ 
trian  walkways,  bathrooms,  dining  areas,  vendor  areas, 
offices,  recreational  areas  and  stadium  parking  lots.” 

“Professional,  collegiate,  high  school  or  organized 
amateur  sporting  events”  includes:  (1)  baseball,  softball, 
football,  basketball,  hockey,  track  and  field,  field  hockey, 
lacrosse  and  soccer;  and  (2)  any  other  event  involving  a 
game  or  other  athletic  competition  organized  by  a  league 
or  association  of  persons. 

“Tobacco  product”  means: 

(1)  Any  product  containing,  made,  or  derived  from 
tobacco  or  nicotine  that  is  intended  for  human 
consumption,  whether  smoked,  heated,  chewed, 
absorbed,  dissolved,  inhaled,  snorted,  sniffed,  or 
ingested  by  any  other  means,  including,  but  not 
limited  to  cigarettes,  cigars,  little  cigars,  pipe  to¬ 
bacco,  smokeless  tobacco;  and 

(2)  Any  electronic  device  that  delivers  nicotine  or 
other  substances  to  the  person  inhaling  from  the 
device,  including  but  not  limited  to  an  electronic 
cigarette,  cigar,  pipe  or  hookah. 

(3)  “Tobacco  product”  includes  any  component, 
part,  or  accessory  of  a  tobacco  product  as  defined 
in  subsections  (1)  and  (2),  whether  or  not  sold 
separately.  ‘’Tobacco  product”  does  not  include 
any  product  that  has  been  approved  by  the  United 
States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  for  sale  as 
a  tobacco  cessation  product  or  for  other  thera¬ 
peutic  purposes  where  such  product  is  marketed 
and  sold  solely  for  such  an  approved  purpose. 

“Smokeless  tobacco”  means  any  product  that  contains 
cut,  ground,  powdered,  or  leaf  tobacco  and  is  intended  to 
be  placed  in  the  oral  or  nasal  cavity,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  snuff,  chewing  tobacco,  dipping  tobacco,  dis¬ 
solvable  tobacco  products  and  snus. 

c.  Persons  or  entities  having  the  authority  to  man¬ 
age  and  control  an  event  site  for  professional, 
collegiate,  high  school  and  organized  amateur 
sporting  events  shall  have  primary  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  maintaining  compliance  with  this  section. 
The  same  shall  post  at  every  entrance  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  sign  clearly  communicating  that  the  use  of 
tobacco  products,  including  smokeless  tobacco, 
is  prohibited.  Such  signs  shall  also  be  posted 
in  all  dugouts,  bullpens,  training  rooms,  locker 
rooms,  press  boxes,  television  and  radio  broad¬ 
cast  booths  and  bathrooms. 

d.  Any  person  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  may  be  fined  two  hundred  fifty  ($250.00) 
dollars  per  offense.  Enforcement  oflhis  subsec¬ 
tion  shall  be  by  noncriminal  disposition  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  40,  Section  21D  or  by 
filing  a  criminal  complaint  at  the  appropriate 


venue. 

e.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  supplement,  and  impose  prohibitions 
and  requirements  in  addition  to  those  in  existing 
law.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  found  to 
be  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  that  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  which  can  be  implemented  without  the 
invalid  provision,  and,  to  this  end,  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be  severable. 

f  The  prohibitions  and  requirements  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  take  effect  on  April  1,  2016.

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Ordinance  re¬ 
garding  recreational  vehicles  within  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  empower  the  City  to 
police  owners  and  operators  of  recreational  vehicles  that 
have  become  a  public  nuisance  by  exhibiting  a  notorious 
atmosphere  of  criminal  and  other  disturbing  activity  so 
elevated  as  to  endanger  the  common  good  and  general 
welfare  of  the  City. 

Section  25  of  G.L.  c.  90B  prohibits  “recreation  vehi¬ 
cles,”  including  dirt  bikes  and  other  off-highway  motor¬ 
cycles,  from  operating  on  public  ways  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  This  Ordinance  further  prohibits  the  hazardous 
operation  of  all  motorized  conveyances,  including  recre¬ 
ational  vehicles,  on  any  public  space  within  the  City  and 
allows  for  enforcement  by  the  Boston  Police  Department 
to  reduce  the  threat  to  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and  motor¬ 
ists  alike,  created  by  such  operation. 

Additionally,  Section  22  of  G.L.  c.  90B  requires  that 
all  recreational  vehicles  be  registered  with  the  Boat,  Rec¬ 
reation  Vehicle  &  Snowmobile  Registration  Bureau  and 
that  a  valid  registration  number  must  be  displayed  on  the 
vehicle.  This  ordinance  also  prohibits  the  storage  of  more 
than  one  (1)  unregistered  recreational  vehicle,  unless  such 
vehicles  are  stored  within  a  fully-enclosed  building  or 
stored,  parked,  or  displayed  on  property  duly  licensed  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  140  §§  57  through  69. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  favorably  on  the 
proposed  Ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows  that  the  City  of  Boston  Code  be  amended  by  adding 
the  following  ordinance: 

SECTION  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap¬ 
ter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  1 6- 
58  the  following  new  ordinance:-- 

16-59  AN  ORDINANCE  REGARDING  RECRE- 
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ATIONAL  VEHICLES  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

16—59  Recreational  Vehicles. 

a.  Definitions. 

1.  Recreational  Vehicle  is  any  motor  vehicle  de¬ 
signed  or  modified  for  use  over  unimproved 
terrain  for  recreation  or  pleasure  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  all-terrain  vehicles,  off  highway 
motorcycles,  dirt  bikes,  and  recreation  utility  ve¬ 
hicles. 

2.  Motorized  Conveyance  is  any  wheel  device  used 

to  carry  persons  or  property  which  is  powered  by 
any  means  other  than  muscular  power  alone. 

b.  Recreational  vehicle  registration.  Pursuant  to 

M.G.L.  c.  90B,  §  22,  no  recreational  vehicle,  as 
defined  by  M.G.L.  c.  90B,  §  20,  may  be  operated 
unless  it  is  registered  with  the  Boat,  Recreation 
Vehicle  &  Snowmobile  Registration  Bureau  and 
a  valid  registration  number  is  displayed  on  the 
vehicle. 

c.  Unregistered  vehicles. 

1 .  No  person  shall  place,  store,  or  keep  more  than 
one  (1)  unregistered  motorized  conveyance  that, 
in  order  to  be  operated,  is  required  to  be  regis¬ 
tered  under  the  laws  or  regulations  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts,  including  but  not 
limited  to  M.G.L.  c.  90B,  upon  public  or  private 
land  zoned  for  residential  purposes  of  six  (6)  or 
fewer  residential  units. 

2.  Thjs  section  shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  stored 
within  a  fully-enclosed  building  or  to  vehicles 
stored,  parked  or  displayed  on  property  duly  li¬ 
censed  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  140,  §§  57 
through  69. 

d.  Property  of  Another.  No  person  shall  operate, 
maintain  or  possess  a  recreational  vehicle  upon 
the  property  of  another  without  written  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  land  owner  on  their  person. 

e.  Hazardous  Operation.  No  person  shall  engage  in 
trick  or  stunt  riding  upon  any  public  space  in  the 
City  upon  any  motorized  conveyance,  including 
recreational  vehicles. 

1.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  cause 
such  vehicle  to  ride  with  its  front  wheel  or  wheels 
raise  from  the  surface  of  the  road  or  ground  while 
operated  in  any  public  space. 

2.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  cause 
such  vehicle  to  ride  with  its  rear  wheels  raised 
from  the  sUtface  of  the  road,  or  ground  while  op¬ 
erated  in  any  public  space. 

3.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  cause 
any  side  wheels  of  such  vehicle  to  raise  from  the 
surface  of  the  road  or  ground  while  operated  in 
any  public  space. 

4.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  ride  such 
vehicles  with  his  or  her  feet  or  knees  planted  on 
the  seat  while  operating  in  any  public  space. 

5.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  operate 
such  vehicle  in  a  manner  commonly  associated 
with  trick  or  stunt  riding. 


6.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  operate 
such  vehicle  with  a  passenger  if  designed  for  a 
single  rider. 

7.  No  passenger  shall  ride  upon  any  motorized  con¬ 
veyance,  including  a  recreational  vehicle,  that  is 
designed  for  a  single  rider. 

8.  An  operator  of  any  motorized  conveyance,  in¬ 
cluding  a  recreational  vehicle,  shall  not  operate 
such  vehicle  with  a  passenger  sitting  or  riding 
upon  the  handle  bars  or  forward  of  the  operator. 

f  Penalties.  A  violation  of  CBC  1 6-59  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  fine  of  $250  for  the  first  violation,  and 
for  a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  by  a  fine  of 
$300. 

g.  Enforcement  and  regulatory  authority.  The  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department,  shall 
have  the  authority  to  enforce  these  sections  and 
to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  necessary 
to  implement  and  enforce  these  sections.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department,  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Boston  Transportation  Department 
shall  also  have  authority  to  enforce  section  c  (Un¬ 
registered  Vehicles)  and  d  (Property  of  Another) 
herein.  The  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  40,  s.  21 D 
may  be  used  to  enforce  this  section.  The  Boston 
Police  Department  shall  have  the  authority  to 
impound  any  vehicle  in  violation  of  these  sec¬ 
tions.  The  Boston  Police  Department  shall  have 
the  authority  to  enter  upon  and  pass  through  or 
over  private  lands  and  property  whether  or  not 
covered  by  water,  to  enforce  this  CBC. 

h.  Applicability.  If  any  provision  of  these  sections 
imposes  greater  restrictions  or  obligations  than 
those  imposed  by  any  other  general  law,  special 
law,  regulation,  rule,  ordinance,  order,  or  policy, 
then  the  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  con¬ 
trol. 

i.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  these  sections 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  com¬ 
petent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  shall  be 
considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remain¬ 
ing  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  information  an  amendment 
to  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  (TIF)  Agreement  between 
the  City  and  Vertex  Pharmaceuticals.  The  City  and  Vertex 
originally  entered  into  a  TIP  agreement  in  201 1  that  pro¬ 
vided  for  approximately  $12.1  million  in  tax  incentives 
conditioned  upon  the  company  relocating  and  expanding 
its  workforce  at  the  company’s  new  facilities  on  Fan  Pier 
in  South  Boston.  The  project  has  delivered  considerable 
benefits  to  the  City  and  has  served  as  an  important  cata¬ 
lyst  for  the  significant  growth  in  the  Innovation  District. 

While  the  two  new  buildings  covered  under  the  TIF 
have  been  constructed  and  occupied.  Vertex  has  fallen 
below  its  commitment  to  bring  a  total  of  1,741  jobs  to 
the  site.  At  its  most  recent  reporting,  the  company  had 
added  1,31 1  jobs  at  the  site,  approximately  75%  the  total 
commitment.  While  Vertex  believes  it  will  meet  its  job 
commitment  in  future  years,  it  nonetheless  acknowledges 
that  it  has  fallen  short  of  the  benchmark  required  under 
the  agreement. 

The  attached  amendment  to  the  TIF  agreement  ad¬ 
dresses  this  issue.  The  TIP  agreement  contained  a  provi¬ 
sion  that  provided  for  the  parties  “to  negotiate  a  mutually 
acceptable  and  reasonable  resolution”  if  Vertex  fell  short 
of  its  commitments.  The  attached  amendment  provides 
for  a  reduction  in  the  TIF  factors  consistent  with  the 
shortfall  in  the  employment  numbers.  As  a  result,  the  ben¬ 
efit  to  the  company  under  the  TIF  will  now  be  reduced  to 
tax  savings  to  the  company  of  approximately  $9  million.

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Boston  is  experiencing  an 
epidemic  increase  in  the  use  of  opioids  by  young  people. 
City  crews  have  collected  more  than  3,200  discarded  nee¬ 
dles  around  Boston  since  June.  And 

WHEREAS,  A  seven  year  old  child  was  recently 
pricked  by  a  needle  in  a  Hyde  Park  Playground  and  is 
currently  undergoing  extensive  treatment  to  protect  her 
from  potential  disease.  And

neighborhoods  and  in  our  parks  and  our  parks  and  play¬ 
grounds  often  leaving  drug  paraphernalia  in  easy  reach 
of  children.

WHEREAS,  Providing  educational  opportunities  for 
our  children  plus  working  in  collaboration  with  The  City 
of  Boston  on  this  devastating  problem  will  help  us  get  to 
a  place  where  no  child  is  unsafe  in  our  neighborhoods  our 
parks  and  our  playgrounds.

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  is  home  to  the  first 
public  school  system  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS:  Boston  Public  Schools  spent  $3,060,218 
in  FY14  for  BPS  Controlled  Choice  MBTA,  servicing 
14,314  students  with  yearly  passes;  and 

WHEREAS:  In  2014,  78%  of  BPS  families  qualified 
for  free  or  reduced  lunch,  totaling  approximately  44,460 
families;  and 

WHEREAS:  According  to  data  from  2005-2009,23% 
percent  of  families  with  children  in  Boston  are  at  or  below 
the  Federal  Poverty  Standard,  and  thus  paying  for  extra- 
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curricular  transportation  may  not  be  a  possibility;  and 
WHEREAS:  Parents  or  guardians  who  do  not  have  the 
means  to  spend  money  on  transportation  costs  miss  out  on 
parent  teacher  conferences,  school  open  houses,  and  other 
vital  school  events;  and 

WHEREAS:  It  is  proven  that  children  supported  by 
strong  parental  involvement  in  the  classroom  perform  at 
a  higher  level;  and 

WHEREAS:  Enabling  more  parents  to  attend  school 
events  would  strengthen  students’  academic  performance 
in  the  classroom  while  also  helping  parents  and  guardians 
to  feel  informed  and  supported;  and 

WHEREAS:  Having  a  set  of  vouchers  specifically  for 
school  events  may  be  a  catalyst  to  increase  awareness 
about  opportunities  for  parents  to  get  involved;  and 
WHEREAS:  Providing  five  MBTA  vouchers  per  stu¬ 
dent,  at  approximately  $4.20  per  trip  ($2.10  each  way), 
for  44,460  low  income  families  would  total  $933,660, 
which  is  less  than  0. 1  %  of  the  total  BPS  budget  for  FY 
2016,  and  a  potential  partnership  with  the  MBT  A  could

WHEREAS,  The  Boston  City  Council’s  Committee  on 
Healthy  Women,  Families  &  Communities  held  a  hear¬ 
ing  on  June  25,  2015  to  examine  health  and  safety  issues 
present  in  Boston’s  hotels  and  discuss  strategies  for  pro¬ 
tecting  hotel  guests  and  workers;  and 

WHEREAS,  UNITE  HERE  Local  26  represents 
thousands  of  hospitality  industry  workers  in  Boston  and 
across  Massachusetts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Local  26  has  recently  developed  the 
“Boston  Safe  Hotels’’  program,  a  copy  of  which  is  at¬ 
tached  hereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  Boston  Safe  Hotels  is  a  voluntary  pro¬ 
gram  under  which  local  hotels  pledge  to  adopt  a  set  of 
five  fundamental  health  and  safety  protocols;  and 

WHEREAS,  Boston  Safe  Hotels  is  the  first  program 
of  its  kind  in  the  country,  providing  Boston’s  hotels  with 
an  opportunity  to  innovate  and  lead  on  an  issue  of  critical 
importance  to  the  City’s  residents  and  visitors;  THERE¬ 
FORE  BE  IT 

RESOL  VED,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  commends 
Local  26  on  its  efforts  to  promote  safety  in  Boston’s  ho¬ 
tels  for  both  guests  and  workers;  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  encour¬ 
ages  all  Boston  hotels  to  take  a  national  leadership  role  by 
signing  on  to  the  Boston  Safe  Hotels  program. 

Boston  Safe  Hotels 

Visitors  to  Boston  have  a  right  to  stay  in  hotel  rooms 
that  are  clean,  sanitary  and  secure.  Hotels  participating 
in  Boston  Safe  Hotels  are  committed  to  ensuring  guest 
rooms  are  safe  for  all  Boston  travelers.  By  adopting  the 
protocols  recommended  by  Boston’s  Safe  Hotels,  Bos¬ 
ton’s  hospitality  industry  can  be  a  national  leader  in  pro¬ 
moting  clean,  safe  hotels. 

Participating  Boston  hotels  commit  to: 

•  A  safe  response  to  biohazards.  Biohazards  like 
blood,  other  bodily  fluids  and  needles  must  be 
disposed  of  safely  to  prevent  risks  to  guests.  Ho¬ 
tel  staff  responsible  for  disposing  of  biohazards 
at  participating  hotels  will  receive  training  to 
deal  with  these  materials.  The  hotel  will  guar¬ 
antee  that  the  supplies  necessary  to  clean  poten¬ 
tially  infectious  materials  and  surfaces  are  always 
available  to  cleaning  and  housekeeping  staff. 

•  Strong  action  to  prevent  human  trafficking.  Par¬ 
ticipating  hotels  will  institute  a  training  program 
to  educate  hotel  workers,  including  front  desk 
agents,  security  and  housekeepers,  to  identify  and 
report  human  trafficking.  Hotels  will  be  required 
to  institute  a  policy  and  protocol  for  responding 
to  and  reporting  human  trafficking,  that  includes 
a  zero  tolerance  policy  for  traffickers  and  buyers 
utilizing  hotel  property  to  commit  crimes  of  hu¬ 
man  trafficking.  No  hotel  employee  will  be  disci¬ 
plined  for  reporting  suspected  human  trafficking. 

•  A  comprehensive  bed  bug  prevention  and  elimi¬ 
nation  program.  Early  detection  of  bed  bugs  is 
essential  to  prevent  infestations.  In  order  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  traveling  public,  participating  hotels  will 
provide  specialized  training  for  staff  on  signs  of 
bed  bug  activity  in  guest  rooms.  They  will  ensure 
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that  cleaning  staff  have  sufficient  time  to  perform 
daily  checks  for  bed  bug  activity. 

•  Provide  necessary  equipment  to  clean  and  sani¬ 
tize  rooms.  Participating  hotels  will  provide 
cleaning  staff  with  equipment  to  ensure  fully 
sanitiz^  rooms,  including:  a)  appropriate  types 
and  quantities  of  sanitizing  chemicals;  b)  ac¬ 
cess  to  a  sharps  container  and  biohazard  bags;  c) 
consistent  access  to  enough  clean  linens  to  fully 
restock  rooms  as  needed;  and  d)  personal  protec¬ 
tive  equipment,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  an 
adequate  supply  of  allergen-appropriate  gloves, 
face  masks,  uniform  covers  and  shoe  protection. 

•  Set  safe  staffing  ratios  for  cleanliness.  At  mini¬ 
mum,  cleaning  staffwill  enter  all  occupied  rooms 
daily  to  provide  fresh  linens,  sanitize  bathrooms 
and  commonly  touched  areas,  remove  any  pres¬ 
ent  hazards  and  check  for  signs  of  bed  bug  ac¬ 
tivity.  To  ensure  that  staff  have  adequate  time 
to  comprehensively  clean  and  sanitize  assigned 
rooms,  participating  hotels  will  ensure  that 
cleaning  staffhave  a  reasonable  workload. 

On  motion  of  Councilors  Zakim,  Pressley  and  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  the  rules  were  suspended;  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 


RESOLUTION  REGARDING  SUPPORT  FOR  HOUSE 
BILL  NO.  1478  AN  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  SYN¬ 
THETIC  MARIJUANA  AND  OTHER  DANGER¬ 
OUS  CHEMICAL  COMPOUNDS  (DOCKET  NO. 
1295) 

Councilor  BAKER  offered  the  following; 

WHEREAS:  The  problems  associated  with  the  use 
of  synthetic  marijuana  have  been  a  growing  concern  for 
people  all  over  the  country  prompting  emergency  action 
from  many  states;  and 

WHEREAS:  Synthetic  marijuana  also  known  as  “K2” 
and  “Spice”  is  plant  material  sprayed  with  a  mixture  of 
psychoactive  chemicals  which  are  often  smoked  or  in¬ 
gested  by  the  user  to  achieve  a  “high”;  and 

WHEREAS:  Users  report  symptoms  that  include  rapid 
heart  rate,  vomiting,  agitation,  hallucinations,  psychotic 
episodes,  seizures,  suicidal  thoughts,  and  actions,  and  in 
extreme  cases  heart  attacks  and  death.  Regular  users  also 
may  experience  withdrawal  and  addiction  symptoms;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Center  for  Disease  Control  and  Pre¬ 
vention  reported  that  adverse  health  effects  or  concerns 
about  possible  adverse  health  effects  related  to  synthetic 
cannabinoid  use  increased  330%  from  349  in  January 
2015  to  1,501  in  April  2015;  and 

WHEREAS:  As  testament  to  its  popularity  synthetic 
marijuana  is  one  of  the  most  used  illicit  drugs  by  high 
school  seniors  second  only  to  marijuana;  and 

WHEREAS:  Synthetic  marijuana  is  usually  sold  in 
colorful  foil  bags  bearing  child-friendly  images  and  is 
easily  obtainable  in  various  retail  outlets  such  as  conve¬ 
nience  stores,  gas  stations,  and  smoke  shops  labeled  as 
“potpourri”,  “incense”,  and  “not  for  human  consump¬ 
tion”;  and 

WHEREAS:  Law  enforcement  agencies  have  regu¬ 
lated  a  number  of  these  substances;  however,  manufac¬ 
turers  of  synthetic  marijuana  frequently  alter  the  chemi¬ 
cal  composition  of  their  product  to  avoid  detection  and 
regulation;  and 

WHEREAS:  Legislation  to  classify  synthetic  mari¬ 
juana  and  other  dangerous  chemical  compounds  as  class 
C  controlled  substances  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  has  been  proposed  by  Representative  Brian  R. 
Mannal  in  a  petition  known  as  An  Act  relative  to  synthet¬ 
ic  marijuana  and  other  dangerous  chemical  compounds 
(House  Bill  1478);  and 

WHEREAS:  This  act  will  amend  Class  C  of  section 
31  of  chapter  94C  by  inserting  a  number  of  hallucino¬ 


genic  substances,  Cannabimimetic  Agents,  chemicals 
and  chemical  compounds  associated  with  synthetic  mari¬ 
juana;  and 

WHEREAS:  An  Act  relative  to  synthetic  marijuana 
and  other  dangerous  chemical  compounds  will  greatly 
benefit  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  the  City  of  Boston  by  providing  a  way  to  end 
synthetic  marijuana  use  and  improve  the  overall  health 
and  quality  oflife  of  our  citizens;  Therefore  Be  It 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports 
the  passage  of  House  Bill  1478,  An  Act  relative  to  syn¬ 
thetic  marijuana  and  other  dangerous  chemical  com¬ 
pounds  a  petition  of  Representative  Brian  R.  Mannal  and 
urges  the  Legislature  to  enact  the  proposed  petition. 

On  motion  of  Councilor  BAKER,  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  resolution  was  adopted. 


ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  PROCEDURES  FOR 
SAFE  DISPOSAL  OF  NEEDLES,  SYRINGES 
AND  LANCETS  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON  (DOCK¬ 
ET  NO.  1296) 

Councilors  MURPHY  and  MCCARTHY  offered  the 
following; 

WHEREAS,  The  city’s  parks  and  open  spaces  should 
be  safe  environments  for  all  residents  to  enjoy;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  ensure  that  the  public  is  pro¬ 
tected  from  potential  dangerous  conditions  in  public  spac¬ 
es,  the  City  of  Boston  should  establish  protocols  for  the 
safe  disposal  of  needles,  syringes,  and  lancets  found  on 
public  spaces  and  city  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  Coming  in  contact  with  used  and  improp¬ 
erly  disposed  needles,  syringes,  and  lancets  may  lead  to 
serious  health  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS  In  order  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public, 
it  is  important  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  have  procedures 
in  place  for  those  individuals  that  may  come  in  contact 
with  improperly  disposed  needles  and  to  establish  a  coor¬ 
dinated  emergency  personnel  response. 

NOW  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Section  1. 

CBC  Chapter  XII  is  herby  amended  by  inserting  the 
following  sections  and  subsections; 

Procedures  for  the  Safe  Disposal  of  Needles.  Syringes, 
and  Lancets 

The  emergency  personnel  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
be  responsible  for  proper  disposal  of  needles,  syringes, 
and  lancets  found  on  city  streets,  parks,  playgrounds,  and 
other  public  spaces  and  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  city.  “Emergency  Personnel”  shall  include  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  the 
Department  of  Emergency  Medical  Services. 


Emergency  personnel  shall  establish  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  safe  disposal  of  needles,  syringes,  and  lan¬ 
cets  when  found  on  city  streets,  parks,  playgrounds,  and 
other  public  spaces  and  property  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  city.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  include  but 
not  be  limited  to  the  following:  signage  in  public  spaces 
informing  individuals  to  call  911;  procedures  to  ensure 
the  safety  of  those  individuals  that  have  come  in  contact 
with  any  needles,  syringes,  and  lancets;  requiring  the  use 
of  appropriate  equipment  for  responding  emergency  per¬ 
sonnel;  establishing  coordination  among  first  responders. 

Section  2. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
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invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  3. 

The  provisions  of  these  sections  shall  be  effective  im¬ 
mediately  upon  passage.

Energy  Centers’  Residential  Guide  to  Solar  Power,  “ev¬ 
ery  1,000  kWh  generated  by  a  solar  PV  system  avoids 
sending  2.03  pounds  of  sulfiir  dioxide,  0.54  pounds  of  ni¬ 
trogen  oxides,  and  1,102  pounds  of  carbon  dioxide  emis¬ 
sions  into  the  atmosphere;”  and 

WHEREAS:  Solar  energy  can  be  produced  by  install¬ 
ing  solar  photovoltaics  (solar  PV  systems)  which  convert 
sunlight  into  electricity  through  solar  panels  that  are  con¬ 
nected  to  a  building’s  electrical  system;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston’s  Greenovate  Boston 
initiative  is  an  ongoing  effort  to  reduce  the  city’s  green¬ 
house  gas  emissions  by  25  percent  by  2020  and  by  80 
percent  by  2050;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  city’s  Climate  Action  Plan  2014  lists 
“accelerate  residential  solar”  as  one  of  its  goals;  and 
WHEREAS:  According  to  Solar  Energy  Industries  As¬ 
sociation  (SEIA),  Massachusetts  ranks  sixth  in  the  nation 
in  installed  solar  capacity  and  there  is  enough  solar  en¬ 
ergy  installed  in  the  state  to  power  131,000  homes;  and 
WHEREAS:  SEIA  also  reports  that  the  cost  of  install¬ 
ing  a  PV  system  continues  to  fall  in  Massachusetts  and 
nationwide;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  City  of  Boston  now  offers  several 
property  tax  exemptions  including  the  residential  tax  ex- 
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emption  for  owner-occupied  homes,  an  exemption  for  res¬ 
idents  of  cooperative  housing  and  a  number  of  personal 
and  statutory  exemptions;  THEREFORE  BE  IT:

WHEREAS,  Trauma  is  known  to  manifest  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  aftermath  and  in  the  days,  weeks  and  months  fol¬ 
lowing  a  traumatic  incident;  and 

WHEREAS,  Individuals  and  families  who  have  expe¬ 
rienced  violence  such  as  a  shootings,  stabbings,  or  homi¬ 
cides  require  immediate  psychological  first-aid  and  this 
first-aid  is  also  necessary  for  the  surrounding  community 
whether  it  be  the  neighborhood,  school,  or  community 
center;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  individuals  and  families  often  face 
persistent  challenges  long  after  the  initial  incident  and  are 
in  need  of  a  host  of  services  including  burial  services, 
relocation  services,  social  services,  and  recreational  ac¬ 
tivities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Boston  Public  Health  Commission, 
Boston  Police  Department,  Boston  Public  Schools,  and 
Boston  Centers  for  Youth  and  Families  play  an  integral 
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role  in  serving  individuals,  families,  and  communities  af¬ 
ter  shootings  and  homicides  and  coordination  of  response 
and  care  across  agencies  is  complicated  but  essential;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ongoing  incidents  of  shootings,  stab- 
bings  and  homicides  underscore  the  need  to  assess  the 
status  of  how  city  agencies  coordinate  trauma  response 
and  recovery  to  ensure  that  there  are  thoughtful  standards 
of  care  and  follow-up  provided  to  all  individuals  and 
families; 

WHEREAS,  The  health  of  the  individual,  family  & 
community  are  inextricably  linked  and  access  to  trauma 
support  services  are  critical  to  family  stabilization  and  the 
building  and  preservation  of  a  healthy  community. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT 

ORDERED,  That  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  discuss  the  status 
of  developing  a  coordinated  trauma  response  and  recov¬ 
ery  system  for  survivors  of  violence  and  homicide  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and  that  members  of  the  Boston  Public 
Health  Commission,  Boston  Police  Department,  Boston 
Public  Schools,  Boston  Centers  for  Youth  and  Families 
(including  the  Streetworker  Program),  Chief  Resilience 
Officer,  and  the  and  other  interested  parties  be  invited  to 
testify.

WHEREAS,  Mayor  Walsh  appointed  the  members  of 
the  Compensation  Advisory  Board  (“Board”)  in  order  to 
examine  the  salary  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  other 
offices;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  examining  the  salary  of  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  the  Board  requested  information  from  over  25  cities  of 
which  eleven  cities  responded;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  data  collected,  the  Board 
does  not  believe  that  a  change  in  salary  is  warranted; 
however,  the  Board  does  acknowledge  that  the  value  of 
the  salaries  for  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  has  eroded 
over  time  and  recommended  an  increase  to  $97,000  for 
the  City  Council  and  $194,000  for  the  Mayor;  an^ 

WHEREAS,  In  its  report,  the  Board  underestimates 
the  authority  and  role  of  the  City  Council  by  not  recogniz¬ 
ing  all  of  the  powers  of  inherent  in  the  body.  For  example, 
the  report  does  not  recognize  the  City  Council’s  authority 
to  originate  legislation  or  the  Council’s  approval  author¬ 
ity  over  land  dispositions  and  other  matters.  Because  the 
report  fails  to  acknowledge  certain  powers  and  duties  of 
the  City  Council  and  is  incomplete  regarding  all  offices,  it 
is  important  that  members  of  the  Board  address  the  body 
to  explain  its  analysis  and  process. 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  the  ap¬ 
propriate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council  holds  a 
hearing  to  have  the  members  of  the  Boston  Compensation 
Advisory  Board  appear  before  such  committee  to  review 
their  report  and  recommendations.  The  members  of  the 
Compensation  Advisory  Board,  representatives  from  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  other  interested  parties  shall  be  in¬ 
vited  to  attend.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  REPLICA  FIRE¬ 
ARMS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chap¬ 
ter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  1 6- 
5A  the  following  language: 

16-5B  REGULATING  REPLICA  FIREARMS  IN 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

16-5B.1  Definitions. 

As  used  herein,  the  following  word  shall  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  meanings: 

Replica  firearm  shall  mean  any  toy,  imitation,  facsimi¬ 
le  or  replica  pistol,  revolver,  shotgun,  rifle,  air  refile,  B-B 
gun,  pellet  gun,  machine  gun,  or  other  similar  simulated 
weapon  which  because  of  its  color,  size,  shape,  or  other 
characteristics,  can  reasonably  be  perceived  to  be  a  real 
firearm  capable  of  firing  a  bullet  or  other  projectile. 

16-5B.2  Regulation. 

No  person  shall  sell,  offer  to  sell,  possess,  use,  display 
or  give  away,  any  replica  firearm  on  a  public  property  un¬ 
less; 

A.  The  entire  exterior  surface  of  the  imitation  fire- 
ann  is  colored  white,  bright  red,  bright  orange, 
bright  yellow,  bright  blue,  bright  pink,  or  bright 
purple,  either  singly  or  as  the  predominant  color 
in  combination  with  other  colors  in  any  pattern; 
or 

B.  The  imitation  firearm  is  constructed  entirely  of 
transparent  or  translucent  materials  which  per¬ 
mits  unmistakable  observation  of  the  imitation 
firearm’s  complete  contents;  and 

C.  The  barrel  of  the  imitation  firearms,  other  than 
the  barrel  of  a  water  gun,  is  closed  with  a  blase 
orange  plug,  permanently  affixed,  of  the  same 
material  of  which  the  imitation  firearm  is  made, 
for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one-half  inch  from 
the  front  end  of  said  barrel;  and 

D.  The  imitation  firearm  had  legibly  stamped  there¬ 
on,  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  some  trade 
name,  mark  or  brand  by  which  the  manufacturer 
can  be  readily  identified;  and 

E.  The  imitation  firearm  does  not  have  a  laser  point¬ 
er  attached 


16-5B.3  Enforcement. 

If  any  individual  under  18  years  of  age  is  found  with  a 
replica  firearm  by  a  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  officer  shall  contact  his  or  her  parent  or  guard¬ 
ian  to  inform  them  that  the  individual  has  been  found  with 
a  replica  firearm  on  public  property.  Parents  or  guardians 
shall  be  informed  that  they  will  be  able  to  pick  up  the  rep¬ 
lica  firearms  at  the  district  station  after  twenty-four  hours. 
The  officer  shall  confiscate  the  replica  firearm  and  bring 
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it  to  the  district  station  for  holding. 

If  the  individual  is  over  18  years  of  age,  the  officer 
shall  confiscate  the  replica  firearm(s)  and  inform  the  in¬ 
dividual  that  they  can  pick  the  item(s)  up  at  the  district 
station  after  24  hours. 

16-5B.4  Penalties. 

Any  individual  found  in  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  Section  in  a  second  or  subsequent  instance  shall  for¬ 
feit  the  weapon,  contraband,  or  dangerous  device  giving 
rise  to  the  violation  of  such  section  and  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00).

WHEREAS:  Fiber  optic  technology  is  the  most  reli¬ 
able  and  efficient  way  to  transmit  data  to  businesses  and

WHEREAS:  Verizon  has  focused  its  expansion  of  the 
FiOS  network  in  affluent  communities  surrounding  Bos¬ 
ton  and  across  Massachusetts  leaving  the  residents  of 
Boston’s  neighborhoods  and  Boston’s  businesses  unable 
to  access  the  same  state-of-the-art  services;  and

WHEREAS:  The  Massachusetts  General  Laws  define 
physical  education  as  one  of  the  “other  subjects”  that 
counts  towards  those  900  hours,  but  exclude  recess  from 
courses  that  may  be  lumped  under  the  title  “structured

WHEREAS:  Unstructured  play  time,  or  recess,  is  an 
opportunity  for  children  to  engage  their  imaginations,  ne¬ 
gotiate  with  their  peers,  exercise  and  observe  the  world 
with  minimal  adult  interventions;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  creative  faculties  and  pro-social 
skills  developed  on  the  playground  can  transition  to  the 
classroom;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  elimination  of  daily  recess  from  the 
school  day  has  coincided  with  national  and  local  trends  of 
increased  standardized  testing  at  the  elementary  school 
level  and  steadily  rising  rates  of  obesity  among  children; 
and 

WHEREAS:  Childhood  obesity  rates  in  Boston  hover 
at  39.5%,  despite  statewide  declines;  and 

WHEREAS:  Black  and  Latino  students  living  in  large 
cities  and  attending  public  school  are  least  likely  to  be 
granted  unstructured  play  time  in  the  course  of  a  school 
day  and  are  disproportionately  suspended,  expelled  or  ar¬

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Order  amend¬ 
ing  Chapter  16  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
pertaining  to  the  regulations  of  advertising.  The  changes 
included  therein  will  update  signage  regulations  for  free¬ 
standing  signs,  such  as  sandwich  boards.  Sandwich  board 
signs  are  significant  marketing  tools  for  small  and  local 
businesses,  which  are  a  critical  part  of  the  economy  in  the 
City  of  Boston  and  which  my  Administration  is  strongly 
committed  to  supporting.  It  is  important  that  there  be 
consistency  and  equity  in  regulating  the  use  of  these  ad¬ 
vertising  tools  throughout  all  the  different  neighborhoods, 
business  districts  and  subdistricts  of  our  City. 

The  amendments  delineated  in  the  accompanying  Or¬ 
der  will  remove  a  burden  of  permitting  for  businesses 
seeking  to  utilize  free-standing  signs,  such  as  sandwich 
boards,  as  advertising  tools  to  promote  and  grow  their 
business,  while  also  ensuring  accessibility  and  safety  for 
all  pedestrians  and  passersby.  These  changes  to  regula¬ 
tions  of  advertising  will  institute  uniformity  and  common 
sense  enforcement  across  the  City  of  Boston  while  also 
ensuring  that  sandwich  board  signs  do  not  impede  the 
safe  passage  of  all  pedestrians  on  our  sidewalks.

WHEREAS,  City  of  Boston  Municipal  Code  Chapter 
16  Section  12.3  contains  permitting  regulations  for  ad¬ 
vertising  signs  and  the  City  of  Boston  zoning  code  con- 
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tains  signage  regulations  that  varies  in  different  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  business  districts,  and  subdistricts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Free-standing  signs,  such  as  sandwich 
boards,  serve  as  significant  marketing  tools  for  small  and 
local  businesses;  and 

WHEREAS,  Small  and  local  businesses  are  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  in  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

WHEREAS,  To  promote  equity  and  consistency  of  sig¬ 
nage  regulations  in  the  City  of  Boston; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDAINED,  The  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter  16-12.3,  is  hereby  re¬ 
placed  as  follows: 

ADVERTISING 

a.  Distribution  of  Advertising  and  Vehicles.  Except 
in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Public  Works  no  person  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  advertising  goods,  wards  or  merchan¬ 
dise  for  sale,  while  on  foot  in  any  street,  distribute 
to  persons  in  any  street  any  handbills,  cards,  cir¬ 
culars  or  papers  other  than  newspapers,  nor  shall 
any  person  having  the  control  of  any  vehicle  used 
principally  for  advertising  permit  such  vehicle  to 
operate  in  any  street  north  and  east  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  Avenue.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
shall  establish,  with  respect  to  such  advertising 
matter,  such  uniform  rules  governing  the  size  of 
showcards,  placards,  handbills,  cards,  circulars 
and  papers  other  than  newspapers  which  may 
be  distributed  in  the  street  as  shall  be  reasonably 
necessary  to  prevent  littering  or  other  hazard  to 
public  safety.  Each  permit  issued  hereunder  shall 
contain  a  copy  of  the  rules  relating  thereto  and 
shall  be  limited  by  its  terms  to  the  authorization 
of  conduct  permitted  thereby  and  otherwise  le¬ 
gal.

b.  Free-standing  signs.  No  business  establish¬ 
ment  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  their 
own  goods,  wares,  services  or  merchandise  for 
sale,  display  any  free-standing  sign  on  the  pub¬ 
lic  walkway  located  outside  the  business  unless 
the  free-standing  sign  is  in  compliance  with  the 
following  requirements: 

(i)  Massachusetts  Architectural  Access  Board 
Regulations  to  ensure  accessibility  and  prevent 
interference  with  public  travel; 

(ii)  The  sign  does  not  exceed  24”  x  36”  in  dimen¬ 
sion; 

(iii)  The  sign  is  not  adhered  or  attached  to  any 
structures  or  fixtures; 

(iv)  The  sign  is  constructed  of  weather  resistant 
material; 

(v)  The  sign  is  maintained  in  good  condition; 

(vi)  The  sign  is  placed  on  the  public  walkway  only 
during  the  hours  of  operation  of  the  related 
business; 

(vii)  The  sign  identifies  the  name,  address,  and  tele¬ 
phone  number  of  the  business  establishment  and 
owner  of  the  sign;  if  different; 

(viii)  The  sign  displays  content  limited  to  the  business 
establishment’s  goods,  wares,  services  or  mer¬ 
chandise  for  sale  at  the  location  of  the  sign;  and 

(ix)  The  sign  does  not  display  advertisement  of  alco¬ 


hol  or  tobacco  products. 

c.  Penalties.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  authorized  to  remove  any  free-standing 
signs  not  in  compliance  with  16-12.3  (b).

WHEREAS:  Massachusetts  House  Bill  2870  is  an  “An 
Act  Relative  to  Protecting  Consumers  of  Gas  and  Elec¬ 
tricity  from  paying  for  Leaked  and  Unaccounted  for  Gas 
(UFG)”  which  seeks  to  protect  all  gas  and  electricity  cus¬ 
tomers,  whether  businesses,  manufacturers,  homeowners 
and  municipalities  or  other  gas  users,  from  paying  for 
UFG  by  prohibiting  providers  from  including  the  cost  of 
UFG,  as  well  as  the  costs  of  reducing  or  remedying  loss 
in  the  rate  base;  and 

WHEREAS:  According  to  H.  2870,  “Unaccounted  for 
gas  or  UPG  is  the  difference  between  the  total  gas  avail¬ 
able  from  all  sources  that  is  acquired  by  a  system  type 
and  the  total  gas  accounted  for  as  sales,  net  interchange  or 
company  use”;  and 

WHEREAS:  H.  2870  covers  leakage  or  loss  by  leakage 
or  loss  due  to  discrepancies  from  measuring  or  monitor¬ 
ing  inaccuracies,  variations  of  temperature  or  pressure,  or 
both,  and  other  circumstances;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  cost  of  UPG  is  typically  passed  on 
from  providers  of  natural  gas  to  users  or  consumers  of 
gas;  and 

WHEREAS:  Leaking  gas  in  the  ground  is  harmful  to 
vegetation  and  can  kill  valuable  shade  trees  by  depriving 
roots  of  oxygen;  and 

WHERAS:  Methane  is  a  precursor  to  ozone  formation 
that  can  decrease  lung  function  and  aggravate  asthma;  and 
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WHEREAS:  H.  2870  will  provide  economic  incen¬ 
tive  to  gas  providers  to  develop  improved  technologies 
and  practices  for  transportation,  distribution  and  storage;

bury.  These  are  non-transferable  and  revert  back  to 
the  City;  and 

•  Five  transferable  all  alcohol  licenses  per  year,  over 
the  course  of  three  years  (total  of  15)  that  are  not 
geographically  restricted  within  the  City. 

A  technicality  in  Chapter  287  of  the  Acts  of  2014, 
however,  prevented  the  City  of  Boston  from  receiving  the 
five  all  alcohol  non-restricted  transferable  licenses  per 
year  (total  of  15),  as  approved  and  supported  by  the  City 
and  the  Massachusetts  Legislature.  Therefore,  this  Act 
provides  a  technical  correction  that  will  allow  the  City 
to  attain  the  1 5  licenses  that  the  Legislature  intended  for 
us  to  receive.

WHEREAS,  Some  city  residents  may  not  use  their  car 
every  day  and  as  a  result  may  not  be  aware  of  certain  re¬ 
strictions  if  signage  is  posted  after  their  car  is  parked  in 
a  legal  resident  spot.

ORDINANCE  REGARDING  STREET  PERFORMERS 
fN  CITY  OF  BOSTON  (DOCKET  NO.  1671) 

Councilors  LAMATTINA,  LINEHAN  and  MCCAR¬ 
THY  offered  the  following: 

WHEREAS,  Currently  the  City  of  Boston  does  not 
regulate  or  require  permits  for  street  performers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Street  performers  enhance  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  city  and  the  City  of  Boston  seeks  to  encour¬ 
age  street  performers  while  maintaining  the  reasonable 
expectations  of  residents  to  the  enjoyment  of  peace  and 
quiet  in  their  homes  as  well  as  the  ability  of  businesses  to 
conduct  their  services  uninterrupted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
reasonably  regulate  street  performers  in  order  to  balance 
the  interests  of  performers  with  those  of  the  residents  and 
businesses  of  the  city. 

NOW,  THEREFORE, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

CBC  Chapter  XVI  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof,  the  following  new  sections  and  subsections. 

16-59.1  Definitions. 

(a)  “Perform”  includes  but  shall  not  be  limited  to  the 
following  activities:  acting,  singing,  playing  mu¬ 
sical  instruments,  pantomime,  juggling,  magic. 


dancing,  reading,  puppetry,  and  reciting.  Perform 
shall  not  include  the  production  of  items  for  sale. 

(b)  “Performer”  means  a  person  who  has  obtained  a 
permit  pursuant  to  this  section. 

(c)  “Public  areas”  means  public  sidewalks,  parks, 
playgrounds  and  other  pedestrian  areas. 

16-59.2  Prohibition. 

No  person  shall  perform  in  a  public  area  without  a  per¬ 
mit  issued  pursuant  to  section  16-59.3. 

16-59.3  Permit. 

(a)  A  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  each  applicant  in  exchange  for  a 
completed  application  and  a  fee  of  forty  dollars 
($40.00). 

(b)  A  completed  application  for  a  permit,  and  the 
permit  itself,  shall  contain  the  applicant’s  name, 
residence,  address  and  telephone  number,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant. 

(c)  A  permit  shall  be  valid  from  the  date  on  which  it 
is  issued  through  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

(d)  A  permit  shall  be  nontransferable,  and  shall  con¬ 
tain  the  permit  number  of  the  applicant  and  the 
year  in  which  a  permit  is  valid.  Each  member  of 
the  group  of  performers  who  play  together  shall 
be  required  to  obtain  an  individual  permit.  In  no 
event  shall  any  group  of  performers,  identified 
as  such  in  their  application  and  noted  on  their 
permits,  be  charged  more  than  one  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  ($1 60.00)  total  for  permits  for  group 
members. 

(e)  If  a  performer  loses  his  or  her  permit,  one  re¬ 
placement  permit  per  year  may  be  obtained  for  a 
fee  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00). 

(f)  A  performer  shall  clearly  display  his  or  her  per¬ 
mit  while  performing,  and  shall  allow  inspection 
of  the  permit  by  any  Boston  police  officer  or  staff 
person  or  employee  ofthe  City  of  Boston  autho¬ 
rized  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  these  sections 
upon  request. 

16-59.4  Permitted  Performances. 

(a)  Performances  may  take  place  in  public  areas, 
except  within  one  hundred  feet  of  an  elementary 
and/or  secondary  school,  library,  or  church  while 
in  session,  a  hospital  at  any  time,  and  except 
public  areas  excluded  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  and/or  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall 
also  designate  by  regulation  the  times  that  street 
performances  are  allowed  under  the  provisions  of 
these  sections. 

(b)  A  performer  may  not  create  an  undue  interfer¬ 
ence  with  the  passage  of  the  public  through  pub¬ 
lic  areas. 

(c)  No  performer  or  group  of  performers  may  per- 
forni  less  than  fifty  feet  from  another  performer 
or  group  of  performers. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  Department  may  by  regulation  exclude 
certain  public  areas  from  street  performers  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety  and  in  accordance  with 
constitutional  standards. 
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16-59.5  Penalties. 

(a)  Noncriminal  Disposition. 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section 
may  be  penalized  by  a  noncriminal  disposition 
as  provided  in  G.L.  c.40,  s.  21 D.  For  purposes 
of  this  section,  the  following  officials  shall  be 
enforcing  persons:  Boston  Police  Department  of¬ 
ficers,  Municipal  Police  Officers,  and  authorized 
personnel  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and/or  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  may  suspend  a  permit  for  no  more  than 
thirty  days  if  a  performer  is  found  to  have  know¬ 
ingly  provided  false  information  in  the  applica¬ 
tion;  or  a  performer  has  received  three  noncrimi¬ 
nal  dispositions  within  one  calendar  year. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and/or  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  may  revoke  a  permit  for  the  remainder 
of  the  calendar  year  if  a  performer  has  received 
five  noncriminal  dispositions  during  that  calen¬ 
dar  year. 

(d)  Before  suspending  or  revoking  a  permit,  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  hold  a  hear¬ 
ing  after  ten  days  written  notice  to  the  performer 
setting  forth  the  facts  constituting  the  basis  for 
the  proposed  suspension  or  revocation.  The 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  issue  a  de¬ 
cision  within  ten  (10)  days  and  any  decision  shall 
be  subject  to  M.G.L.  c.  30A. 

16-59.6  Severability. 

If  any  provision  of  these  sections  shall  be  held  to  be 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  sueh 
provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from 
the  remaining  provisions,  which  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect.

How  many  calls  has  the  Mayor’s  Office  and  Mayor’s

medial  detox  programming? 

•  BPHC  cannot  answer  this  question,  because  we 
do  not  collect  this  data.  We  can  say  that  we  have 
had  over  4,000  in-person  contacts  at  our  PAA 
THS  program,  which  is  a  one-stop  clearinghouse 
and  referral  service  for  individuals  seeking  treat¬ 
ment  for  substance  use  disorders. 

How  many  clients  were  displaced  due  to  the  Long 

Island  Bridge  closing? 

•  For  privacy  reasons,  BPHC  is  able  to  track  only 
the  clients  who  were  in  our  programs  at  the  time 
of  the  bridge  closure. 

•  Recovery  Program  Clients:  There  were  1 1 1 
clients  enrolled  in  BPHC  recovery  programs  on 
Octobers,  2014. 

•  Shelter  Guests:  There  were  430  shelter  guests 
who  were  on  Long  Island  on  October  7th 

Has  every  dislocated  client  been  accounted  for? 

•  We  have  accounted  for  all  BPHC  clients  who 
were  residing  on  Long  Island  at  the  time  of  the 
Bridge  closure  and  were  able  to  track  all  of  these 
individuals  who  were'  evacuated  Ifom  the  Island 
to  ensure  their  safety.  Our  homeless  guests  are 
a  transient  population.  According  to  the  Mayors 
Action  Plan,  upwards  of  60%  of  homeless  guests 
leave  shelter  within  a  month.  Approximately 
39%  of  the  430  people  who  were  on  Long  Island 
on  10/7/2014  remain  active  in  the  BPHC  shelter 
system.

Where  are  the  clients  now? 

•  Program  Clients:  All  BPHC  program  clients  (Ill 
total)  were  offered  next-level  care  when  they 
transitioned  from  the  programs  on  Long  Island.

•  We  do  not  understand  what  this  question  is 
asking. 

What  was  the  process  to  help  those  displaced  get 
a  bed? 

•  We  made  sure  that  everyone  who  was  coming  off 
of  the  Island  after  the  closure  had  a  bed.  In  the 
immediate  aftermath  of  the  evacuation  of  the  Is¬ 
land,  BPHC  shelter  staff  worked  with  staff  from 
other  shelters  in  the  city  to  identify  open  beds 
and  secure  .  transportation  for  clients  to  those 
shelters  with  excess  capacity.  After  the  tempo¬ 
rary  shelter  was  running  at  the  South  End  Fitness 
Center,  the  bed  allocation  occurred  as  usual,  with 
guests  receiving  beds  after  they  checked  in  at 
Woods  Mullen. 

What  happened  to  the  DIV/AIDS  clients? 

•  We  do  not  track  clients  by  HIV  status.  However, 
BPHC  runs  a  program  specifically  geared  to  peo¬ 
ple  living  with  HIV  /  AIDS  who  are  in  recovery 
known  as  Safe  Harbor.  There  were  1 9  individuals 
enrolled  in  the  Safe  Harbor  Program  on  October 
8,  2014.  The  Safe  Harbor  Program  was  main¬ 
tained  in  a  more  limited  capacity  at  the  Woods 
Mullen  Shelter  and  then  at  the  Carter  Audito¬ 
rium  at  35  Northampton  Square  while  we  built 
new  space  for  the  program  at  1 12  Southampton 
Street.  Safe  Harbor  has  two  clients  who  have  re¬ 
mained  with  the  program  since  October  8,  2015. 
Of  the  individuals  who  left  the  program. 


•  6  received  a  tenant-based  voucher  placement 

•  2  received  a  permanent  single  room  occupancy 
placement 

•  3  left  voluntarily  to  family

•  We  have  no  way  of  tracking  these  clients  as  we 
do  not  track  our  clients  based  on  their  status  as 
individuals  who  may  have  experienced  domestic 
violence. 

Describe  the  lottery  system.  What  happens  if  you  do 
not  make  it  in  the  lottery? 

•  Pine  Street  Inn  has  a  lottery  system;  BPHC  does 
not.  BPHC  assigns  beds  on  a  first  come  first  serve 
basis.  The  only  exception  would  be  clients  who 
are  working  with  a  case  manager  on  a  pathway 
towards  permanent  housing  may  be  assigned  a 
contract  or  reserved  bed. 


Is  there  an  emergency  shelter  clearing  house  for  cli¬ 
ents  to  use  in  order  to  find  beds? 

•  No.  Shelter  staff  coordinate  among  each  other 
on  a  nightly  basis  to  identify  available  beds  and 
transport  guests  to  open  facilities. 

How  many  clients  received  permanent  housing? 

•  59  shelter  guests  have  been  placed  into 
permanent  housing 

•  1 1  program  clients  have  been  placed  into 
permanent  housing

clients  who  have  returned  to  permanent  housing 
with  their  families  or  those  who  have  received 
long-term  transitional  housing  placements.

•  Please  consult  with  Boston’s  Health  Care  for  the 
Homeless  Program  for  full  details  regarding  the 
care  they  offer  and  how  they  administer  their 
program.  In  the  shelters,  BPHC  works  closely 
with  BHCHP  to  provide  on-site  primary  care  and 
nursing  services  at  our  shelter  clinics.  In  these 
•clinics,  shelter  guests  and  program  clients  can 
access  a  wide  range  of  health  care  services  in¬ 
cluding  but  not  limited  to  STI/HIV  testing;  vac¬ 
cinations;  podiatric  care;  Hepatitis  testing,  smok¬ 
ing  cessation,  and  screening  and  treatment  for 
chronic  disease. 

Are  any  transitional  units  or  apartments  set  aside? 

•  BPHC  has  a  lot  of  clients  who  we  have  helped 
get  housing  vouchers  and  now  provide  stabiliza¬ 
tion  services  to.  Most  of  our  units  are  scattered- 
site,  but  we  do  have  approximately  35  units 
at  Northampton  Square  and  .21  units  that  are 
available  for  our  clients  through  the  Friends  of 
Boston’s  Homeless.  These  units  are  available  to 
individuals  who  participate  in  programs  focused 
on  especially  vulnerable  homeless  populations 
such  as  the  High  Users  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services  (HUES)  to  Home  Program  and  others  in 
need  of  supportive  housing  services. 

Was  there  a  disaster  rapid  response  re-housing 
management  team  focused  on  homeless  clients? 

•  At  the  time  of  the  Bridge  closure,  we  had  a  num¬ 
ber  of  clients  (approximately  40)  who  were  close 
to  receiving  permanent  housing  (either  in  BHA 
housing  or  through  Section  8). 

•  We  worked  to  identify  those  clients  and  expedite 
their  cases  so  that  they  could  get  into  housing  as 
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quickly  as  possible. 

Is  there  a  rapid  response  team  now? 

We  continue  to  work  as  quickly  and  efficiently  as 
possible  to  place  all  of  our  clients  in  appropriate 
permanent  and  transitional  housing.

Are  relapses  considered  part  of  the  recovery  pro¬ 
cess?  If  so,  how  are  relapses  dealt  with? 

•  Chemical  dependency  is  a  disease  caused  by  the 
use  of  alcohol  and/  or  drugs,  causing  changes  in  a 
person’s  body,  mind,  and  behavior.  As  a  result  of 
the  disease  of  chemical  dependency,  people  are 
unable  to  control  the  use  of  alcohol  and/or  drugs, 
despite  the  negative  consequences  that  they  expe¬ 
rience  when  they  use. 

•  Relapse  is  not  an  isolated  event.  Rather,  it  is  a 
process  of  becoming  unable  to  cope  with  life  in 
sobriety.  The  process  may  lead  to  renewed  alco¬ 
hol  or  drug  use,  physical  or  emotional  collapse, 
or  suicide.  The  relapse  process  is  marked  by  pre¬ 
dictable  and  identifiable  warning  signs  that  begin 
long  before  a  return  to  use  or  collapse  occurs. 
Relapse  prevention  strategies  teaches  people  to 
recognize  and  manage  these  warning  signs  so 
that  they  can  interrupt  the  progression  early  and 
return  to  the  process  of  recovery  (SAMHSA. 
gov). 

•  Studies  of  life-long  patterns  of  recovery  and 
relapse  indicate  that  not  all  patients  relapse. 
Approximately  one  third  achieve  pennanent  ab¬ 
stinence  from  their  first  serious  attempt  at  recov¬ 
ery.  Another  third  have  a  period  of  brief  relapse 
episodes  but  eventually  achieve  long~term  ab¬ 
stinence,  An  additional  one  third  has  chronic  re¬ 
lapses  that  result  in  eventual  death  from  chemical 
addiction.  These  statistics  are  consistent  with  the 
life-long  recovery  rates  of  any  chronic  lifestyle- 
related  illness.  About  half  of  all  relapse-prone 
people  eventually  achieve  permanent  abstinence. 
Many  others  lead  healthier,  more  stable  lives  de¬ 
spite  periodic  relapse  episodes  (SAMHSA.gov). 

•  In  most  treatment  programs  the  event  of  a  relapse 
does  not  mean  that  the  client  will  be  discharged 
from  treatment. 

•  Below  is  a  description  of  how  a  client  relapse  is 
handled  in  most  recovery  homes  (steps  will  vary 
depending  on  the  treatment  modality); 

(a)  If  treatment  staff  suspects  or  confirm  that  a  client 
has  relapsed,  treatment  staff  convenes  to  discuss 
plan  of  action  and  intervention  approach. 

(b)  The  clinical  team  will  discuss  a  plan  of  options 
for  the  client  after  determining  whether  the  client 
needs  immediate  medical  attention. 

(c)  If  it  is  detennined  that  a  detox  is  necessary  and 
the  client  agrees  to  go  to  detox,  the  client’s  bed 
will  be  held  for  him  or  her  until  they  complete 
detoxification. 

(d)  Once  the  client  is  medically  cleared,  the  client 
may  return  to  the  recovery  home. 

(e)  A  Treatment  Plan  Review  occurs  when  the  client 
returns  to  the  program,  including  a  review  of  the 
circumstances  leading  to  the  relapse  event  and  in 
collaboration  with  the  client  a  relapse  prevention 
plan  is  developed  and  implemented. 


How  many  overdoses  have  occurred  since  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  Long  Island  Bridge  and  the  programs  and 
shelters  at  Long  Island?  How  many  deaths  have  oc¬ 
curred?  How  many  requests  for  Narcan? 

•  Except  for  the  response  data  collected  by  Boston 
EMS,  we  do  not  have  data  on  all  unintentional 
overdoses  in  Boston.  We  can  say  that  Boston 
EMS  has  administered  Narcan  1,21 1  times  since 
1 0/8/20 1 4.  Opioid  related  deaths  are  determined 
by  the  Office  of  the  State  Medical  Examiner,  and 
it  generally  takes  years  for  us  to  receive  this  data. 

Was  there  a  disaster  rapid  response  medical  detox 
management  team  focused  on  ensuring  immediate  ac¬ 
cessible  continuity  of  detox  programming? 

•  To  our  knowledge,  there  was  not  a  disaster  rapid 
response  medical  detox  management  team.  The 
detox  facility  on  Long  Island  was  operated  by 
Bay  Cove  and  licensed  and  regulated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  We 
would  recommend  that  specific  questions  regard¬ 
ing  program  policies  and  operations  be  directed 
to  Bay  Cove  Human  Services. 

Is  there  a  rapid  response  team  now?

As  stated  in  this  office’s  correspondence  to  you  of 
August  27,  2015,  it  is  my  understanding  that  you  have 
been  previously  provided  with  a  comprehensive  list  of  all 
active  employees,  hires,  and  separations  from  employ¬ 
ment  for  2014.  On  August  27,  2015,  we  provided  you 
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with  a  list  of  promotions  for  2014. 

Enclosed  please  find  comprehensive  lists  of  all  active 
employees,  position  changes  (hires,  re-hires,  and  promo¬ 
tions),  and  separations  from  employment  (including  re¬ 
tirement)  through  June  30,  2015.

WHEREAS,  Currently,  councillors  hold  office  for  two 
municipal  years  while  the  mayor  holds  office  for  four  mu¬ 
nicipal  years;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  Council  serves  as  the  legislative 
body  of  the  city;  and,  in  that  capacity  originates  ordinanc¬ 
es,  loan  orders,  and  home  rule  petitions.  The  City  Council 
also  implements  and  establishes  public  policy.  In  addition 
to  the  authority  previously  referenced,  the  City  Council 
also  approves  ordinances,  orders,  home  rule  petitions,  and 
other  matters  sponsored  by  the  Mayor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Having  a  municipal  election  every  two 
years  where  oftentimes  voter  turnout  is  low  is  burden¬ 
some  on  city  resources.  Making  the  term  of  office  for  city 
councillors  a  four  year  term  will  reduce  costs  in  having 
multiple  elections  and  will  allow  the  city  to  operate  in  a 
more  effective  and  efficient  manner. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  ORDERED,  That  a  petition  to 
the  General  Court,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special

Section  1 .  Section  1 5  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1 948 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  two  of  chapter  476 
of  the  Acts  of  2004,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
Section  15  in  its  entirety  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:- 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  city  councillor-at- 
large  after  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days,  there  shall 
be  a  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  a 
councillor-at-large.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  MAYOR 

The  Mayor  came  to  the  Council  Chamber  today  to 
thank  Councilors  Murphy  and  Yancey  for  their  service  to 
the  City  for  many  years  and  thanked  President  Linehan 
as  well  for  working  alongside  him  his  first  two  years  in 
office  as  Mayor.  He  commented  on  how  even  when  they 
didn’t  agree  on  the  issues,  it  wasn’t  made  public  on  their 
parts  most  times  and  most  likely  on  account  of  the  mutual 
respect  they  had  for  each  other  serving  together.

He  thanked 
his  wife  Bridget  for  her  sacrifice  as  well. 

The  Mayor  then  presented  the  President,  Councilors 
Murphy  and  Yancey  with  a  Paul  Revere  Bowl  as  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  gratitude. 


STATEMENT  OF  THE  MAYOR  RE: 

COUNCILOR  YANCEY 

Mayor  Walsh  came  to  the  City  Council  chambers  today 
to  thank  City  Councilors  for  their  work  and  dedication 
throughout  the  year  and  especially  to  bid  farewell  to  two 
of  the  City’s  finest  City  Councilors,  Charles  Yancey  and 
Stephen  Murphy. 

He  started  with  Councilor  Yancey  whom  he  thanked 
for  his  loyalty  and  passion  to  District  4  for  over  30  years. 
He  thanked  him  for  always  pushing  and  fighting  for  what 
he  believed  and  never  passing  on  his  values;  something 
important  to  us  all.  He  congratulated  him  on  his  many 
endeavors  including  his  successful  Books  Fairs  which 
blessed  so  many  young  people  across  the  City  and  of 
course,  the  local  library  which  is  the  pride  of  Mattapan. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  Councilor  Yancey  will  continue  to 
serve  his  District.  The  Mayor  also  thanked  the  Councilor’s 
wife,  Marzetta  for  her  support  and  sacrifice. 


The  Mayor  also  thanked  Councilor  Murphy  -  whom 
he  has  known  for  a  long  time  —  for  his  service,  friendship 
and  leadership  and  for  being  a  son  of  Hyde  of  Park.  He 
recognized  Councilor  Murphy’s  leadership  as  President 
and  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  and 
his  expertise  in  the  budget  process.

He  reminded  the  Councilors  to  always  support  the 
Mayor  and  each  other  and  offer  a  high  quality  of  service 
to  everyone,  especially  the  children  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools. 


STATEMENTS  OF  ALL  COUNCILORS  RE: 

COUNCILOR  YANCEY 

The  Honorable  Charles  Yancey  has  served  32  consecu¬ 
tive  years  from  1984  to  the  present  as  the  City  Councilor 
from  District4;  the  only  person  to  do  so.  There  were  com¬ 
ments  about  his  many  achievements  including  a  new  po¬ 
lice  station,  library,  parks  and  playgrounds  and  of  course, 
his  continued  dream  to  have  a  new  state-of-the-art  high 
school  built  in  Boston. 

Each  Councilor  gave  personal  accounts  of  knowing 
Charles  and  acknowledged  his  work  in  teen  centers  and 
his  wonderful  Charles  Yancey  Book  Fairs  that  all  have  at¬ 
tended.  They  spoke  of  emulating  the  sincere  gentleman 
he  has  been  in  advocating  for  his  district  as  well  as  the 
Councilor  did  and  many  spoke  of  how  he  will  continue  to 
do  so  long  after  he  leaves  the  Council. 

Councilor  Jackson  spoke  emotionally  about  his  love 
for  Councilor  Yancey  and  the  respect  and  appreciation 
that  he  has  for  him  and  mentioned  fondly  the  Councilor 
being  by  Councilor  Jackson’s  father’s  side  at  the  end  of  his 
life  and  how  he  would  never  forget  that. 

Many  spoke  of  how  Councilor  Yancey  would  welcome 
them  when  they  were  new  to  the  Council. 

They  spoke  of  his  persistence  and  his  fierce  advocacy 
for  the  things  that  really  matter  to  him.  They  described 
him  as  a  district  councilor  with  a  city-wide  lens  who  ad¬ 
vocated  and  had  a  strong  consideration  for  the  people  who 
not  only  voted  for  him  but  all  the  people  of  the  City  as 
a  whole.  They  mentioned  him  having  a  special  place  in 
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his  heart  for  children  and  families  working  closely  with 
the  Boston  Public  School  and  his  relentless  desire  for  bus 
monitors  and  seatbelt  safety  on  school  buses. 

They  said  Councilor  Yancey  will  be  remembered  for 
his  leadership  on  social  justice,  human  rights  and  equality 
issues  that  have  really  been  the  hallmark  of  his  time  on 
this  body. 


STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILOR  MURPHY 

Councilor  Murphy  wanted  to  be  philosophical  today 
and  quoted  Yeats,  Socrates  and  others  but  stated  the  most 
important  thing  is  having  the  constituents’  trust  most  of 
all  and  felt  this  body  has  always  done  the  work  for  those 
whose  lives  are  busy  and  felt  he  did  his  best  to  do  that 
as  well. 

He  quipped  that  he  believes  he  is  the  only  City  Coun¬ 
cilor  to  get  married  while  in  office. 

He  cherished  his  role  in  the  Chamber  in  whatever  chair 
he  was  in  for  almost  20  years.  He  loves  the  job,  he  thinks 
it’s  special,  and  he  thinks  the  stronger  this  institution  is, 
the  stronger  we  all  are.  He  pointed  out  that  he  appreciates 
Central  Staff  and  his  staff  especially  and  feels  they  are 
underpaid  for  all  the  work  they  do  for  the  Council  as  a 
whole. 

He  spoke  of  the  turnover  of  the  Council  being  constant 
since  1984  with  the  exception  of  Councilor  Yancey.  He 
said  the  City  is  in  good  hands  with  people  of  good  char¬ 
acter  and  we  should  all  celebrate  that.  People  are  coming 
fi-om  all  over  to  live  here  so  we  must  be  doing  something 
right.  He  said  it’s  been  a  good  job  on  the  part  of  the  May¬ 
ors  and  the  Council.  He  left:  us  with  an  emotional  quote 
from  William  Butler  Yeats:  “Think  where  man’s  glory 
most  begins  and  ends,  and  say  my  glory  was  I  had  such 
friends.” 


STATEMENTS  OF  ALL  COUNCILORS  RE: 

COUNCILOR  MURPHY 

The  Honorable  Stephen  J.  Murphy  has  served  the  last 
1 8  years  as  a  City  Councilor-at-Large  for  the  Boston  City 
Council.  And  although  he  served  three  years  as  President, 
Councilor  Murphy  has  served  primarily  as  the  Chair  of 
the  Public  Safety  Committee  where  he  worked  with  Com¬ 
missioners  and  Chiefs  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
all  Bostonians  in  every  neighborhood  and  ensuring  their 
safety. 

A  finance  man  at  heart.  Councilor  Murphy  has  always 
watched  the  bottom  line  of  city  finances,  municipal  and 
bond  financing,  taxes  and  worked  with  two  Administra¬ 
tions  to  ensure  balanced  budgets.  Steve  was  a  major  force 
around  the  pilot  program,  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  and 
ensured  not-for-profit  institutions  contribute  their  fair 
share  to  the  City.  Most  recently.  Councilor  Murphy  co¬ 
sponsored  legislation  that  will  create  a  tax  deferment  to 
long-time  homeowners  from  the  high  assessment  of  their 
property  taxes  which  is  up  at  the  State  House  and  moving 
forward  to  become  legislation.
